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ADMINISTRATION REPORT 

OF THE 

MADRAS POLICE FOR 1882. 



Ths year has been oliieiy remaafkable for ihe ill feeling existing between Hindoos 
and Mfthomedans wliicli resulted in the destruotion of a mosqne at Salem, and the 
conseq^ient establishment of a pnnitiTe feree in that town at the cost of the inhabit- 
ants ; the strength of the force is —

Riots at Triohinopoly ha^ng been apprehendedi a small punitive force was 
established there also ; it consists of

This force has been posted at a particular spot where a Hindoo temple and a 
Mahomedan mosque are in such close proximity to each other, that iheir processions 
are liable at any time to come into collision. 

Prom Iftt August the Port Act, I of 1881, came into force, great difficulty 
was experienced in getting men suitable for the duty which is most distasteful to 
the ordinary native ; those first employed suffered so much from sea sickness as to be 
quite useless, and the merchants complained bitterly of their shipping transactions 
being impeded owing to the paucity of men sanctioned ; altogether the Act was viewed 
by the mercantile community with so much disfavour that it was deemed advisable Ui 
abolish it except for passenger traffic. 

The Salt Department is gradually but slowly taking over from the Police the 
duty of guarding Salt atid Salt swamps. Very few of the Salt Police went over to 
the Salt Departznent. 
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The gangs of Beloooliees which used to infest the Presidency have almost entirely 
disappeared. In two or three instances the law has been sternly applied to them ; not 
relishing thiSi they have evidently deemed it better to try new pastures. 

Buckshot cartridges have been supplied to all districts not hitherto furnished with 
them ; they are better adapted than ball to smooth bore carbines and as under the new 
Procedure Code Police are prohibited from causing the death of any person escaping 
from custody who has not committed an offence punishable with death or transporta- 
tion, it is better that they should use buckshot as less likely than ball to inflict a 
fatal wound. 

Snider carbines supplied to Hill Beserves were sent up without bayonets ; the 
men consequently have no means of defending themselves at close quarters ; the 
carbines are being gradually recalled and will have sword bayonets fixed to them. 

The question of the efficiency of Reserves has received close attention during the 
year ; no man under 5 feet 7 inches in height is admitted to the Reserves, which in 
some Districts (notably Ganjam and Chingleput) are very weak in numbers, and 
having to supply the places of Jail Guard men sick or on leave is a great drain on 
all Reserves. 

During the hot weather when the Kistna river is dry, gangs of Lumbadies 
and Mussulmans from the Nizam's dominions are in the habit of raiding into British 
territory with the object of committing dacoity ; the Nizam's Police give every assist- 
ance when the men are pursued into their jurisdiction but they might do more 
towards the prevention of these raids. 

During the year with the sanction of Government the experiment of enlisting^ 
Eurasians as Constables was tried ; it has proved a failure ; most of them have resigned 
on account of the insufficiency of the pay and none now apply for enlistment. 

Every endeavour has been made to enlist Khonds in the Hill Police ei Ganjam 
but without success ; they do not care for the pay, and they abhor regular employment. 

2. The following is a summary of events in^ each District, taken chiefly from the 
reports of District Officers : — 

The Force on 1st January 1883 was 11 men below sane- 
^^"^ tioned strength. 

129 men were punished departmentally. 

Besides the above, 137 men were punished with forfeiture of pay for absence 
without leave. In 1888, 85 men or 7-6 per cent, of Force were fined Rupees 66-15-4, 
being at the rate of Rupees 0-12-7 per man. 

1 Inspector, 2 Head Constables and 27 Constables, in all 30 or 2'6 per cent., 
were convicted by Courts during 1882, 

Three cases tried by the Sessions Court call for particular mention. 
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A theft was committed in Buttily in the Eemidj Sub-Diyision. It was reported 
to the Head Constable of Griirady station, who on March 17th, apprehended one 
Tavitigaudoo on suspicion and confined him in the station until the 19th, when he and the 
Constables took him to Buttily to point out the stolen property. On his failure to pro- 
duce the property, they beat him with sticks and otherwise ill used him. The prisoner 
then promised to show the property in a neighbouring village. Whilst being escorted 
thither he committed suicide by jumping down a well which was on the way. In 
order to save themselyes, the Head Constable and Constables tried to make it appear 
that some unknown person had committed suicide or had been accidentally drowned 
in the well and falsified their records accordingly. The case was successfully inyesti- 
gated by Inspector Neelachallum of Yaranasy Division. The Head Constable was 
sentenced to 18 months', 2 Constables each to one year's and 1 Constable to 6 months' 
rigorous imprisonment under Section 330, 1. P. C. 

In the 2nd case a Police Constable of Chatrapur Reserve being at enmity with 
his brother-in-law, threw his upper cloth upon him whilst sleeping on the pial of his 
house, and then charged him with theft. The charge was proved to be false and 
malicious and the Constable was tried and sentenced to two months' simple imprison- 
ment under Section 211, 1. P. C. 

In the 3rd case Inspector Venkatappia was convicted under Section 213, 1. P. C, 
on a charge of screening from punishment a Sub-Postmaster who had been accused 
of misappropriating a money-order. The Inspector was sentenced to one year's 
rigorous imprisonment, but the conviction was quashed by the High Court on 
appeal, and he was reinstated. 

One 2nd Class Constable was rewarded by promotion to Ist Class, and 13 men 
received money rewards for successful detection. 

Owing to the reduction ordered by the Special Commissioner and the absorption 
of the Salt Police, but few men have been rewarded by promotion. In instances of 
good detection the fact has been entMod in the men's Service Books. 

53-5 per cent, of the Force can read and write against 52*9 in 1881. 

54 men or 4'8 per cent, of the Force were passed throi:^hthe 2 District Schools 
(Chatrapur and Baliguda) during the year under review againsi 77 men or 6'1 per 
cent., in 1881. 

42 men were enlisted during the year against^57 in 1881. 19 men also were 
enlisted for temporary Salt duty against 280 in the previous year. 

Out of 1,132 men in the Force on 31st December, 544 were of 10 years* service 
and upwards. 

Nearly all the new enlistments are Oriahs for the Hills. The Telugu Taluqs of 
the Principal and Sub-Division had to receive the men from the Salt Stations, and as 
most of these men are illiterate and useless for station work, the Divisions have 
suffered much in consequence. 
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Tiie pwcentage of oMnaHies in tiie Force, excluding temporary Salt G^uards, was 
^*1 against 10*7 in 1881. 3 men died o£ cholera. 

Tlaere were 913 admissions into the Hospitals or 80*6 per cent, of the Force 
against 92*9 per cent, in 1881. 

20 men or 17 per cent, died during the year against 21 or 1*6 per cent, in 1881; 
Of these 6 died in Hospitals, and 14 elsewhere. 

The average number of prisonws guarded in the two District Jails of Berham- 
pore and Busselcondah was 209 against 255 in 1881. 

728 prisoners were guarded in the 16 Subsidiary Jails. The average duration 
of their sentence was 11*8 days. 

There were no escapes from DistrJkst Jails or Subsidiary Jails during the year. 
4 prisoners escaped from Police custody aoaid were recaptured. 

One prisoner charged under the Abkarry Act escaped from the Chicacole Town 
Station Lock-up but was recaptured. He was sentenced to one month's ^imprisonment 
for the escape. 

Two prisoners charged severally under Sections 457 and 447, 1. P. C, escaped from 
Police custody whilst being taken to the Ganjam Station. They were recaptured 
and sentenced to 2 and 6 months' imprisonment respectively for escape. 

1 Pane convicted of theft effected his escape from the Police Station Lock*up at 
KaUacote. He was recaptured, but subsequently committed suicide by hanging himself 
in the Udiagery Sub- Jail. 

9,780 processes were served in grave cases against 11,968 in the preceding year, 
19,997 processes were served in petty oases against 12,452 in the preceding year. 

In addition to the above number, 3,762 miscellaneous processes were served 
against 5,176 in 1881. 

Out of 33,539 processes served by Police in 1882, complaints of non-execution 
or delay in execution were made by Magistrates only in 5 cases. 

There we^e 108 suicides during the year against 106 in 1881. 

Out of 108 suicides, 68 occurred in the Maliahs. Of these 66 were by hanging 
and 2 by drowning. Most of these suicides are ascribed to suffering occasioned by 
enteric disorders. 

398 deaths by accident were reported against 433 in 1881. 

Besides the above, 6 persons were found dead (causes unknown) ; 1 died from 
exposure and 2 from other causes. 
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The number of fires reported during the year -was 472 against 540 in 1881. 
4,815 houses were burnt against 6,169 in 1881. The value of property destroyed was 
Rs. 94,659 against 81,815 in 1881. 4 lives were lost against 5 in 1881. 

Out of a total of 530 Known Depredators on the Police Registers, 17 have been 
again convicted during the year. 

There are 16 suspected persons on the Police Registers. 

Taking all cases together, there is an increase of crime reported during the year, 
but detection has risen from 43*6 in 1881 to 45"3 in 1882. 39*6 per cent of persons 
arrested in 1882 were convicted against 37*2 per cent in 1881. On the othq: hand 
tlie percentage of property recovered has fallen from 22 in 1881 to 15*5 in 1882. 

There were 25 cases of murder during the year against 11 in 1881. 9 were 
detected, viz., 6 of the 25 reported during the year and 3 old cases reported in 
1881. 

In three of the 19 undetected cases, the murderers committed suicide, 8 were 
thrown out by Sessions Court, 1 was transferred to Vizagapatam District, 1 was altered 
to Culpable Homicide, and 1 was referred and struck off as false in January 1883. 

The following case occurred in Tekalipatam Station Range, Kemidy Sub- 
Division. 

R. Daliah (deceased) and his wife Lutchmee had been living separately for the 

last three years. " One Lokanaud, a distant relative of the deceased, had been visit- 

" ing the house of Lutchmee and had been trying to induce her to marry him or to live 

" with him, but she refused apparently because her husband was alive. As the 

** existence of the husband stood in his way, Lokanaud determined with the assistance 

*^ of the woman's brother Saradhi to get rid of the impediment. Accordingly on the 

** night of March 24th about dinner time Lokanaud and Saradhi brought Daliah to 

" Lutchmee' s house representing that they had come to reconcile husband and wife. 

** They made Lutchmee give her husband food and prevailed upon them to sleep in 

'* the same room. Then both Lokanaud and Saradhi went away to their thrashing 

** floor. After a time they both returned. Lokanaud took down a large wood-knife 

'* and both went into the room, where the husband and wife were sleeping. Loka- 

** naud assailed Daliah with the knife, inflicting no less than 11 wounds. Saradhi held 

" his feet and Lutchmee stood quietly by. They then carried the body out through 

«* the backyard and threw it down in a dry field." The case was successfully unravelled 

by the Police. Lokanaud (1st prisoner) was sentenced to death; Saradhi (2nd 

prisoner) to transportation for life ; and Lutchmee (3rd prisoner) was acquitted. 

In a 2nd case a Sowrah named Chokro took his sister into the jungle, where 
he endeavoured to have sexual intercourse with her. She refused to consent and 
being enraged at her resistance he struck her with an axe on the forehead, and killed 
her. The prisoner was sentenced to death. 

A case in which four persons were destroyed deserves notice. 
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A ElLond named Sosariberooko suspecting one Butha Beriko and others of crimi- 
nal intercourse with his wife, lay in wait one night and discovered her and 4 
Khonds (2 of whom were those suspected by him) sleeping together in a hut, upon 
which he beheaded the woman and 3 Khonds with an axe and severely wounded the 
fourth. He was tried and sentenced to death. 

No other cases call for comment. 

One case of infanticide was reported during the year. 

A young unmarried Orya girl, aged about 17 years, was delivered of a male 
child in the backyard of the house, on October 9th. The child cried twice and its 
mother in order to save herself from disgrace strangled it. She was sentenced to 
transportation for life by the Sessions Court, Berhampore. 

10 cases of culpable homicide were reported during the year against 11 in 1881, 
and 2 cases or 20 per cent, were detected against 9 or 81*8 per cent, in the 
preceding year. 

No cases of dacoity were reported. 

Only one robbery was reported during the year. It was undetected. On the night 
of 20th May at about 2 o'clock, 3 persons are said to have attacked one Chinnary 
Burtadoo while he was travelling in a cart from Berhampore to Pudmanabapore, to 
have beaten him with sticks and robbed him of property to the amount of Rupees 104. 
No clues have been obtained in the case, which is supposed to be false. 

561 cases of house-breaking occurred during the year and 171 cases or 31 per 
cent, were detected. 

Of these 65 were by day and 486 by night. There were 46 in towns and 505 in 
villages. 25 of the former and 146 of the latter were detected. 

A case of theft in a vessel and mischief by fire deserves notice. 

The offenders named Benson and Ahlsted were Swedish seamen on board the 
British barque " Sea Queen." 

The vessel which was laden with r\im and sugar sailed on July 9th from Gopal- 
pore for Cocanada. During the night of July 12th both men went down the forecastle 
hatch. Each was provided with bottles and a gimlet. Ahlsted bored a hole in the 
top of a cask and in trying to bore a second one in the end of the cask the gimlet 
broke and remained fixed. Benson then bored a second hole and they filled some of 
the bottles. Ahlsted held a candle, but by the accidental upsetting of an uncorked 
bottle the rum caught fire. They attempted to choke the flame with their clothes 
and were severely burnt. Finding it impossible to extinguish the fire, Benson went 
up and gave the alarm. The ship was soon in flames. The Captain put in to Calinga- 
})atam but did not succeed in overcoming the fire until July 19th. 

The damage was estimated at between £ 3,000 and £4,000. 
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Tlie two sailors made a full confession and being convicted by the Sessions 
Court of theft under Section 380, 1. P. C, were sentenced eacb to 6 months' rigorous 
imprisonment. They were acquitted upon the charge under Section 437. 

103 cases of cattle theft were reported against 89 in 1881* 46*6 per cent of 
the cases were detected. 68"4 per cent of persons arrested were convicted and 7*7 per 
cent of property lost was recovered. 

2 cases of cattle poisoning were reported during the year. In one case a 
chuokler administered poison in grass fodder to two cows and thereby killed them- 
The prisoner was sentenced to 3 months* rigorous imprisonment. 

In the 2nd case some Dundasies thrust a poisonous thorn into the leg of a buffalo 
and caused its death. The case is undetected. 

486 cases of breach of Salt Laws were reported against 533 in 188 !• Of these 
337 resulted in conviction; 400 persons were punished. 

The Salt Department granted Rs. 135 as rewards to Police Ofi^ersfor assiduity 
in prosecuting breaches of Salt Laws during the year. 

A case in which the Police were falsely personated deserves remark* A Salt 
peon named Gujjoo Venkutswamy of the Surla Factory having received information 
that somebody had broken into the house of a man named P. Dalliah and ha4 
stolen property worth Rs. 79-2-0, made himself look as much as possible like a Police- 
man, and by threatening to take the thief into custody, induced him to dehver up a 
portion of the stolen property which the peon appropriated. The latter was sentenced 
to 4 months' rigorous imprisonment and Rs. 60 fine under Sections 411 and 384, 1. P. 0. 

292 cases were referred by Magistrates to the Police for enquiry under Sections 
110 and 146, 0. P. 0. Of these 225 cases were struck off as false. 

662 cases were referred by the Police to Magistrates for orders under Sections 
117 and 125, 0. P. 0. Of these 584 cases were struck off as false. 

181 cases prosecuted by the Police were thrown out by the Courts as false after 
enquiry and trial. 

The Superintendent visited all his own stations, some more than once and also 
6 in the Kemidy, and 11 in the Baliguda Sub-Division. 

The Kemidy Assistant visited all the stations in his range, some more than once. 

The Baligudah Assistant visited all the stations in his range, some more than once, 
and also 12 in the Superintendent's range. 

No changes occurred among the District Officers during the year. 

The accoutrements throughout the District are in good order. The muzzle- 
goading carbines having been in use since 1861 have seen their best days ; aU in the

principal Division liave recently been taken to pieces, and their locks repaired and 
cleaned by the assistant Armourer who was sent round for the purpose. 

As it is obviously objectionable to send men on active service with no means of 
defending themselves at close quarters, steps are being taken to have sword bayonets 
fixed to the snider carbines which have hitherto been without them, 

1st Class Inspector A. Suryanarayana Naidu (Head-Quarter Inspector) who had 
formerly acted as Salt and Treasury Deputy Collector for 20 months, again acted 
as Treasury and General-duty Deputy Collector for 9 months during the year. 

3rd Class Inspectors Beaman and Ramabrumhum Raju were transferred to Salem 
and Bellary respectively. The former resigned. 

2nd Class Inspector Venketsastry was received from Vizagapatam and reduced 
to 3rd Class. 5th Class Inspector McCready was compelled to resign. 

4th Class Inspector Venketappiah who had been convicted by the Sessions Court 
under Section 213, I. P. C, was acquitted by the High Court on appeal and was 
re-instated. 

6th Class Inspector Venketswamy, Sub-Inspector Greenfield and Gurriah, and 
2nd Grade Head Constable Nursingarow were promoted to 6th Class Inspectors. 
Acting 5th Class Inspector Mahomed Esac died of fever in Furla Kemidy Maliahs. 

Subadra Row was entertained as 5th Class Inspector. 

4 Second Grade Head Constables are acting as Inspectors. 

Great difficulty is still experienced in obtaining good Maliah Inspectors for the 
Hills. Our best Inspectors for those parts have been men who have risen from the 
ranks in the Maliah force, and there are at present two promising Maliah Head Con- 
stables undergoing a course of training in the Principal Division in drill and 
general duties. 

Of 4 Salt Sub*Inspectors, 3 were transferred to the Salt Depacrtment and I 
reverted to 1st Grade Head Constable ; and of 5 Taluq Sub-Inspectors, 2 were pro- 
moted to Inspector and 1 was dismissed. 

23 Head Constables were promoted to the higher grades of Head Constable. 

12 first Class Constables were promoted to Head Constable and 10 second Class 
were promoted to 1st Class. 

The guarding of the Salt Factories of Ganjam, Surla and Calingapatam was 
taken over by the Salt Department in January and February 3882, and that of Now- 
pada in October last. 

The concentration of the Stations as ordered by the Special Commissioner in 
G. 0. No. 1364, dated 12th July 1881, has been carried out everywhere, except in the 
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Sowrah Hills, where the KoUacotta, Nowgadda and Sarungo Stations are to be con- 
centrated at Sarungo, to which considerable additions are being made. 

For this work, Rs, 955 have been sanctioned, viz., Rs. 571 for 30 huts, Rs. 104 for 
a Station House, and the rest (Rs. 280) for an enclosure of mud and stone. The huts 
are now nearly finished, but it may be some time before the enclosure is completed 
owing to the scarcity of labor in those parts. 

The want of men for the Chatrapore Reserve still continues to be severely felt. 
It is to be regretted that so little can be done to strengthen this Reserve. 

The particulars of the Kalahundy disturbance have already been reported to 
Government. 

It may be as well to give here a short accoimt of the skirmish which occurred 
between the Kurtily and Budaguda Khonds on the 12th January last. 

A feeling of hostility between the Khonds of Burangia and Kurtily which has 
existed since 1878, culminated On the 12th of January in an attack on Burangia by 
the Elionds of Kurtily ; two of the Burangia Khonds were killed in the fight, and the 
same afternoon a large number of Kurtily Khonds returned to Burangia in full war- 
dress and armed with tangies (axes). They burnt the Khond part of the village, des- 
troying a large quantity of grain, and were on the point of setting fire to the Gond 
quarter also, when the Police from Budaguda Station, having received information of 
the fight which had taken place in the morning, arrived in time to prevent further 
damage. On their arrival the Kurtily Khonds retreated to the hills, blowing their 
horns and shouting their war-cries. 

Sub Inspector Abdul Kader with some men of the Baliguda Reserve at once 
proceeded to the village of the offending Khonds and apprehended 19 of them on 
the statements made by the headmen. 6 more were arrested subsequently. All of 
them were committed for trial by the Assistant Agent under Section 302. 

The disturbance, although not a very serious one in itself, might have led to graver 
results : — ^that nothing more critical occurred is due to the personal influence exercised 
by the Budaguda Patro over his Khonds ; it required a strong hand to keep them in 
check and prevent them from obtaining blood-revenge. All the Police concerned 
have been recommended for a reward of one month's pay. 

Though the latter rainiiad been scanty and paddy suffered, the average prices of 
staple f ood-grains remained moderate. The average rain-fall 
registered was 42 inches against 48 in 1881. 

Fever and small-pox continued throughout the year. Very few cases of cholera 
were reported. 

During the year 640 Policemen were treated as in-patients and 603 as out- 
patients. Of this number 14 died in Hospitals against 9 in the preceding year. 

The force was maintained at its full strength, there being even a surplus at the 
close of the year owing to the influx of the Salt Guards. 

The Special Salt Guards employed on the swamps of the district as well as the 
Permanent Guards stationed at the Salt factories were withdrawn during the year. 
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having in some instances done their work very unsatisfactorUy. The Salt Depart- 
ment took over charge in December. Only one Policeman elected to join it. 

Owing to the extension from the 1 1th August 1882 of the Ports Police Act, I of 
1881, to the Ports of Vizagapatam and Bimlipatam, a Marine Police force of 4 Head 
Constables and 80 men for each port was organized for cargo boats. There was at 
first considerable diflSculty in securing men for this service. The merchants, more- 
over, protested against the measure declaring that their trade required no Police 
protection, the Government therefore exempted cargo boats from the operation of the 
act, but extended it to passenger boats. Accordingly with the close of the year the 
cargo boat, Marine PoKce had to be disbanded, only a small number, 2 Heads and 20 
Constables for both Ports, being retained for passenger traffic, the receipts in this 
branch do not cover the expenditure. 

In March a serious disturbance broke out in the Kalahundy Hill tracts bordering 
on our frontier. The Khonds rose in large numbers against the Kultias and com- 
menced plundering their villages, in some cases murdering the inhabitants. The 
Parvatipur Instruction Reserve under the Assistant Superintendent was therefore 
ordered to Orubadolah to patrol the frontier and prevent the disturbance extending 
to our district. They not only did this most successfully, but at a critical time 
crossed the border (on the 17th May,) and having reached Norla and Bhavanipatna, 
by forced marches rendered valuable assistance to the officers of the Central Pro- 
vinces. The good work done by Mr. Prendergast and the men under him was 
appreciated both by the Governments of Madras and the Central Provinces. 

A special reward of one month's salary was sanctioned to every member of the 
force engaged on this harassing duty. 

Thus the great advantage of the Reserve at Parvatipur, which was formed 
only in September 1881, was soon experienced. 

At the end of 1882 there were 157 Head Constables, of whom 153 had passed 
the prescribed test of their rank. There were 1,113 Constables, of whom 767 could 
read and write, and of these 672 have passed Constables' Test. 

In both these ranks 27 were convicted by the Magistracy. 9 out of these were 
concerned in Salt theft cases which occurred at Bimlipatam and in which almost 
all the officials both Salt and Police, at that Factory were more or less implicated. 

2 Head Constables and 5 Constables were transferred to other districts, and 3 
Heads and 9 Constables were received. 

A gang of foreigners, who called themselves Scindees, entered the district 
from Godavari in the month of May. They consisted of 3 divisions, each 
having a Sirdar, and over the three there was a fourth one. The names of the four 
Sirdars are : — 

1. Mirza Gholam Haidar Beg. 

2. Mirza Ali Mahomed Beg. 

3. Mirza Ghulam Hussam Beg. 

4. Mirza Bassa Beg. 

The party consisted of 36 males, 38 females, and 43 children, and had 70 horses. 
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When they reached Vizagapatam lists of stolen property followed them from Ellore 
and Rajahmundry through which towns they had recently travelled. 

At Vizagapatam a number of them both males and females were prosecuted for loot- 
ing a fisherman and for assaulting the Police who interfered. The District Magistrate 
directed the gang to be disarmed, but one of the Sirdars having concealed his gun and 
given three different conflicting stories about its non-production, was prosecuted 
under the Arms Act and sentenced to pay a fine of Rupees 1,000, or in default 
18 months* rigorous imprisonment. The fine was paid and an appeal was made to 
the District Judge, who confirmed the District Magistrate's sentence. These people 
were not allowed to proceed further than Vizagapatam, being sent back along the 
route by which they had arrived. They have not re-appeared, nor are they likely to 
do so at all events in Vizagapatam. 

Six cases of murder were committed this year,' of which 2 were detected, and 
in one case the murderer escaped punishment by committing suicide. Besides the 
above, 4 cases of previous years were tried, in one of which conviction followed. 

In 2 other old cases one Madakum Bulligadu was charged. This man was 
a leading rebel and a reward of Rupees 500 had been offered for his capture. He was 
cjiarged with two murders committed in Gudem, and was sentenced to death in both 
cases by the Joint Sessions Judge of Narsipatam. But on a re-trial ordered by the 
High Court the Sessions Judge reversed the sentence. Madakum BulUgadu was sub- 
sequently charged with two of the many dacoities of which he was the author. He 
is now undergoing a sentence of 21 months for one of them and has been removed 
from Vizagapatam to Godavari to answer to charges of dacoity standing against 
him in that District. 

2 dacoities were detected out of 3 committed this year. None of them call 
for special notice. 

There were 6 cases of highway robbery, 8 robberies and 9 cases of culpable 
homicide : none of them call for any particular remarks. 

One case of kidnapping is reported against 2 of the preceding year. This case 
is of a doubtful nature and will be withdrawn by the complainant. 

95 suicides, and 555 accidental deaths were registered this year. 49 persons 
were killed by wild animals. 

3 Policemen received rewards for killing one tiger and 2 panthers. One received 
Rupees 100 and two received Rupees 43. 

541 accidental fires were registered, in which 10,404 houses were burnt involv- 
ing a loss of Rupees 54,275. In these fires 2 lives were lost. 

109 Policemen received money rewards during the year amounting to Rupees 
967-4-0. Of this amount Rupees 315 were for Salt and Rupees 461 for Abkarry 
cases. 

One Constable was rewarded by promotion from 2nd class to 1st class for 
detecting a case under Section 454, 1. P. 0. 

2,773 warrants and 31,310 summonses were served by the Police during the 
year. There being 20 Constables sanctioned for process service, gives 138 warrants 
and 1,565 summonses for each man. 
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In the District Jail 1,087 prisoners were guarded during the year, and 849 
prisoners in subsidiary JaUs. None escaped from the Jails, though 24 are registered 
as escaped from ** other custody," 21 of whom have been recaptured. 

Major Harris was Superintendent throughout the year with Messrs. Prendergast 
and Lushington as Assistants. Inspection of stations by these three Officers was 
thorough and complete. 

The District was in charge of Mr. S. P. C. Scott until October, when Mr. 

Ot. T. Egan relieved him. Mr. C. H. Travers was the 
Joyporo* 

Special Assistant Superintendent. The Superintendent 

remained in the Hills the whole year. The Assistant Superintendent went down to 

the plains in July for two months. 

The rainfall was 57*72 inches. The average rainfall for the four previous years 
having been 64*32 inches. 

The average price of rice during the year was Rupees 90 a garce of 1,800 seers. 

Fever was not so bad amongst the inhabitants of the country as it was in 
the preceding year. New comers, however, always suffer very much. This makes it 
exceedingly difficult to get good men from other Districts for the posts of 
Inspectors, and Head Constables. An East Indian Inspector, White, received on 
promotion from Vizagapatam District and a Sub-Inspector, Broom, suffered so 
much that they were allowed at their own request, the former to revert to his post 
of European Head Constable in Vizagapatam and the latter to. resign. 

The total nimiber of admissions into Hospital during the year was 221 with 6 
deaths, fever being the most prevalent complaint. The number of men who died 
out of Hospital was 8. 

The sanctioned strength at the beginning of the year was as follows : — 

9 Inspectors, 2 Sub-Inspectors, 57 Head Constables, 334 Constables. 

The actual strength at the end of the year was 9 Inspectors, 1 Sub-Inspector, 
40 Head Constables and 323 Constables. 

During the year 19 men were dismissed after departmental inquiry and 8 after 
conviction by Magistrates' Courts. Of the 8 men convicted by Courts 2 were Head 
Constables. One was convicted of murder under Section 302, 1. P. C, for shooting 
Inspector Haynes and was sentenced to suffer the extreme penalty of the law. The 
2nd Head Constable was sentenced under Section 201, I. P. C, for giving false 
information with intent to conceal an offender and was sentenced to six months' 
rigorous imprisonment. This was in reference to a case in which two Constables 
were charged and convicted under Section 304, I. P, C, and sentenced to five years' 
rigorous imprisonment each. The remaining four Police Officers were convicted under 
the Police Act. 

One Inspector was punished with a fine of Rupees 5 and 184 men with fines 
aggregating Rupees 157-10-0. 

One Inspector and 21 men were reduced for misconduct and inefficiency. 
37 men were suspended during the year. 
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10 men were struck off as deserters during the year. 

One Sub-Inspector and 8 men resigned on account of ill health. 

During the year 4 Inspectors, 2 Su1>Inspectors (one of whom afterwards 
resigned) and 30 men were enlisted. 

During the year 93 men were admitted into school : of these 2 passed in Station 
House Officers' examination and 42 in Constables' Catechism. 

44 men were promoted to different grades during the year. 

This year there were 6 escapes from Police custody with 4 recaptures. Last 
year there were 24 escapes. 

186 cases of grave crime were reported during the year against 205 in 1881. 
Comparative statement is as follows : —

Of these 186 cases, 58 were detected : 9 were under trial at the end of the year. 

12 cases of murder were reported with 4 detected, 18 persons were arrested 
and 4 convicted. 

In one of these cases Inspector Haynes was shot dead by Head Constable 
Denobondu. The Inspector had assaulted the Head Constable during the day for 
some act of disrespect, and that night the latter shot him as he slept. Another case 
was committed in Jeypore Town. The body of a man, apparently a beggar, was 
discovered in a temple decapitated. Nothing has been ascertained about i^his case. 
It is believed that the man was sacrificed to the idol. 

5 cases of culpable homicide were reported during the year, all of which were 
detected. 12 persons were arrested and 8 convicted. Only one of these offenoes 
calls for any remark. Two Constables of Nowrungapore while on their way into 
Koraput halted near a Bringari camp. During the night a theft was committed and 
information was given to the Constables who succeeded in catching two of the thieves. 
These men were tied down and beaten to make them confess where the property 
was. The result of this ill-treatment was that one of them died the next day. The 
Constables were sentenced to five years' rigorous imprisonment each. 

Out of 6 cases of dacoity reported, two were detected, and of 16 persons arrested, 
11 were convicted. 5 of these crimes are returned as house dacoities, the sixth took 
place upon the highway. Of the 5 house dacoities, 3 were committed by Heratees 
and 2 by Ghasis. The highway dacoity was the work of Dombs, who form the most 
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criminal class in the district. Of the house daooities, the three cases attributed to 
the Heratees were not in reality dacoities. A large party of them came into 
the Mulkangerry Taluq of this District from the Bustar Territory. The Mulkangerry 
people being afraid of the strangers left their Tillages en masse as soon as they 
approached. The Heratees finding nobody from whom to purchase supplies were 
compelled to help themselves. Fowls and rice were taken and the yillagers on their 
return preferred complaints of dacoity. By order of the Agent to the Grovernor at 
Vizagapatam, the Heratees were escorted back across the border into Bustar. The two 
cases also in which Ghasis were concerned, were dacoities only in a technical sense. 
No violence was used, and the crimes were in fact only house-breakings committed 
by five or more persons, who from their numbers were careless as to whether they 
were seen or not. 

12 cases of robbery were reported, 5 of which were detected and 1 remained 
under trial at the end of the year. 9 persons were arrested, of whom 7 were convicted. 

151 cases of house-breaking were reported with 47 detected. 91 persons were 
arrested, of whom 68 were convicted. 

94 cases of cattle theft were reported during the year. 53 of which were 
detected, 118 persons were arrested, of whom 87 were convicted. 

The Dombs are the princip^d cattle thieves. 

No cases of infanticide were reported during the year. 

There were 15 cases of suicide, 282 accidental deaths, 9 cases of death from 
drinking and one froni destitution. Of the 282 accidental deaths, 176 were caused 
by wild beasts and 22 by snakes — 112 male adults, 31 female adults, 27 male and 6 
female children perished from these causes — and of that number no less than 166 are 
reported to have been killed by tigers and panthers. This is a considerable increase 
upon last year's figures, when the deaths ascribed to these animals did not exceed 
111. 9 deaths from drinking cannot be regarded as excessive when we consider that 
during part of March and April three*fourths of the population vis., the PujaSi 
Khonds and Gadabaa, are in one continual state of intoxication from morning till 
night. 

On receipt of information on the 25th May 1882 that the Slalahundy Ehonds 
were attacking the Kultias, Mr. Travers, Special Assistant Superintendent^ started 
at once with a body of the Reserve and moved by forced marches to the confines of 
Ealahundy where he remained for a period of about two months watching the 
frontier. The constant patrol kept up by this officer and his men and Inspectors 
Salady Naidoo and White with other parties no doubt prevented the irruption of any 
of the disaffected Khonds into this territory. 

The Superintendent visited all the stations in the main Division except one, 
Jorigam, which was inspected by the Assistant Superintendent. In the Assistant 
Superintendent's range one Division, Mulkangerry, and part of the Jeypore Division 
alsp were inspected by the Superintendent. The Assistant Superintendent thoroughly 
inspected all the stations under his charge and also visited three stations in thd 
Superintendent's Division* 
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The Acting Dq>ut7 Inspeoior-General of Police, Northern Range, vpenCi three 
months in Jeypore and visited the whole District except the Mulkangerry Taluq. 

The fall of rain during the year was 38 inches and 84 
cents ; it was 31 inches and 78 cents in 1881. 

The price of rice was 18*38 seers per Rupee, the average of the previous five 
years was 12*89 seers. 

The other food grains also, such as cholum, ragi, and cumboo were sold at 
cheaper rates. 

Seventy-three cases of cholera were reported during the year, most of them 
occurring in the Tunnaku Taluk. 

There were 435 Policemen treated as in-patients and 393 as out-patients in 
the different Hospitals of the District, against 468 treated as in-patients' and 310 
as out-patients in 1881* There were 20 deaths in Hospitals and 11 out of Hospi- 
tals in different parts of the District. Some of the men still suffer from the effects of 
fever contracted by them in the hiU tracts during the late disturbanees.

On the 3rd of August instructions were received by telegram to carry out the 
provisions of Section 3, Act I of 1881. As a temporary measure two Head Constables 
and 20 Constables were transferred from Taluq Stations to Cocanada to work as 
Marine Police. No sanction had then been received to enlist men in their place, and 
more could not be spared from the strength of the stations. Sanction to entertain the 
extra men was given on 5th October, when enlistments were commenced and the 
force was raised as soon as possible to its full strength. The formal sanction of 
Government to the estimate was g^ven on the 20th October. As the town of 
Cocanada is situated at a distance of about a mile from the wharf, the Fort Police are 
put to great inconvenience in going to the town for their meals. Lines therefore 
as well as a station house near the landing-place are required for them. An increase 
of 1 Head Constable and 10 Constables has lately been sanctioned and every endeavour 
is being made to enlist men of the fishing or boat lascar class. The work is very 
arduous. Sometimes boats are kept out at sea for two days and nights together and 
the Constables almost starve. Frequently the boats go out at night to await the 
arrival of steamers, and the Constables have to be ready at all hours. The exposure 
to the sun and rain and the want of regular meals are very trying. No extra pay is 
given. The men complain much of their hardships. Gk>od recruits of the boatman 
class cannot easily be obtained although inquiry is being made for them in all the 
coast Taluqs. 

The permanent Salt establishment consists of 7 Head Constables and 42 Con- 
stables. At the request of the Assistant Commissioner of Salt Revenue two Head 
Constables and 12 Constables employed on Treasury Guard at the two salt stations 
were severally withdrawn in the months of March and April, iron safes having been 
buried in the Treasury rooms at those places. A guard of three Constables (one 
1st Class Constable and two 2nd Class Constables) employed on platform No. 3 of 
Mogultoor factory was also permanently withdrawn in April 1882, the platform having 
been abolished^ 

The extra Salt Establi8hme^t consists of 13 Head Constables and 82 Constables. 

Of 171 Head Constables, only 10 are illiterate, and they are employed chiefly 
on Jail Guards and Reserve. 571 Constables can read and write and 621 are illi- 
terate. Of 21 Inspectors, 8 have passed the full Test of their rank, 11 have passed 
Departmental Test. 3 Head Constables have passed the Inspectors' full Test, while 
41 Head Constables and 67 Constables have passed that of Station House Officer. 
During the year 33 men passed Station House Officers' Test. 

The number of children in school is 64, and the average daily atttendance 
50. The admissions into the school have increased since the present teacher 
(4th Grade Head Constable Paupiah, a matriculate,) has been appointed. 

There are 578 men in the Force over 10 years' service. 713 between 1 and 10 
years, 101 under 1 year. 

Including the temporary Salt Ouards there wera202 enlistments during the year. 
The casualties were 4 Inspectors, 10 Head Constables and 166 Constables. 
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One Inspector waa promoted to 2nd claas, two to drd cla«8, one to 4th ckss, one 
to 5th class, one Sub*Inspector to 6th class, and one 1st Grade Head Constable 
to Sub*Inspector. 

2 Inspectors, 1 Sub-Inspector, 9 Head Constables and 11 Constables received 
money rewards for the arrest of proclaimed offenders and the detection of grave 
crimes. Of the two Inspectors rewarded, one is Bomdaru Vencataswamy, who 
received a reward of Rupees 200 for the capture of Madakum Bulligadu, one of the 
proclaimed Eumpa rebels. 

1 Head Constable and 13 Constables were dismissed the service. One Inspec- 
tor, 6 Head Constables and 8 Constables were reduced to lower grades. One In- 
spector, 1 Head Constable, and 13 Constables were suspended. 1 Inspector, 12 
Head Constables, and 186 Constables were fined for different departmental offences 
in a sum of Rupees 108-13-1, and 3 Head Constables and 130 Constables forfeited 
pay for absence without leave. 

The guarding of both the Jails was performed satisfactorily. The daily average 
of prisoners in the Central Jail was 900*94 and in the District Jail 148*98. On the 
17th July 1882 a convict effected his escape from a gang working outside the 
Central Jail, but was recaptured the same day. 

The Superintendent in his tours found the accommodation for prisoners in the 
subsidiary Jails of the Sub-Division Taluqs very inferior. At Veeravasaram, ** a 
godown without any ventilation, only fit for storing grain, Ac," is used for prisoners. 
At Tallapudy and Potaveram " miserable dark dungeons wanting both light and 
fresh air'* stand for the local prisons. In Nursapur the Sub- Jail is the Police Station 
House and is separate from the Taluq Cutcherry. At Ellore it is the same. Though 
several new Cutcherries with good accommodation for prisoners have been built in the 
main Division, not one has yet been provided for the Sub-Division. The standard 
plan for Taluq Cutcherries only allows space for the Treasury and Sub-Jail guards. 

In addition to the convict, who escaped from the working gang of the Central 
Jail, six prisoners also effected their escape (one from a subsidiary Jail and 5 from 
Police custody). AU of them have been recaptured. 

There were 141 suicides and 481 accidental deaths. Under the head of ** Acci- 
dental Deaths," 2nd Class Constable No. 1039, Tautiah, of Mogultoor Salt Station, met 
his death from a gun-shot wound received under the following circumstances : — 

The swamps and jungles surrounding the Salt Factory at Mogultoor are infested 
with wild pigs, which the Police stationed there occasionally shoot. On the night of 
the 5th of July, 2nd Grade Head Constable, No. 1211, R. Venkyah, sat up to 
watch for pigs with his gun loaded with slugs. He sat in ambush near an aban- 
doned platform, about a mile from the station, looking towards a swamp covered 
with prickly jungle, a most unlikely place for any human being to resort to at night. 
About 3 A. M. he heard pigs coming towards him and fired at them at about 50 yards 
distance. He heard them grunt and run away, but at the same time he also heard 
the cry of a man and found a Constable named Tautiah lying struck by the slugs 
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at a spot about 100 yards from the ambTisli. The Head Constable carried the man 
home and sent him to the Hospital, where he died the following day. Tautiah's 
statement was that he felt very wet and miserable on sentry, and thought he could 
go home by a round about way and avoid detection ; so covering himself with his 
cumbly he left his post and came across through the jungle near the abandoned 
platform with the result described. 

2,760 warrants and 29,855 summonses, making a total of S2,615 processes were 
executed and served by the Police. 

Five men were killed by wild beasts during the year, chiefly in Temagudem, 
Bekapilly and Bhadrachellum Divisions. 

364 cattle were killed by tigers and cheetahs, chiefly in Bhadrachellum, Yerna- 
gudem, Rajahmundry, Peddapur, and Toony Divisions. 

There were 133 traps maintained in Eumpa Division, and 19 wild beasts 
were killed in them : —

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Besides these, 2 tigers, 4 cheetahs, 1 bear, and 2 hyenas were killed by means of 
spring-guns, and a sum of Rupees 706, sanctioned on account of rewards, was 
disbursed to the villagers and Police Officers concerned. 

There were 2 cases of cattle poisoning. 

549 males and 14 females were registered as known depredators, 55 males and 
29 females as receivers of stolen property, and 540 males and 567 females as belong- 
ing to wandering gangs. 101 old offenders were convicted. 

One building for Head-Quarter Office, one Station House, and 23 huts were 
under construction during the year. 

Of 11 cases of murder, 4 were detected ; in 2 cases the prisoners committed 
suicide, and 5 were undetected, A short account of each is given below : — 

A girl named Vissapragada Parammah, aged about 10 years, was killed on 
the 16th March 1882 by Kondapoody Seetammah and 3 others for the sake of her 
jewels valued at Rupees 200. The culprits twisted the girl's neck and buried the 
body in the yard of their house. They were committed to the Sessions Court, 
where the 1st prisoner Seetammah was sentenced to death and the others were 
acquitted. 
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On the 11th May 1882 one Muppedy Krishnadu mnrdered a person named 
Muppedy Narsegadu by stabbing him with a knife in the abdomen, the cause alleged 
was enmity existing between .them regarding the division of property. The prisoner 
was convicted by the Sessions Court and sentenced to death. 

On the 29th May 1882 a boy named Sakhomoory Sooryanaroyedu was found 
dead on the top of a mosque at Bllore. Enquiry tended to show that he bad been 
murdered for the sake of his jewels worth Rs. 19, The case is undetected. 

On the 12th of July 1882 defendant G. Balivegadu murdered his pregnant wife, 
by stabbing her with -a knife in different parts of the body. The murder, is attri- 
buted to jealousy. After committing the crime the culprit absconded and is still at 
large. 

On the 28th of March 1882 a Brahmin widow gave birth to a child and abandon- 
ed it in the yard of a house where it died. This was first registered under Section 
318, P. 0,, but as the medical subordinate, who examined the body, certified that the 
child had been bom aUve, the case was entered as murder under Section 302, P. C, 
and is undetected. 

On the 1st April 1882 one Veerlunky Danyah of the Reddy caste, while returning 
from Vutripilly in company with his wife, murdered her on the way by stabbing her 
with a knife and killed himself with the same weapon. During the investigation the 
Police were led to believe that both the defendant and his wife had been murdered by 
three persons Who were committed to the Sessions Court, but were acquitted, the Judge 
remarking that Danyah himself had stabbed his wife and committed suicide. 

On the night of the 15th August 1882 a Sudra woman named Koppisetty 
Bhadry (widow), threw her infant child into a tank. The defendant was arrested and 
afterwards died from illness consequent on child-birth. 

On the night of 22nd September 1882 a person named Singanapoody Veeriyah 
murdered his kept wonjan Annamah with an adze j the cause of the crime was jealousy. 
The prisoner was convicted by the Sessions Court and sentenced to transportation 
for life. 

On the night of the 15th October 1882 one Koppesetti Sattigadu, of the Toddy- 
drawer's caste, threw himself into a well, with his son aged five years in his arms. 
The boy was drowned but the father was taken out alive. TTnhappiness occasioned 
by the conduct of his wife appears to have impelled him to the crime. The prisoner 
was sentenced to transportation for life. 

On the 31st of October 1882 a woman called Narasamah having been abandoned 
by the man who kept her, threw herself into a well, with her daughter aged two 
years in her arms. Both the woman and the child were drowned. 

The 2nd Class Magistrate of Eamachendrapoor received an anonymous petition 
stating that oneNunthooryBullyah alias VencatacheUum of Kazulur had been murdered 
by Namo Audyah and three others, and his body thrown into the Godavari, also 
that the mother of the 1st and 2nd defendants had carried away some property frc^m 
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the house of the deceased. The Magistrate referred the petition for inyestigation to 
the Inspector of Police, Ooringa Division. Prior to this, the Station House Officer of 
Kolunka having received information of this death, had registered it as a suspicious 
one, and had instituted enquiries. As the body of the deceased was not found, corpu9 
delicti was not fairly established. The case however was registered as murder under 
Section 302, Penal Code, and the investigation continues. 

Two cases of dacoity were reported during the year. They belong to the Sub« 
Division. 

In one, Ch. Krishnamoorty and four others, while returning from Lukkaveram Fair 
on the night of the 11th August 1882, were attacked by ten persons, who beat them 
with clubs and robbed them of property worth Rs. 71-0-0. The case is undetected. 

On the night of the 11th December 1882 a party of six dacoits attacked one 
K. Subbarayudu of Koppaka on his way home from his field, struck him with a club 
on his head, and carried away property worth Bs. 2-12-0. The complainant having 
cried out for assistance, one K. Yencatramyah and four others ran up and appre- 
hended two of the defendants with all the stolen property together with a House- 
breaking implement, two daggers and a stick. Both prisoners were sentenced to 
7 years' rigorous imprisonment. 

A notorious Bumpa rebel named Bulligadoo, for whose capture Bupees 500 
had been offered by the Government Agent, Yizagapatam, was caught along with 
another rebel named Madukam Ch. Bajegadu by the Bumpa Inspector. There was 
a string of dacoities against both of them pending in this District, but Bulligadoo 
had to be first tried for two murders and some dacoities in Yizagapatam. The other 
prisoner was prosecuted here and got 5 years' rigorous imprisonment in two dacoities 
of 1879. Bulligadoo's prosecution for murder, in Yizagapatam, broke down. He was 
sentenced to 1^ years' imprisonment for dacoity and will now be prosecuted in this 
District.

15 cases of robbery were reported during the year, of which 10 were detected, 
22 persons were arrested and 15 convicted. 

60 cases of House-breaking by day were reported, 'with 40 or 66'6 per cent 
detected, against 57 reported, and 87 or 64'9 per cent, detected in 1881. 258 
cases of House-breaking by night were reported, with 85 or 32*9 per cent detected, 
against 326 reported and 108 or 33 '1 per cent, detected in the previous year. There 
was thus a considerable decrease in Burglary. 
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A case of House-breaking occurred at Tirupaty, the particulars of wMcli are 
as below* 

Onithe night of the 10th December 1882 the Treasury room in the temple at 
Tirupaty was broken into, the cafih chest, which was inside the room, was forced 
open and property consisting of cash Rs. 19,700, and jewelry worth Rs. 700, belong- 
ing to the temple, stolen. Cash to the amount of Rs- 11,500 was left in the 
Treasury by the thieves. The Assistant Superintendent proceeded to the spot and 
inquired into the case. There were peons employed to watch the treasure, and it seems 
impossible that so much money could have been taken without their connivance 
or that of the temple Poojaries. There have been disputes for a long time between 
the Durmakarta, the Zemindar of Mylaveram, Kistna District, and the Poojaries, 
regarding their shares of the money given to the temple by pilgrims. Inspector 
Narrayanasawmy, a good detective, is at present employed solely on this case. One 
of the peons having made a confession, was arrested, but he has given different stories 
of what happened and the part he took in the affair 

No women were convicted during the year of infanticide. 

All stations in the Main Division were visited (some of them twice) by the Superin- 
tendent, as well as all Cusba Stations and some sub-stations (altogether 17) in Sub- 
Division. The Assistant Superintendent visited all stations in the Sub-Division. 

Major Hoskins was in charge of the District throughout the jear. Mr. 
T. T. Millett, Assistant Superintendent of Police, died on the 5th of August. 
On 30th September Mr. H. E. Sweet assumed charge of the Sub-Division. The 
loss of such a promising young officer as Mr. Millett is much to be deplored. 
He had done good work during the Rumpa disturbances. While travelling with the 
Superintendent, he fell ill of fever and was sent back in his boat from EUore to his 
house at Nursapoor where his family resided, but as he became worse he was brought 
to Rajahmundry and was under treatment for a week before he succumt^ed to typhoid 
fever. Mr. Millett had previously on several occasions suffered much from attacks 
of fever both in Vizagapatam and this District. 

The rain-fall during the year was 39 inches 36 cents being 
above the average of the preceding 5 years. 

In July the Kistna River rose to its highest known level of 21 feet over the 
anient at Bezwada, and bursting its bunds deluged the country in every direction for 
miles round destroying crops, communications, dwellings and cattle, and later on in 
the year, a continuous and heavy f aU of rain throughout the District caused further 
damage to standing crops and tanks; but happUy there was very little loss of human life. 

The general health has been good and only 20 isolated cases of Cholera were 
reported. 

549 Policemen were treated in Hospitals against 718 in the previous year. 2 
men died in Hospitals from natural causes and 12 outside: one Constable, who was. 
troubled by doubts touching his wife's fidelity, committed suicide by shooting himself' 
with a Police carbine in a station while he was on sentry duty* 

6 
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There has been no permanent change in Inspectors. The full strength of 21 
was maintained throughout the year. 

During the year 3 young men, 2 Hindus and 1 Mussulman, of good family and 
education, were entertained as Sub-Inspectors, while of 2 others on probation one 
reverted to his former grade of Head Constable and the other was discharged for 
misconduct. 

The other grades of the force at the close of the year stood as follows : — 

3 European Head Constables, 141 Native Heads and 1 ,015 Constables showing a 
deficiency of 11 Constables owing to a large number of casualties caused by men 
taking pension in the last month of the year on completion of 21 years' service. 

The casualties in the Force during the year were as follows: — Dismissed 15, 
Resigned 14, Died 16, Discharged on Medical Certificate 43, Deserted 5. 

The following memo, gives the particulars of punishments inflicted during the 
year : — Reductions 42, Dismissals 15, Suspensions 19, Convicted by Magistrates 11, 
Fined 194, Forfeited pay for absence 146. 

3 Inspectors have not passed any of the required tests. It has been recommended 
that the probation of one of these should cease, as he has not given satisfaction in 

other ways. 

6 men passed Station House Officers' Test, 18 Constables' Test and 22 Recruit 
Test which considering the raw and uneducated material we have to deal with may 
be regarded as a satisfactory return* 

The only private guards employed are those supplied to the Branch of the 
Madras Bank at Guntur. 

The new organization in the Salt Department has not yet been introduced in 
this District and the work of guarding platforms is still carried on by the Police, 

The Police have been relieved from the duty of guarding Salt Treasuries in the 
4 Factories of the District. 

There has been a slight increase (11 cases) under all heads of grave crime in the 
year as compared with 1881 with a decrease of 7 per cent in detection.

There were 7 murders reported, in five of which the accused were brought to 
trial ; convictions were obtained in two cases and three resulted in acquittal. In 
one of the remaining 2 the murderer a well-to-do Oppara man, after killing his wife, 
committed suicide by throwing himself into the village well. The 7th case was of a

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little boy 5 years of age, who disappeared in a mysterious way at a large gathering 
during the Sivarathri festival on the banks of the Kistna river. He may have been 
accidentally drowned, kidnapped or murdered ; no trace was ever found of him. 

There were 6 cases of culpable homicide, in 5 of which wives died from the effects 
of beating inflicted by their husbands. The last case was of a boy who, while he was 
up in a tree stealing fruit, was stoned by a man. Convictions were obtained in 3 
cases ; 1 was acquitted, 1 is under trial, and in the 6th the accused has absconded. 

10 cases of Dacoity occurred ; 3 Torch light in houses in the Frontier Taluqs of 
Tinurucota, Suttenapalli and Vinukonda apparently by gangs of Lambadies and 
others who had crossed over from the Nizam's Dominions and the Kurnool District. 
The amount of property stolen in these 3 cases was slightly over Bs. 3,200. In one 
case only was a clue obtained and one man was prosecuted, but he was acquitted by the 
Sessions Judge. 5 were dacoities in Fields on travellers, 4 of which were in the 
frontier Taluqs of Juggayyapeta, Dachepalli and SuttenapaUi ; in these cases also the 
culprits were without doubt Lambadies, who had crossed the river from the Nizam's 
dominions. 

In the 5th case the sufferers were a party returning from a wedding a few miles 
from Masulipatam. Inspector Balaramaswamy, who inquired into this affair, failed to 
obtain the smallest clue. 

The remaining 2 cases were on the highway, the more serious of the two wag 
committed within a couple of miles of Jaggayyapeta and was apparently the work of the 
Known Depredators and Suspects of the place, yet the Inspector, Mr. Daly, signally 
failed to make any thing of it. The 10th and last case was on the high road between 
Bezwada and Kondapalli, where 3 men travelling in a cart were attacked by a party of 
8 men and robbed of property to the value of Bs. 20. 

The total value of property lost under this head was 4,879 Bupees ; in no case 
was a conviction obtained although 3 cases were put up and 11 persons tried. 

Only one case of Highway robbery was reported ; conviction was obtained. 

• Of 10 cases of robbery reported 6 were convicted and 10 persons sent to Jail. 

Of 311 cases of House-breaking reported, 76 or 24 per cent were detected. 
Detection in the Towns of Masulipatam and Guntur was only 9 per cent. 

In villages 25 per cent of the cases or 74 out of 289 were detected. 

Only 3 petty cases of Salt theft were reported and convicted ; value of property 
lost and recovered 8 pies. 

123 cases against the Abkarry Law were prosecuted and convictions were 
obtained in 84. 

32 Males and 64 Females committed suicide, 28 Males and 67 Females by drown- 
ing, 3 Males and 7 Females by hanging, 1 Male by a lethal weapon. 
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198 Males and 121 Females met with accidexital deaths in various ways, the greater 
number by drowning. 

10 persons died from snake bite. 

350 accidental fires occurred ; 2,098 houses were burnt and property valued at 
Bs. 1,00,138 was consumed. No lives were lost. 

1,015 warrants and 12,061 summonses were executed and served by the Police. 

976 cases were referred by Police as false and 945 struck off by Magistrates. 

5,474 cases were investigated during the year ; of these 1,840 or 84 per cent 
were detected. Of 9,843 persons arrested 2,948 were convicted. 

The percentage of persons convicted to persons arrested was 32. The value of 
property recovered was 16 per cent. 

2 new Station Houses have been conmienced during the year ; existing Station 
Houses and huts are generally in good order; some few suffered severely from the heavy 
rains and floods. Huts for the Jail guard men at Ountur are being constructed 
by the Jail Department. A small house apart from the Constables' lines and some- 
what superior to them is required for the European Head Constable of the Jail 
Guard. 

The Anchimeda system has almost died out ; the only case reported was in the 
J^g^ystpota Division on the frontier. A man aged 40 years of age was being taken 
to Shere Mahomedpet and died en route of some intenaal disorder. 

1,528 prisoners were confined in the District Jail at Guntur, giving a daily aver- 
age of 4 or 127 per mensem. 

599 prisoners were confined in Sub-Jails for an average period of 12 days. Many 
of these buildings offer facilities to prisoners to commit suicide by hanging, as 
the centre beam running through the wards is within easy reach. 

No escapes from Jails occurred during the year, and only 13 cases from custody 
under escort of Constables. 

Yanadies, Yerukalas, Pachapuvandlu and Wodders of migratory habits commit a 
large number of crimeSi and are not sufficiently watched by the Police. Many of 
them convicted in former years reside across the frontier in the Nizam's Dominions 
and commit their depredations in this District with a very small chance of being 
detected, since they are not watched by the Police across the frontier nor by the vil- 
lage Police when they come into our Territory. 

The Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent visited all their stations once, 
laid nearly half of them a 2nd and 3rd time. The Deputy Inspector-General of the 
range spent 4 weeks in the District. 
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The Village Police still remain in the same inefficient condition, and in some 
Zemindary villages exist only in name, since they are changed at the whim of the 
Zemindar and generally perform private duties for himself or his subordinates and so 
do nothing towards the prevention and detection of crime. 

The year 1882 has been singularly uneventful in a Police point of view. Peace 

and prosperity have prevailed, and crime has been light. It 

was not till near the close of the year that anything occurred 

to mar the serenity of this picture, when disastrous floods, unprecedented in the 

annals of the District, swept over a vast tract of country and caused damage to 

roads, tanks, and standing crops. 

The District was inspected by the Inspector-General in the early part of the 
year. 

Grain has been cheaper this year than it has been for some tima. It remains 
to be seen whether the excessive rain that fell during the North-east monsoon will 
materially enhance prices hereafter. It is to be feared that it must do so, for damage 
to tanks and submersion of standing crops cannot but have their ill effects. The 
rainfall was 39*66 inches against 26*04 inches in 1881, the average for the last five 
years being 3527. Owing to excessive rainfall, more than 200 tanks in the District have 
breached and many of them are now perfectly dry. It has been ascertained that 
in round numbers 8,000 head of cattle have been lost. The damage done to roads has 
been serious, traffic in the early part of December having been impeded for several 
days. The Pennair, which skirts the town of Nellore, rose to 2&J feet, thus exceed- 
ing the flood-level of 1874, which was 27*37 feet. The river embankment breached 
at the back of the Civil Hospital, and the roads of Nellore Town were cut up by the 
volume of water that swept over them, but fortunately there was no loss of human 
life. Nellore fared better in this respect than outlying taluqs, where lives were lost. 
This subject will be referred to again. 

The force was nearly up to full strength on 31st December 1882. 

3 Head Constables and 25 Constables were employed on Jail Guard duty on the 
calculation of 1 Constable for every 7 convicts without distinction between intramural 
and extramural labor. 

1 Head Constable and 7 Constables were employed as Distillery and Private 
Guards. One Constable allowed on payment to a private individual was withdrawn 
early in Hie year by order of the Inspector-General. 

During the year Tummalapenta Salt Factory was abolished and the guard with- 
drawn. Tada, otherwise called Bolingalapad Factory, passed over on 1st October to 
the Salt Department, which is now solely responsible for its guarding. The old and 
worn-out men of the guard were pensioned and the remainder absorbed in the 
general force. Iron-safes having been introduced at all Salt Factories, Treasury 
Guards have been abolished. Here likewise the old men were discharged on pension, 
while those fit for further service were transferred to taluqs. 
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Two Sub-Inspectors were entertained during the year, B. Janardhanam Naidu 
and A. Govindasawmy Naidu. Both are Matriculates of the Madras University- 
They took the places of V, Koliah, promoted to 5th Class Inspector, and P, Jugga Row, 
resigned. 

162 Constables were enlisted during the year, 46 for the permanent Force and 
116 for the temporary Salt Force. Of the 116, one is a Head Constable employed at 
Dugarazapatam, an ex-Havildar of the 36th Regiment, Madras Native Infantry, whose 
services will be dispensed with on transfer of the guarding to the Salt Department. 

2nd Class Inspector Mr. C. E. Smith was transferred from Tanjore, and is 
borne on the strength of this District. He did not join however, and is now acting as 
Assistant Superintendent of Police in Cuddapah. 

In compliance with instructions from the Chief Office, 16 men of the South Canara 
Police were borne on the rolls of this District from April to September. 

The casualties in the District Force during 1882 amounted to 257. 

The year generally has been a healthy one. There was an entire absence of 
cholera, notwithstanding the incessant influx of labourers attracted from various 
Districts by the project works at Sangam. 

The number of Police patients treated in the Nellore and Ongole Hospitals 
collectively, was 372 against 382 in 1881. Two Constables died in Nellore Hospital 
against 9 in 1881. No deaths took place in Ongole Hospital. 

1 Inspector, 1 Sub-Inspector and 177 men (Head Constables and Constables 
included) were fined during the year Rs. 10, Rs. 5 and Rs. 83-12-4 respectively, 
against 1 Sub-Inspector and 201 men fined 5 Rs. and Rs. 59-7-2 respectively in 1881. 

1st Class Inspector Snugg was reduced to 2nd Class for three months for lax 
supervision over his subordinates. 

14 Head Constables and 67 Constables were reduced during the year against 
19 Head Constables and 35 Constables in 1881. Of the 14 Head Constables so 
dealt with, 6 were merely Temporary Head Constables, whose reversion to 1st Class 
Constable was ordered at the close of the Salt-manufacturing season. 

10 men were dismissed; 5 after conviction by Magistrates. 

41 Police Officers received money rewards, amounting to Rupees 163-12-0. 
The number rewarded in 1881 was 31 in the sum of Rupees 205-5-2. 

19 Police Officers were promoted for good service. Only 6 in the preceding year 
were similarly rewarded. 

Of the 41 who received money-rewards, 4 were Head Constables and 37 Con- 
stables. Of this number, 3 Head Constables and 21 Constables were rewarded for 
good conduct in connection with the floods. 
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Of]the 19 who were promoted, 1 was a Head Constable and 18 were Constables. 
6 out of these Constables gained their promotion for good service during the floods. 

The Inspector-General of Police sanctioned rewards amounting to Rupees 11 
to 3 PoHce Taliaries, 

During the year 6 private individuals were rewarded out of the Secret-Service 
Fund (4 by the District Magistrate and 2 by Inspector-General), for assistance 
rendered in the detection of cases. One of these persons was awarded a silver 
bangle worth Rupees 25 by the District Magistrate for courageous conduct in 
seizing a dacoit. 

2 Sub-Inspectors, 46 permanent Constables and 116 temporary Constables 
were entertained, making 164 enlistments during the year. Of those enlisted for the 
permanent Force 20 can read and write. It is no easy matter to secure the services 
of literate men, who are at the same time of good physique. Food is cheap and 
the demand for labour is great, more especially now that the Sangam Project works 
are in full operation. Many prefer this comparatively independent mode of life to 
the restraints which discipline imposes upon members of the Police Force. 

Two Sub-Inspectors (B. Janardhanam Naidu and A. Govindasawmy Naidu) 
underwent a course of instruction in the District school before being sent out to 
Divisions. Of the 26 Taluq men who presented themselves for instruction in the 
Station House Officers' class, 18 passed during the year against 16 out of 37 in last 
year. 21 recruits, the same number as last year, passed the Constables' Catechism 
in school. 

The number of children on the rolls has diminished from 39 on the 1st 
January 1882 to 26 on the last day of the year. This decrease is attributable to 
Mahomedan Constables of the Reserve employing their sons in house-hold matters, 
(their wives being unable to fetch articles from the bazaar) and their indifference 
generally in respect to the education of their children. 

There were 129 convicts in the District Jail on the 31st December 1882 against 
1 53 on the last day of the preceding year. There were no escapes. 

A Subsidiary Jail having been established at Sangam where a Sub-Magistrate is 
stationed raises the number of Sub-Jails in this District to 16. 

443 prisoners were guarded in the Sub-Jails against 368 of last year. 

6 persons escaped from Sub-Jails, 1 from Alloor and 6 from Darsi. Only 2 
have been re-captured. 

There were 14 other escapes during the year, against 35 of last year, in all of 
which re-captures followed. 3 of the 14 were from Police custody and the others from 
that of the Village Police. 

A 2nd class Station House of the standard design is being constructed in Ongole 
Town at a cost of Rs. 1,880, and is rapidly approaching completion. 
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Rs. 2,889 were spent in 1881 in pnroliasing a residence at Ongole for the Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Police and in making certain alterations and improvements 
to the building. The repairs were completed this year at a further cost of Rupees 
754, and the house has now been occupied by the Assistant Superintendent for 
some months. 

A 3rd class Station House of the standard design was constructed at Kovoor 
in the Nellore Taluq for Rupees 975. Funds were provided for this work from 
savings in other Districts in 1881-82, and it was completed before the end of the 
Official year, but after the submission of the annual report. Hence the item escaped 
mention. In 1882-83 four tiled huts were constructed at the same place according to 
the standard plan at a cost of Rupees 945. These huts are now occupied. 

In addition to the abovementioned works a terraced watch station was built in 
the Dorenall Pass at a cost of^jRupees 260. 

Thus Rupees 2,180 were spent during the year on new works constructed bv 
Departmental Agency. 

Rupees 987 have been sanctioned for repairs to Station Houses during 1882-83, 
and the whole of this allotment will have been expended by the 31st March. 

Rupees 698-13-4 have been sanctioned for the repair of huts and will be spent 
by the end of the current official year. Money for this purpose is provided from the 
Lodging Fund. 

20,649 processes were served on 20,758 persons during the year against 18,690 
on 18,757 persons in 1881. Of these 8,515 processes on 8,515 persons were issued in 
grave cases. 

There were 558 sudden deaths in the year against 654 in last year. 

473 accidental deaths were reported and are sub-divided as follows : —

The figures 327 include 45 persons washed away by the floods.

No deaths were occasioned this year in the principal division by the system of 
Ancha Meeda. 2 females are said to have been carried by relays from village to village 
LQ the Sub-Division, and tahave died. Village Officers were not prosecuted in either 
instance, as criminal neglect was not brought home to them and prosecution in such 
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cases is futile except upon the clearest evidence. Last year 9 offences of tliis nature 
were reported, but there are indications that the barbarous practice is gradually dying 
out. 

There were 311 accidental fires this year, in which 823 houses were burnt* 
and property worth Bupees 54,518 was consumed. There was no loss of human life. 

The number of Known Depredators in the District remains nearly stationary, 
there being 550 this year against 555 last year. Of these, 5 are females. 

67 Known Depredators were re-convicted during the year, and 1 " Suspect" 
was convicted for the first time.

The increase over last year's figures may be attributed to a number of strange 
gangs, coming into the District from the west attracted by a plentiful harvest. 

20 males, 5 females and 5 juveniles belonging to wandering gangs were 
convicted during the year. 

8 
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Cognizable crime. — ^The number of cases reported in 1882 is 4,242 with a detection 
of 27*25 per cent. 

Cognizable cases may be sub-divided as follows : — 

(a.) Under the Penal Code 2,154 with 118 detected or 37*9 percent. 

{b.) Under Special and Local Laws 2,088 with 1,907 or 91'3 percent. 
Detection of cognizable crime taken altogether stands at 64*2 per cent. 

2,329 cognizable cases under the Penal Code were reported in 1881, and only 
1,348 cases under Special and Local Laws, so that in the year under review there has 
been a decrease of offences under the Penal Code, and an increase under the lie^d 
*^ Special and Local Laws." This increase is no doubt in a measure to be attributed 
to the altered conditions of the town of Sangam, from which many such cases are 
now reported. 

4 cases of murder were reported this year with 2 detected, 6 persons were 
arrested and 2 convicted. Two cases were thrown out in the Sessions Court. PoisoD 
was not resorted to in any instance, nor were there any cases of child-murder. 

The details of the Murder cases are given briefly below. 

(1.) A Comaty woman. Rajah Chenchee, belonging to a village in Udyagiri 
Taluq, had been living for some years imder the protection of one Kondiah, who re- 
cently forsook her and married a girl of his own caste. Chenchee enraged at his 
desertion watched her opportunity, and one morning having decoyed the yoimg 
wife to a well outside the village, pushed her in. The crime was witnessed by the 
younger sister of deceased, who gave a detailed statement before the committiDg 
Magistrate, but before the Sessions Court she retracted her deposition, and the 
case was thrown out. 

(2.) In this case a Yanady having suspected his wife of criminal intercouse 
with his son-in-law, killed her by cutting her throat with a sickle and then attempts! 
to take his own life in the same manner. He was sentenced to transportatioi 
for life. 

(3.) A Yanady female, named Ankee, having been deserted by a marriec 
man who had been keeping her, enticed his wife to the tank of a deep stream aiic 
pushed her in, the wife was drowned and Ankee was sentenced to transportatiot 
for life. 

(4.) A woman, by name Koppala Mahalutchmee, of Ongole Taluq, who had beer 
kept by one Maralla Ravanappah, was found missing, and about 20 days afterward: 
her corpse was exhumed on information given by the latter. The discovery was 
made too late to ascertain the true cause of death. The -theory adduced by tb 
prosecution was that Ravanappah, aided by two persons named Korrapati Baj* 
niah and Mandara Vallappah, had murdered the woman in his house, and hal 
carried away the corpse to a distance and buried it. Jealousy was apparently tb 
cause of the crime. The story told by the accused was that he had quarrelled wA

the woman as he suspected her of carrying on an intrigue with others, and that she, 
in his absence from home, had committed suicide by hanging herself to a beam 
inside the house. On his return being frightened at the spectacle of the lifeless body 
suspended from the roof, he cut it down and buried it. The case was thrown out at 
the Sessions, the Judge remarking that there was as much hkelihood of the case 
being one of suicide as of murder. 

Only one case of culpable homicide has been reported this year. It was 
committed for trial at the February Sessions. The accused, a young boy aged 14 
years, had a quarrel with an old woman regarding her right to graze a buffalo in a 
field, and in the heat of the quarrel he struck her on the side with a stick which 
caused almost instantaneous death. 

No cases of Infanticide have been reported during the year. 

14 cases of Grievous Hurt were reported in 1882 with 9 detected against 21 cases 
with 9 detections in 1881. 

Only one case under Section 328, 1. P. C, calls for special remark. A widow, 
Vadlamudi Pitchee, residing in Ohajerla station range of Atmakur Taluq, who had 
been living with one Raivi Subbadoo, deserted him for one Dooggi Subbadoo. The 
forsaken lover however retained sufficient influence over the woman to induce her 
to mix poison in Subbadoo's food; the latter was saved by an antidote. The 
Chemical Examiner detected traces of aconite in the vomited matter, but the Judge 
dismissed the case considering the evidence to be insufficient. 

There were no cases of kidnapping for immoral purposes in 1882. 

There was but one case of Dacoity, and this in reality was nothing more than an 
aggravated burglary, in which the burglers showed fight when pursued. The com- 
plainant Chalakamur Nagireddy seized one of them by the hair, and although 
dangerously wounded by him held his assailant until assistance arrived. This pri- 
soner who was the only one convicted, out of three arrested, was sentenced to 7 
years* rigorous imprisonment. The complainant's courage was rewarded by the gift 
of a silver bangle and Bs. 25 as already mentioned. 

There were no cases of Highway Robbery in this District during the year. 

6 cases of robbery were reported, of which 5 were detected against 15 cases 
with 8 detected in last year : 2 cases falling under Section 394 (robbery with hurt) 
demand notice. In the first case 2 Yanadies from the Guntoor Taluq broke into the 
house of one Paundi Seetiah and were decamping with stolen jewels valued at Rs. 62, 
when they were observed and pursued by the inmates. The Yanadies on being 
closely pressed made use of their sticks and caused hurt to the house»owner. 
One Yanady was caught on the spot and the other was arrested subsequently. The 
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case was disposed of by the Joint Magistrate, who awarded them 18 months* rigorous 
imprisonment each. 

In the 2nd case, a ryot of Bapur Taluq with the aid of his servant was watching 
a flock of sheep on the banks of the Boggair river near Nabbeepuram in Atmakur 
Taluq, where he had been detained by heavy freshes on the night of the 24th August. 
Two robbers attacked them about mid-night, making free use of their sticks, and stole 
clothes and cash worth Rs. 22. They were singled out from among a large crowd of 
persons by the complainants, but the case was thrown out by the Sessions Court. 

There were 216 cases of House-breaking during the year with 72 detected, and 
136 persons arrested and 87 convicted ; property worth Rs. 16,291 was lost, out of 
which Rs. 4,512 worth was recovered. 

228 cases of grave crime against property occurred, of which 80 were detected, 
and out of 154 persons arrested 97 were convicted. The figures for the previous 
three years are given below : —

Grave crime has thus decreased in 1882 by 49 cases. The detection has been 
much the same in 1882 as it was in 1881, the percentage being 35*08 against 36 in 
the preceding year. 

The following figures show the number of theft cases for the past four years.

The number of thefts reported this year thus falls short of the previous year by 
113 cases. 

The detective results in this crime for the above years are as follows : —

The percentage of detection thus remains much the same as in last year, being 
33-3. Out of 886 persons arrested in 1882, nearly half (437) were convicted. Rs. 8,799 
worth of property was lost with a recovery of Rs. 2,354. 

Of the 686 cases shown above, 45 are cattle thefts. Of these 13 were detected. 
57 cases were reported in 1881, with 18 detected. 

Out of 48 persons arrested for cattle theft, 36 were convicted and cattle worth 
Rupees 392 recovered out of a loss valued at Rupees 498. 

4 cases of cattle poisoning have been reported with 1 detected against 3 cases 
in 1881 with 2 detected. 
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26 cases of receiving stolen property were reported with 20 detected and 23 
persons convicted out of 34 arrested. The figures for 1881 are 16 cases reported* 
11 detected^ 22 persons arrested and 15 convicted. 

75 cases of salt theft have been reported, of which 61 were detected, 75 persons 
were arrested and 71 convicted. Rs. 54 worth of salt was lost, of which Rs. 34 
worth was recovered. 

The following figures show the number of salt smuggling cases for the past 
three years.

All cases reported in 1882 were detected ; 15 persons were arrested and convicted. 

There were no cases under the Vagrancy Act during the year. 

There were 46 Sessions cases, of which 26 were convicted. 84 persons were 
put on their trial, but only 37 were convicted. The percentage of cases convicted 
to cases tried is only 56-5. Nellore has always shown a good percentage hitherto. 
In 1881 it was 80*8 and in 1880 68-6. 

304 cases were sent by Magistrates to Police for enquiry, 130 of which were 
referred by the latter and struck off as false. 

462 false cases were referred by Police " 8%to motu,^* of which 460 were ordered 
to be struck off ; last year 414 were so referred with 410 struck off j so that there has 
been an increase of false cases. 

In 1882, 98 cases prosecuted by Police were found false after trial against 108 
in 1881. 

5 cases under the Arms Act were prosecuted by the Police, in 4 of which convic- 
tions were obtained. 

There were no cases under the Opium Act, Two were reported last year. 

The Village Police Establishment is in the fourth year of its existence ; generally 
speaking it has done its work well, but no great degree of efficiency can be expected 
from a man receiving only Rs. 2 pay per mensem, and yet this is all that many of 
them get. A man depending on such a pittance must necessarily seek additional 
means of livelihood elsewhere. 

The Superintendent inspected ajl the stations (74) in the principal Division and 
4 in the Sub-Division. The Assistant Superintendent inspected all his stations as 
well. 

Mr. W, J, A. Sullivan, the Superintendent of Police, was absent on privilege 
leave from the 9th May to 9th August, when Mr. Agar was appointed to act for 
him ; Mr. Persse acted for Mr. Worsop, the Assistant Superintendent, during the 
latter's absence on similar leave from 15th June to 15th September. 
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Most of the Inspectors did their work satisfactorily. Head«-Quarter Inspector 
B. Casava Pillay, made himself useful on the occasion of the floods, and mention, it is 
believed, was made of his good conduct in the Collector's report to Government. 
Acting 3rd Class Inspector Meneaud of the Town also behaved energetically on the 
same occasion. As the Superintendent was absent in the Qudur Taluq at this juncture 
he has been obliged to confine his remarks to information gathered on his return. 

Only 24 persons underwent the punishment of whipping during the year. 

A small supply of Liquor Ammonia is kept at each Police Station, and its 
efficacy especially in the case of scorpion bites is becoming more widely known. Of 
35 cases of snake bite brought to the notice of the Police, cure was effected in 31 
cases, of which it is said that one was a cobra bite. 

In the four cases which proved fatal, one only was caused by a cobra. 

There has been a steady decrease of crime all round. This is no doubt mainly 
due to a good and plentiful season. At the same time elements of mischief exist, 
which are capable of producing an outburst of crime. The nimierous wandering 
gangs frequenting the District would doubtless not remain inactive were it not for 
the strict and systematic mode of watching them, which has been in vogue since the 
days of Colonel Balmer. The bad gangs are well known to the Police, and where- 
ever they travel a Constable is watching them. The notorious Tanady burglars of 
the Town have resorted to other means of gaining a livelihood. Finding doubtless 
that house-breaking is a dangerous pastime when their movements are strictly 
observed. They have taken to cheating as an equally lucrative and at the same 
time a less hai^ardous pursuit. 

Their ^^ modus operandi" is ingenious. Most of them are employed as domestic 
servants, they borrow their employer's gold jewellery and tender it by day-light to the 
inspection of intending purchasers ; it is hinted to the customer that it will be better 
for him to complete the bargain at night as the vendor's title to the property is not 
strictly unimpeachable. After night-fall the unwary purchaser brings his bag of 
money, and in return for it receives a small parcel which he is assured contains the 
jewels shown to him during the day. He is cautioned against opening the' packet 
until he reaches home for fear of its being intercepted by the Police. An examination 
by the purchaser after his return to his house shows him that he has been duped. 
For the gold jewels he finds gilt ones have been substituted. Here the matter ends. 
To complain he knows is dangerous, for it may cause him to be regarded as a 
receiver of stolen property. 

It is a matter for regret that the Mofussil Police can exercise no authority over 
gamblers outside the Town. In Nellore Town there are many idle vagabonds profi- 
cient in the art of gambling. They avoid carrying on their operations within the Town 
limits. They go out some 3 or 4 miles from Nellore, 5 in one direction and 6 in 
another, and so on. One of the gang remains aloof while the others are seated with 
cards ready under a tree by the road-side. The emissary of the gang is on the alert 
to find a solitary traveller. On meeting him, he addresses him, pretends to be a 
mere bird of passage himself, and after gaining his confidence by a few minutes' 
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conversation, leads him to the spot where his companions are seated. He appears 

innocent of what they are abonti and persuades his newly-acquired Mend to accom« 

pany him and watch the players. This the unsuspecting man not unfrequently does 

and is soon induced to stake money, if he has it, or a jewel. On the first throw of 

the dice he is allowed to win ; elated by success he stakes on a more extensiye scale, 

only to lose all he has got. Instances have riot been wanting in which the gamblers 

on finding persons unwilling to join them in their play have deliberately snatched 

money and valuables from their persons and run off. Many such offenders have 

fallen into the hands of the Police and found their way to Jail. In the majority of 

cases, however, no complaint is made, the gamblers being very watchful of persons 

whom they have thus deceived. One of the gang follows them, and if he finds that 

they proceed on their journey quietly he returns, but if on the contrary he entertains 

the least suspicion that they intend lodging a complaint with the Police, he gives 

back the stakes, and effects a compromise. 

^ . The rain-fall during the year was 26*50 inches. The 

average fall during the past 5 years was 27*26 inches. 

The average price of cholum, the staple article of food in this District, was 24| 
measures per rupee during the year ; this is above the average of the past five years. 

The strength of the Force on the 31st December 1852 was as follows : — 19 
Inspectors, 2 Sub-Inspectors, 114 Head Constables, 786 Constables. Total 921 of 
all ranks or 12 below sanctioned strength. 

5 men were discharged being unfit for further service. 

1 Inspector and 8 men died during the year ; 3 of them while in Hospital. 

473 men were treated as in-patients and 385 as out-patients. 

Ague, Rheumatism, Dysentery, Guinea-worm, Bronchitis and Malarious Fever 
were the principal diseases. 

There is good Hospital accommodation at Kurnool ; but the building at Cumbum 
is in a very dilapidated state and will hardly stand another monsoon ; it is also in the 
most unhealthy part of the station, and when funds are available for its reconstruc- 
tion, it will be advisable to select a new site. 

3 Police Officers, 2 Taliaries, 2 Kottoobadies and 1 private individual were 
rewarded by the Inspector-General of Police. 

14 Police Officers and 2 private individuals received rewards from the Commis- 
sioner of Salt Revenue. 1 Police Officer and 4 private individuals received rewards 
from the District Magistrate. 

2 Police Officers and 6 private individuals were rewarded by a private individual 
through Head Assistant Magistrate. 

1 Police Officer received reward from the Deputy Commissioner of Chituldroog, 
Mysore Province. 

3 Police Officers were selected for promotion by the Superintendent for good 
service in the detection of crime during the year. 
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The Village Police have not afforded all the assistance that they were capable of 
in the prevention and detection of crime, but their shortcoming^ have been brought 
to the notice of the District Magistrate. 

In Cuddapah the Taliaries guarding roads and passes are under the District 
Superintendent, who pays, enlists and punishes them ; this would be a good plan to 
adopt in this District, as at present the men are occasionally withdrawn from their 
legitimate duties by Village Heads and not frequently absent themselves on their 
own account. 

126 accident fires were reported during the year, in which 318 houses were 
burnt, and property valued at Rupees 13,471 was destroyed. Only one life was lost. 

In 1882 there were 741 convicted persons and 111 suspects borne on the Regis- 
ters (Book II) against 737 convicted persons and 83 suspects in 1881. Many 
names of Known Depredators who had died as well as those convicted of petty offences 
during the famine, were struck off under orders of the District Superintendent. 

4 Suspects were convicted during the year. 

42 Known Depredators were re-convicted during the year. 

There are 13 Sub-Jails in the District, 12 of which are in use. 507 persons 
were confined in them during the year. 

The average duration of confinement was ten days. Owing to the transfer of 
the Taluq Outcherry from Ram^otah to Kalloor, the Sub- Jail at the former station 
was entirely abandoned. 

On the 31st Decembw 1882 there were 121 convicts in the District Jail, 

There was no escape either from the District Jail or the Sub- Jails during the 
year. 

2 prisoners escaped from Police custody, but were recaptured. 

The following new works have been sanctioned for execution by Departmental 
agency during the year 1882-83: — 

4 Police Huts at Yenugamurry. 

4 Do. Jonuaghoory. Completion of Station House at Soonkesala. The 

amount allotted for repairs of Police buildings in the District was Rupees 700. This 
was found to be insufficient and an application was made for a further allotment, but 
funds were not available and so some repairs must stand over till next year. 

No case of dying and destitute travellers having been forwarded from village to 
village by Ancha has been reported. 

171 accidental deaths were registered during the year against 220 in 1881. 
50 males, 63 females, 58 children — 96 of these met their death by drowning, 3 bv 
wild beasts, 16 by scorpion sting, 19 by snake bite and 37 from other causes. Out 
of 16 deaths by scorpion sting, 12 occurred in the Owk Division. 

63 persons (20 males and 43 females) committed suicide during the year 
against 77 in 1881. Suicides of woxnen were nearly all by drowning. 
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2 persons bitten by snakes are reported to have been successfully treated with 
Ammonia* 

447 persons stung by scorpions were likewise treated with Ammonia. 

4 Head Constables and 6 Constables were convicted by Magistrates. 

Among these, there is one bad case in which a Head Constable and 2 Constables 
from Nundial were convicted by Sessions Court under Section 330, 1. P. C. ; they had 
taken a person suspected in a House-breaking case to the house of the complainant 
and there both Police and complainant beat him and tried to extort a confession, the 
result was that the suspect who had a diseased spleen died from the effects of a kick 
which would not have done much harm to a man in good health. The body was car- 
ried during the night and hung to a tree and a rumour was spread that the man was 
missing, but there was evidence to show that he was last seen alive in the custody of 
the Police, and that they had been seen to beat him and take him into the house of 
the man who charged him with house-breaking. The appeal in this case is still 
pending before the High Court. 

852 warrants were executed and 15,592 summonses were served by the Police 
during the year. In addition to the above, 856 warrants issued on failure to obey 
summonses were executed by Police. The number of persons called to attend Courts 
was 16,444. Although crime was less, the number of processes issued increased from 
13,515 in 1881 to 16,444 in 1882. 

Convictions were obtained in 20 out of 31 cases tried by the Court of Sessions 
or 64*5 per cent. 

Out of 76 persons tried, 37 or 48'6 percent were convicted. 

423 cases were referred as false by Police to Magistrates for orders, and of 
these, 409 were ordered to be struck off. 

212 cases were referred by Magistrates to Police for enquiry, 208 of these 
turned out to be false and were ordered to be struck off. 

13 murders were reported during the year. All were of an ordinary nature. In 
one case the murderer committed suicide. 9 were committed for trial to the Court 
of Sessions ; convictions were obtained in 7. The District Magistrate ordered one 
of the two cases in which acquittals were recorded to be struck off. 

Out of the seven convicted only one suffered the extreme penalty of the law. 

The following are the brief particulars of the murder cases :— 

(1.) A woman named Lutchmakka had a son aged four, who was heir to certain 
property. Her mother-in-law Yammakka desiring to secure the inheritance for her 
own daughter's child, succeeded with the assistance of a servant one Boya Kunti 
Gungadu in administering arsenic in the form of jaggery to Lutchmakka's son, who 
died from the effects of the poison, 

10 
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(2.) One Tengammahi the daughter of Tenkata, aged 18, was given in marriage 
to one Chinnugadu, but remained in her father's house. After a year Chinnu- 
gadu quarrelled with his father-in-law and wanted his wife to come to his own home, 
but his desire not being complied with, Chinnugadu assaulted his wife with a club and 
killed her, and when her brother came to the rescue he also was severely beaten and 
in consequence subsequently died. The murderer in this case was sentenced to death. 

(3.) A dispute arose between Veera Reddy and Rokum Subba Reddy regard- 
ing the ownership of certain ploughing instruments, and the latter assaulted and 
killed the former. He was sentenced to transportation for life. 

(4.) One Focha Fakeery Reddy, wishing to get possession of his cousin Pocha 
Subbannah's property, procured some arsenic from a woman called Lutchmakka (to 
whom he had made his purpose known) and having mixed the poison in Bengal grsm 
^^d j^S^^ induced one Baligudu to give it to Pocha Subbannah, who ate the 
composition and died. The three prisoners concerned in the murder were trans- 
ported for life. 

(5.) The body of one Chinna Nagannah, a Boya woman, was seen floating^ in a 
well with several wounds on it ; one Muncha Thippanna with whom she hved had 
been seen beating her the night before and was arrested ; he was conmiitted for trial, 
but was discharged by the Sessions Court. 

(6.) Talary Boya Sunjivigadu shut the door of his house and deliberately beat 
out the brains of his wife. No reason could be assigned for this act and the 
murderer pretended to be insane, but the Zillah Surgeon after keeping him under 
observation for some time certified that he was iQ his. right mind. He was tried and 
sentenced to transportation for life. 

(7.) One Mala Rungudu was discovered to be carrying on an intrigue with a 
woman named PooUi, upon which her brother-in-law Chenugadu, anS her brother 
Poolligadu with the assistance of Pithen Nagadu, C. Nagadu, Lutchmigadu and 
Munigadu seized Mala Rungadu and strangled him. All concerned were convicted 
and transported for life, 

(8.) One Boya Boddella Humpugadu being enraged with his wife for having 
given him his food cold, gave her some blows with a heavy stick ; the assault proved 
fatal ; he was transported for life. 

(9.) One Komati Maddulaity was found lying dead with several wounds on his 
head and shoulders near the thrashing floor of his nephew Komati Venkata Subbiah, 
and a watchman named Mala Chinna Obigadu deposed before the 3rd class Sub- 
Magistrate that he saw 1 Ramiah, 2 Jungum Reddy, 3 Chinna Ramiah, and 4 Sasha 
Reddy beat and kill the deceased ; but after the arrest of these four persons Mala 
Chinna Obigadu retracted his statement and said that he could not recognize the 
people whom he saw committing the murder. Upon this he was tried and convicted 
of perjury, and as no further evidence was forthcoming the four suspected persons 
were discharged. 
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(10.) One Ramanna having been abused by his wife struck her twice on the 
head with a heavy stick and killed her ; he then removed the jewels from the body 
which he buried in a pit near his field; the Police suspecting him searched his house 
and found the jewels of the deceased, bearing marks of blood on them hidden in his 
granary. On this Ramannah confessed and pointed out where he had buried the 
body ; he was sentenced to transportation for life, 

(11.) On the night of the 17th November one Sunti Reddy Gurappah was 
watching the crops of his uncle Guruva Reddy. The next morning he was found dead 
with marks on his head of three blows from some blunt instrument. One GoUa 
Kasigadu was arrested and is still under remand. 

(12.) One Gollah Fakeera and his wife who were living on good terms, retired 
to rest on the night of 26th November 1882 ; the next morning the wife was found 
dead with her throat cut and the husband was discovered hanging to a beam in the 
room ; life was extinct. The enquiry left no doubt that the husband had murdered 
the wife and then committed suicide. The reason for this crime has not transpired. 

(13.) This was a case of a mother killing her childi full particulars of it 
will be found under head Infanticide. 

Four cases of culpable homicide not amounting to murder^ were reported, and 
of these, two were detected. 

12 persons were arrested, of whom 2 were convicted. 

No case of kidnapping for immoral purposes was reported during the year. 

One case of theft by drugging was reported during the year. It occurred on 
the 27th December 1882 and was reported to the Police the next day. The facts are 
as follows : — 

Four Ghoshayees came to the viUlage of Kistnagherry in the Ramalcotah Taluq 
and stayed for some days at the Musaf erkhana ; while there they became acquainted 
with a villager named Kamma Venkataramudu and told him that they knew of treasure 
buried near a tree at the back of the Musaferkhana and would give it to him if he 
would make use of it in building Chuttrams, Temples, &c. On his agreeing to do so 
they took him at night to the spot and dug out a couple of brass pots, which 
were soldered up with lead. These were taken and buried in complainant's house ; 
and he was induced to borrow jewels, iSkc., which were given to the Ghoshayees to 
enable them to perform puja in order to increase the treasure said to be contained 
in the brass pots. In the course of the operations the Ghoshayees administered some 
white powder to complainant and his wife, upon eating which they became senseless ; 
and when they were able to give an account of what had happened, the impostors had 
decamped with jewels worth Rs. 1,369 and some money. The brass pots were found 
to contain nothing but sand, mud and water. Some white powder and red ointment 
left in complainant's house have been sent for analysis. Up to date no clue has been 
obtained in this case, Inspector Vurdacharry has been specially, deputed to investigate 
it. 
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12 cases of Dacoity were reported against 19 in 1881^ 4 in houses, 2 on Iiigli- 
ways and 6 in fields. Only two cases or 16 per cent, were detected. In some cases 
the value of property lost was but trifling. 

The following are brief particulars of the cases : — 

(1.) One Bali Reddy of Velgode complained that 5 men entered his house through 
the door at 3 a. m. on 12th July 1882 and carried away a girl who was sleeping there 
to an adjacent field, where they forcibly removed her gold and silver jewels to the 
value of Rs. 237-8-0, and left her. No clue was obtained in this case. 

(2.) One Lutchma Naick and Goodoo Naick who were living in an isolated hut 
and known to be possessed of money, were attacked about midnight on the 28th July 
by some twenty Lumbadies armed with sticks and stones, the robbers carried ofi bj 
force Rupees three hundred in cash and cloths to the value of Rs. 84-8-0. None of 
them have been identified up to date. 

(3.) Komaty Salem Honkarem and Komaty Peddabbee complained that somd 
30 or 40 Sugalies and Mussulmans entered their houses at midnight, by forcing* the 
doors, beat them and carried off jewels, &c., valued at Rs. 2,902-3-0. No clue has been 
obtained up to date. 

(4.) One Gungammah of Nossum complained that her husband's nephew Yenkau 
Reddy and seven others (all her relatives) seized her at noon on 26th December 1882, 
carried her by force into Venkata Reddy*s house, took off her jewels valued at Rs. 444 
and turned her out of the house. This appears to be a false case. 

(5.) One Chinna Hanoomiah and 2 others of Nellore District and one Rama 
Kistniah of Cumbum were attacked on 26th April near Yenkatapuram by eight 
Yerkalas armed with sticks who threatened to beat them and by force took and 
carried off jewels, &c., valued at Rs. 120-6-0. None of the robbers have been identified 
and no clue has been obtained up to date. 

(6.) One Komarasingadu and another went out shooting on 26th April aii<i 
while taking their food left a gun and a bag containing some powder, &c., under a tree : 
suddenly nine or ten Yerkalas appeared and took possession of the gun and powder- 
bag. Complainants protested but were assaulted with sticks. No clue has been obtain- 
ed in this case. 

(7.) One Nagannah and four others while going along a footpath from Maha- 
devapooram to Nandikanama, at about 6 a. m. on the 12th July 1882, were 
attacked by 14 Yerkalas, who assaulted them and robbed them of property valued at 
Rs. 236-2-0. 2nd Class Constable No. 944 and two taliaries posted at the Surra 
Mettah, hearing cries, hastened to the scene of the dacoity and succeeded in 
arresting one of the dacoits. In this case 6 more persons were subsequentk 
apprehended on the information of the first prisoner and identified by the com- 
plainants, but no property was recovered. The Committing Magistrate released two 
of the accused and the Sessions Judge acquitted the other four, but the man captured 
on the spot was sentenced to seven years' transportation. 
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(8.) One Majoolary and Nagannah complained that on their way to Harkapur 
about 10 A. M. on the 14th July 1882, some twenty Lumbadies with sticks attacked 
and robbed them of property to the yalue of Rupees 1,271. No clue has been 
obtained. 

(9.) One Poojary Naick stated that on the night of 19th August 38829 while 
he and his followers were encamped near Doumal, they were attacked by a gang 
of about 20 Lumbadies who beat them with sticks and by force carried off jewels, 
&c., to the value of Rs. 734. None of the robbers were identified and no clue has 
been obtained. 

(10.) One Yerkala Ankadu complained that on 22nd September 1882, while he 
and his party were encamped at night, near Nadigadda, some 20 or 30 Lumbadies 
attacked them, beat them with stones, fired off guns, and violently carried away 
property to the value of Rupees 371-4-0. Sixteen persons were subsequently 
arrested on identification evidence, but no property was recovered; of the 16 
prisoners 9 were discharged by the committing Magistrate, 4 were acquitted, and 3 
sentenced to transportation for 10 years each by the Court of Sessions. 

(11.) One P. Subbiah and 6 others were attacked about 3 p. m. on the 14th 
March 1882 near the Digoova Mettah by some 16 persons armed with sticks and 
stones, but the robbers on seeing three persons coming to the rescue ran away. 
No property was lost in this case and as yet no clue has been obtained. 

(12.) One Buchireddy and 7 others were attacked on the road near Eollanea- 
kula about 3 p. m. on the 20th May 1882 by some 9 men armed with clubs who 
robbed them of property to the value of Rupees 636. Seven persons were arrested 
on identification evidence, but no property was recovered and all the prisoners 
were acquitted by the Sessions Court. 

15 cases of Robbery were reported during the year. They were all of an ordinary 
nature. 9 cases or nearly 60 per cent, were detected. 

126 cases of House-breaking, 1 7 by day and 109 by night, were reported, of which 
11 by day and 36 by night, or in all 47 cases, giving an average of 37 per cent, were 
detected. Of 138 persons arrested, 73 were convicted. Property worth Rupees 
24,638 was lost, of which Rupees 5,897 worth was recovered. 

Cases of lurking house-trespass have not been included in the above. 

16 cases of House-breaking in Towns were reported, 2 by day and 14 by night ; 
5 cases, 1 by day and 4 by night, were detected. Of 20 persons arrested, 13 were 
convicted. 

Property to the value of Rupees 5,764 was lost and of Rupees 405 recovered. 

35 cases of cattle theft were reported; 21 cases were detected. Of 80 persons 
arrested, 41 were convicted. 

Cattle valued at Rupees 868 were stolen, of which Rupees 169 worth were 
recovered. 

11 
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450 eases of theft were reported. 199 or 44 per cent, were detected. 

758 persons were arrested, of which 371 or 48 per cent, were convicted. 

Property valued at Rupees 14,621 was lost, of which Rupees 4,137 worth was 
recovered. 

Only one case of Infanticide occurred during the year. 

A cooly woman had a sickly female child, aged 15 months, and after the death 
of a man who supported her finding it difficult to work for her living and at the same 
time to- attend to the child she endeavoured to sell it ; failing in this she threw it 
down a well, and on being questioned by the village authorities at once admitted the 
crime and pointed out the well. The woman was sentenced to transportation for life, 
but the Judge recommended a reduction of the sentence, and Government were 
pleased to commute it to 2 years' rigorous imprisonment. 

With the sanction of the Inspector-General, a system of red marks for good 
detection, &c., was introduced in November 1882, and the men are beginning to 
appreciate it. 

The following is the red marks system now in force : — 

1. One or more red marks will be given at a time by District Superintendent 
for good detection or other Police work, in which zeal, ability or intelligence is shown. 

2. The term detection applies only to cases in which real detective ability is 
shown and not to cases in which Police merely do their ordinary duties of arresting, 
charging, &c. 

3. A Head Constable or Constable who has earned three red marks, will be 
promoted to the next higher grade or class, provided there are vacancies, and provided 
also that the entries in his defaulter sheet and previous conduct do not bar promotion. 

4. In the case of a 1st Class Constable earning three red marks, who has not 
passed Station House Officer's Test, he may be recommended for a money-reward. 

5. In all cases of promotion or money-reward under the red mark fifystem, all 
red marks earned up to date of promotion or money-reward will be wiped off, and for 
the next step three fresh red marks must be earned. 

6. Promotion can of course be made for special reasons irrespective of the red 
mark system. 

7. Whenever a Head Constable or 1st Class Constable is reduced or a 2nd 
Class Constable has got three black marks recorded against him, he will forfeit all 
red marks he may have earned up to that date. 

There were two Superintendents and two Assistant Superintendents during 
the year. Mr. G. T. Egan, the Acting Superintendent of Police, was relieved by 
Captain G. R. Hodgson, who was permanently posted to the District. Mr. C 
E. Smith, the Acting Assistant Superintendent of Police, was relieved by Mr. 0* 
A. Stanley Thompson. 
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The Superintendent inspected 6 out of 29 stations in the Sub-Diyision and 54 out 
of 67 stations in the Main Range. 

The Assistant Superintendent inspected all 29 stations in his 0¥m range, and with 
the sanction of the Inspector-General, inspected the 13 stations in the Main Bange^ 
which the Superintendent, owing to his having been detained at Head Quarters in 
consequence of the Mohorrum, CommitteeSj &o. &c., had not time to inspect before the 
end of the year, 

Diu*ing this year the average rain-fall throughout the 
District is 25 inches ; average of last 10 years being 24 inches. 

The crops, both wet and dry, having yielded a fair outturn, prices of grain have 
been kept down to a point within the reach of the poorest classes. 

Cholera broke out in Bellary Town on the 2nd December and lasted about a 
month. The measures which were adopted by the Civil and Medical authorities to 
prevent the spread of the disease, were most successful. 

In Cowl Bazaar 143 persons were attacked, of whom 75 died. 

In Bruce-petta 3 were attacked and 3 died, and in Cantonment 36 attacked 
and 14 died. 

A single case of cholera reported from Hospett Taluq which proved fataL Two 
deaths were reported from Bellary Taluq also. 

Fever, as usual, has been prevalent in some of the Taluqs and has occasioned 
many deaths. 

Smallpox also made its appearance in Boyadrug Taluq ; many children died 
of this disease. 

The strength of the Forcn on the 31st December 1882 was 708 of all ranks or 
33 below strength. 

Three Sub-Inspecton, one European Head Constable, 1 Head Constable and 
56 Constables were enlisted during the year. 4 In/$pectors and 1 Constable were 
received by transfer. 

There were 98 casualties against 101 in 1881. 

395 Police OflBicers were treated in Hospital during the year ; there were no 
fatal cases. 

The conduct of the Force has not been satisfactory ; the men drink a great deal 
and this leads them to misconduct of all kinds : punishments have consequently 
been heavy. 

11 Constables were convicted by Courts. 

A Police Constable received a reward of Rupees 7 sanctioned by the Inspector** 
Greneral of Police for arresting a murderer. 
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19 Police Officers received between them Rupees 137-6-0 from tlie CommiBsione 
of Salt Bevenue for detection of offences against the Salt Laws. 

1 Head Constable, No. 225, Abdool Nabee, received Rupees 100 from the Mysore 
Government for services rendered in the detection of Treasure and other Dacoity 
cases of Shimoga District. 

1 Constable received a reward of Rupees 6 from the Mysore Government for 
aiding in the apprehension of certain Lombadi Dacoits in the Kumool jungles. 

2 Village Taliaries each received a reward of Rupees 2-8 from the Secret Service 
Fund. 

263 members of the Force can read and write. Of 57 men enlisted during the 
year, 38 can read and write. 

3 Sub-Inspectors and 56 out of 57 men enlisted were instructed in school during 
the year. 20 Constables were under instruction for Station House Officers' Test, of 
whom 15 passed and 5 remained under instruction at the end of the year. 

3 Inspectors, 1 Sub-Inspector and 1 Head Constable passed the Departmental 
Test, Part I. 

Sanction of Government was granted in D. P. W. Budget for 1882-83 for 
the construction of a Station House at Hoonoor at a cost of Rupees 1,295-0-0, but 
the Public Bungalow at that station (now no longer required for travellers) having 
been handed over to the Police for a Station House, the sanctioned work was not 
proceeded with. 

Rupees 312-0-0 were sanctioned for constructing 8 Ghaut Huts for the use oi 
fjie Constables patrolling important high roads. Of the 500 Rupees sanctionec 
for repairs, Rupees 431-2-^8 have been drawn and the balance will be expended 
before the end of the official year. 

1,989 warrants and 13,667 summonses were served by the Police during the 
year. 

10 murders were reported and 7 were detected this year, against 11 reported m 
4 detected in 1881. 17 persons were arrested, of whom 9 were convicted. 

In one of the undetected cases the murderer after killing his wife committee 
suicide by hanging himself. 

3 cases of culpable homicide were reported, of which two were detected a^inst 
6 cases in 1881 ?rith 5 detections. 

2 women were convicted during the year for murdering their infant children. 
One of these women committed the offence in 1881 ; the case is as follows : — 

A widow, by name Ediga Hooligammah, brought forth a child, and fearing 
detection by her caste people and consequent expulsion from the caste, sh 
strangled it, and putting it in a basket threw it on a rubbish heap near the 
Hadiga quarter. She gave a circumstantial account of what had taken place 
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to her sister and her brother's wife (1st and 2nd witnesses), to whom it appears she 
had shewn the child before killing it. The Police charged her before the Magistrate 
of Simguppa, who committed her to the Sessions, where she was sentenced to 
transportation for life. The punishment was subsequently reduced by GoTemment 
to five (5) years* rigorous imprisonment. 

The other woman, named Luddu Rajammah of Siruguppa, gave birth to a child 
on 8th July 1882, and killed it the same day by strangulation. She was charged 
before the Magistrate of Siruguppa who committed the case to the Court of Sessions, 
where she was sentenced to transportation for life. 

Four dacoities were reported and one detected, against 18 reported and 4 
detected in 1881. Of the 4 dacoities reported this year only one was committed 
in a house, the rest were on high roads. The total amount of property reported lost 
was Rupees 8S2 : nothing was recovered. 

The house dacoity calls for special remark. 

On the morning of the 12th September, between the hours of 12 and 1, a gang 
supposed to consist of about 25 or 30 men armed with clubs (most of them are 
described by complainants as Tamil people) entered the house of one Narasanna 
Sastri at Lalakaman by getting on to the roof of the house and thence jumping into 
the yard. Before doing so, they lighted a few rolls of rags to enable them more 
effectually to search the premises. The son-in-law of the complainant, one Pumpa- 
pathy Sastri, slept in an upper room having windows to it, which is about 6 or 7 
yards from the place where the dacoits jumped into the yard ; he awoke at the 
time they were getting on to the roof, and observed their proceedings. Narasanna 
Sastri received two wounds, one on the head and another on the right shoulder, when 
trying to escape to the house of a relative through a side door. A locked room was 
broken open and Rs. 315 in cash were taken. The dacoits stripped complainant's 
wife of jewels amounting to Rs. 500, and opening the street door, decamped. It was 
all over in ten minutes. Constable No. 329 of that beat was attracted to the spot by 
dogs barking and having sounded his whistle went to the station for assistance. The 
whistling brought men of the adjoining beats as well as some from the station to the 
place ; but by this time the robbers had made off. In the course of the day however in- 
quiry led to the arrest of a party of fourteen Tamil people who had been encamped 
in a garden about a mile away from the scene of the dacoity and had left immedi- 
ately after the crime was committed. Altogether twenty-two people were apprehend- 
ed, one of whom was identified by the complainant and two by his son-in-law. 
Much unavoidable delay occurred before the case could be inquired into judicially. 
The Sub-Magistrate before whom it was taken fell out of his carriage, and broke his 
arm. Illness prevented the Deputy Magistrate from proceeding with the inquiry ; 
important business compelled one of the complainants to absent himself for a 
month, and when he returned he withdrew the most material portion of his first 
Statement, It may be added that Constable No. 89, who lived about 25 yards 
from the scene of the crime, and was awake from the commencement of it, failed to give 
information at the station. He was prosecuted under Sections 44 and 46 of the Police 
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Act, and was convicted under Section 44 and fined Rs. 20. This man ii 
dismissed from date of suspension. The Station-house oflBcer, Abdool Nubbe 
is now under trial for general neglect of duty in connection with the affair, 
number of the Town Police have been removed to distant taluqs, and detectK 
has since considerably improved. 

The total number of robberies reported this year is 17, of which 5 were detects 
against 12 reported, and 6 detected in 1881- Of the 17 cases one occurred in a hois 
8 in fields, and 8 in highways and thoroughfares. The amount of property lost 
Rs. 463, recovered Rs. 18. 

Three cases included in the above, were attended with hurt ; none of tie 
were detected. 

The following cases having peculiar features claim special report. Pedda Basab 
a female, was arrested on a charge of mixing white arsenic in the cumboo fioc 
with which cakes were made for one Hanumana, who after eating them became : 
and vomited. The cakes and the vomited matter were both sent for chemical exai: 
nation ; a slight trace of arsenic was found in the cakes. Nobody saw the prisooe 
mix it in the flour ; but it was proved in evidence that the man who was keeping ^ 
was an enemy of complainant's, and that she was employed with complainant's vii 
in grinding the flour. She was committed for trial at the Sessions Court, vhc? 
she was acquitted, the evidence being insufficient. 

Two Boya women were tried by the Sessions Court of Bellary for administer- 
ing bhang in sugar to the complainant ; also a Boya woman, who was in the sem 
of the Tahsildar of Baidrug as sweeper, a situation formerly held by one of tk 
prisoners and again sought for by her, the intention was merely to incapacitate m 
plainant from work and to cause her to vacate her employment. The evidence beiii 
clear, the prisoners were sentenced to different terms of imprisonment. 

A young Mahomedan went to a house of ill repute and asked the owner to 
give him some accommodation for his mistress whom he said he was expecting 
The woman did not turn up, and he persuaded the owner of the house, an old woma^ 
to drink some arrack which he had with him ; she took some and became intoxicat^^ 
whereupon the Mahomedan robbed her of her jewels worth Rs. 124-0-0 and walk^^: 
off. He was arrested, but the Magistrate discharged him. 

105 cases of House-breaking were reported during the year and 28 detected. 

7 cases of coining were reported, of which 4 were detected. 7 people ^^ 
arrested and 4 convicted. 

41 cases with 60 persons were tried by the Sessions Court this year, of ^^^^^ 
22 cases resulted in conviction ; 30 persons were acquitted. 

The Superintendent of Police attended 5 out of 11 Sessions, and inspected! 
every station in the District during the year. 
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No new duties were undertaken by the PoKce, on the contrary owing to the 
Salt department haviag introduced its own men into the District, the force has 
been reduced by 4 temporary Salt Head Constables ; the remaining 9 will be trans- 
ferred by the end of the present official year. This will reduce the District force 
by 13 Head Constables and leaye 11 stations in charge of first class Constables, 

This is the first o! the new Districts. It formed part of Bellary in 1881 and 
was separated from that District on the 5th January 1882. 
It is impossible therefore to furnish comparisons with pre« 
Tious years. 

The strength of the Force on the 3 1st December 1882 was 485 men of all grades, 
or 35 below sanctioned strength. 

It is extremely difficult to obtain eligible recruits. Those who apply are mostly 
illiterate. Mussulmans offer themselves for enlistment more readily than Hindoos. 

There were 39 casualties. 11 resigned; 14 dismissed; 7 pensioned; 2 recruits 
discbarged as incompetent ; 1 deserted ; 2 died ; and 2 were transferred to other 
Districts. 

The health of the Force during the year was on the whole good. The most pre- 
valent diseases were fevers, cutaneous complaints, rheumatic affections and guinea- 
worm. 162 men of all grades were treated in the Distict Hospitals. Two Constables died 
during the year, one from hydrophobia and one from small-poz« There were 19 
cases of venereal disease treated in Hospital during the year. 

The conduct of the Force on the whole has not been good. 2 Inspectors have 
been punished for negligence and remissness in discharge of their duty. Several Head 
Constables have been reduced or otherwise punished, but the conduct of the Constables 
has been uniformly satisfactory^ With a new District matters were of course some- 
what out of gear at first starting. 

7 Police officers were convicted by Magistrates; 3 under Section 223 I. P. C, 
1 under Section 325, and 2 under Police and Municipal Acts. In one case in which a 
Head Constable was convicted under Sections 201 and 202 I. P. C, the sentence was 
reversed on appeal by the Sessions Court. 

6 Police officers received money-rewards, amounting altogether to Rupees 49- 
212 members of the force out of 485 can read and write, and of 33 recruits enlisted 
during the year, 29 were able to read and write. 

The District school was established on the 8th April 1882. 

A famous outlaw named Hanoomagadu escaped from the Pennakonda Subsi- 
diary Jail, but was recaptured. There were 4 escapes by prisoners from Police custody. 
One from a station lock-up ; two when taken out to answer the calls of nature, and 
one while under escort on the march j with the exception of the prisoner in the last 
case, all were recaptured. 
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During the year sanction was obtained for the construction of 6 ghaut huts at a 
cost of Rupees 283, as well as for the repair of 7 Station Houses and the Police 
Hospital at Anantapur, amounting in all to Rupees 472. 

The average cost of each ghaut hut was about Rupees 47. 

In 1881 Rupees 1,338 were sanctioned for a Station House at Lepatchi>but 
although the building has been completed all the money has not yet been disbursed, 
a portion of the work haying been found to be indifferently executed. 

Some delay arose in commencing work in this district owing to the amount 
allotted for construction and repair to the old Bellary District having to be distri- 
buted between Bellary and Anantapur, where the money was not drawn till August, 
when the works were still further retarded by the rain. 

14,372 processes were served by the Police during the year; 6,932 in grave cases 
and 6,4 J 5 in petty cases : the rest were miscellaneous processes, such as search aiid 
remand warrants. 46 cases of suicide were reported. 187 accidental deaths occurred 
during the year. 

There were 174 accidental fires with property valued at Rupees 10,846-14-8 lost. 
367 houses were burnt, but only one life was lost. 

On the 3 1st December 1882 there were 336 known depredators and 108 suspect- 
ed characters in the district. During the year 8 known depredators were reconvicted 
and 5 of the suspected characters were convicted. The wandering gangs in the 
District contain 2,853 members, of whom 1,367 are females. None of this class were 
convicted during the year. 

The principal gangs in the District are Korachas and Lambadies. 

7 cases of murder were reported, of which 3 were detected ; 8 persons were 
arrested, of whom 3 were convicted. 

Four cases reported in 1881 were brought to trial in 1882 ; of which 3 
resulted in conviction. 

In one of the undetected murders the culprit committed suicide ; it was a case in 
which a woman threw herself into a well with her child and both were drowned. 

The following are the principal cases falling under this head. 

On the 19th April, in the middle of the night, whilst an old man named Pedda 
Obalasoo was sleeping on a cot in his front verandah in the town of Anantapur, one 
Dhobi Narraingadu struck him on the head with a stick, afterwards assaulting an 
old woman with the same weapon, but fortunately for her at that moment the town 
Head Constable, together with the patrol Constables and others came to the spot and 
pursued the assailant, whom they succeeded in arresting with the bloody stick in his 
hand. Obalasoo who was over 85 years of age died from the blow. The defendant, 
who was a man of intemperate habits, had two months before been turned out of 
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deceased's house, where he had been dwelling as a tenant, and retaliation for this 
appears to have been the sole motive for the crime. He was sentenced to trans- 
portation for life. 

Another peculiar case occurred near Konunanamalu, Tadpatry Taluq, on the 5th 
July. 

A boy aged 12, who had been playing near a house, was suddenly missed. Upon 
search being made his dead body was found in a stream ; the throat had been com- 
pressed and the head and face were terribly injured. Some bangles and other jewels 
valued at Rupees 15, which he was wearing when last seen, had been taken. One 
Heerapah Naidu who was believed to have been the person last with him was arrested 
and charged together with one Madiga Hancadoo in whose house a pair of the missing 
bangles was found concealed in a grain pot. The Talaq Magistrate, however, dis- 
charged the prisoners, as he did not consider the evidence sufficient to commit them to 
Sessions. 

There was only one case of infanticide reported. A widow named Mangala 
Tippaka of Uppanaya Kanahalli in Mysore hieiving become enceinte, came 
into British Territory and gave birth to a female child which she murdered 
by throwing it into a well ; she confessed the crime and was sentenced by the 
Sessions Court to transportation for life. The punishment was commuted by Gov- 
ernment to 7 years' rigorous imprisonment. 

There were 4 cases of culpable homicide, of which 3 were detected, 10 persons 
were arrested, of whom 3 were convicted. Two cases of 1881 were tried, in both of 
which a conviction was obtained. 

The following was the most important case of culpable homicide : one Eamma 
Narrappa was seated on the pial outside his house, when a woman named Venkatamma 
came and questioned him about her buffalo calf which she said was miss- 
ing, and on his replying that he had not seen it, she sat on the pial beside him 
and offered him some gram which he accepted and ate. A short time after swallowing 
it he felt a burning sensation in his stomach ; other symptoms of poisoning were 
present, and he died four days after, A portion of the gram was tendered to another 
person also, but without success. 

The prisoner admitted having given the gram to deceased, but denied having 
mixed anything with it ; according to her account she gave the gram at the insti- 
gation of one Narasima and Bamanna.the latter of whom had been intimate with her a 
year before. There was a land dispute in the village between the prisoner's caste-people 
and those of the deceased, in which Narappah and Narasanna took opposite sides. 

The Court held that the prisoner had no intention of causing the death of 
Narappah, but sentenced herto four years' rigorous imprisonment for culpable homicide 
not amounting to murder. 

There were 7 cases of grievous hurt ; 6 were detected and 6 persons were 
convicted. 

18 
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One case of kidnapping was reported. A girl named Boyanagi, aged 14 years, 
while tending cattle in the bed of the tank of her village on the 24th November, yiu 
forcibly carried off to a village in the Mysore Territory by one Balya Venkatappa and 
a female named Vadi Timmi assisted by 2 others. The girl was afterwards found j 
by her friends working in the fields with the accused. 

The latter belong to Mysore, and warrants for their arrest have been issued. 

7 cases of dacoity were reported during the year. Three cases with 10 persons; 
were convicted and 2 were discharged on preliminary inquiry. 

No house-dacoity was committed during the year. 

Two cases were thrown out in the Sessions Court, In one which occurred on 
the 22nd July 1882 at Tatrakal Village, Oravaconda Division, 6 prisoners wert 
arrested and committed to Sessions ; the case broke down through the negliget: 
conduct of the village Magistrate of Tatrakal, who delayed to go to the spot and d;] 
not report the crime till three days after its occurrence. He was suspended fa 
six months. In the other which was committed near Konakondla, Ooravaconda 
Division, 4 persons were arrested, two of whom pointed out property valued a: 
Bs. 134 which was buried among some hills not far from the Hcene of crime. Tbe 
Inspector, however, omitted to secure the attendance of independent witnesses, and 
the evidence thus obtained failed to carry with it the weight which the discovery would 
otherwise have been entitled to. 3 prisoners were committed to Sessions, but Tvere 
acquitted. 

18 cases of robbery were reported during the year, of which 8 were detected 
snd 1 was referred as false. 

Two cases of 1881 were brought to trial. Convictions were obtained in each. 

For the last two years those portions of the district which border on Cuddapah 
and Mysore have been the scene of a number of robberies committed by a gang under 
the leadership of a well known out-law named Voddai Hanoomagadu, The band 
consisted of the following people. j 

1. Voddai Hanoomagadu of KothapuUy of Nidoomamidi. 

2. Narayanagadu, his brother. 

3. Chavudugadu, lis brother-in-law. 

4. Malkaigadu of Reddi Chereevumarravapnlly. 

5. Thimmugadu of do. 

6. Musaligadu of KararlapuUy. 

A reward was offered by the District Magistrate for the capture of Voddai 
Hanoomagadu and Thimmugadu, and the former was arrested by 1st Class Constable 
No. 185, Muhammad Kasim, in the Cuddapah District on the 29th April. On the 9tli 
July, however, he succeeded in effecting his escape from the Penukondah Sub- 
Jail. A reward of Rs. 100 having been offered for his recapture, he was caught by 
some villagers in the following November and handed over to the Police. The Head 
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Assistant Magistrate convicted him of 5 robberies and 3 escapes from custody and 
sentenced him to rigorous imprisonment for 7 years and one month. Timmugadu was 
arrested in the Mysore territory by a Head Constable No. 816, Rudrappa of 
Vomoole, on the lOth November 1882, but was released by the Head Assistant Magis- 
trate in consequence of the non-attendance of important witnesses twice summoned 
from the Mysore territory. Malkaigadu was shot by the Polur village Magistrate ; 
Subbi Beddi Musaligadu was sentenced to twoyears* rigorous imprisonmentf or robbery; 
Chavudugadu also is undergoing a term of imprisonment for robbery, and Narayana- 
gadu and Timmagadu who were released as already described alone remain at large. 
The gang has therefore been thoroughly broken up. A flying party detailed for Hanoo^ 
inugadu*s arrest were out after him for a considerable time, but he is said to have had 
the advantage of local support, thanks to which he managed to elude arrest for such 
a long period. No banghy robbery was committed in this District during the year. 

Two cases of drugging were reported, one occurred on the 20th January and the 
other on the 24th September, the following are the details of the former. Two 
men went to the house of a female named Naiyamma and mixed some intoxicating 
substance with her food. Naiyamma after partaking of it became unconscious and 
remained so, it is said, for three days ; when she recovered she found'herself relieved 
of all her jewels and ready money. During the enquiry held by the village Magistrate 
the accused admitted their guilt and produced most of the stolen property. . They 
were convicted by the Sessions Court and sentenced, the 1st prisoner to 3 years' and 
the 2nd to 2 years' rigorous imprisonment in addition to a fine of Rs, 50 each. This 
case was first tried by the Taluq Magistrate of Madaksira who convicted under 
Section 380, 1, P. C., ignoring Section 328, and sentenced the prisoners each to one 
month's rigorous imprisonment ; but on the matter being brought to the notice of 
the District Magistrate, the case was referred to the High Court, who quashed the 
finding, and directed committal to the Court of Sessions under Section 828. 

In the other case a female named Boya Chavoodakka and two others intoxicated 
a prostitute with arrack and then took all her jewels. The first accused confessed the 
crime before the Magistrate and incriminated her accomplices, All three were 
committed to Sessions, but only the first was convicted. She was sentenced to 3 
years' rigorous imprisonment. 

The total number of House breakings by day and night was 89, of which 24 cases 
were detected. 

There were 23 cattle thefts during the year, of which 12 cases were detected, 30 
persons were arrested, of whom 24 were convicted. Lost Ks. 512 and recovered 
Ks. 172. 

Two cases of cattle theft of 1881 were brought to trial this year, one of which 
resulted in conviction. 

There were 253 ordinary thefts. 80 were detected, 413 persons were arrested, of 
whom 125 were convicted. Lost Rupees 5,303 and recovered Bupees 808. 
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4 Cases of 1881 were brought to trial in 1882 of which 3 with 4 prisoners were 
convicted. The other case was discharged. 

In these 4 cases property worth Rupees 1,634 was lost and Rupees 1,534 recovered, 

There were 6 cases of receiving stolen property, 4 of which were established 
against 5 persons. One case of 1881 was brought to trial in 1882 and convicted. Alto- 
gether eight persons were convicted of this offence. 

There were 9 cases of cattle poisoning, of which 5 were detected ; in these S 
persons were convicted, 

13 cases of offences relating to coin were reported, of which 8 were brought 
home to 7 persons. The principal cases occurred in the Hindapur and Madak- 
sirah Taluqs. A gang of coiners (Mussulmans) were reported to have come to 
Hindapur with moulds, &c., from some part of Northern India, 4 of these persons 
presented themselves disguised as Derveshes at the Shandy at Hindapur on the 6tli 
October, and were arrested by the Hindapur Police in the act of uttering counterfek 
coins. 2 more of the gang were arrested and they were all convicted (in 5 cases) by the 
Head Assistant Magistrate, 1 prisoner got 6 years* rigorous imprisonment in 3 cases, 
and the other 5 were sentenced to 2 years* rigorous imprisonment each on different 
charges. ' 

There were no offences against the Vagrancy Act, 

18 oases against the Salt Laws were reported, conviction followed in 9. 19 persons 
were convicted, 18 of whom were fined and 1 was sentenced to 15 days* rigorous 
imprisonment. 

No Police OflBcers obtained rewards in these cases. 

43 oases with 88 persons were tried at the Sessions Court of Bellary during 
the year* 29 cases with 40 persons or 67 per cent, of cases and 45 per cent, of 
persons were convicted, 

80 oases referred to the Police for investigation were struck off as false. 

The Police referred 341 cases as false for Magistrate*s orders, and sanction 
was given to strike them all off except three. 

105 cases were struck off by Magistrates and Courts after enquiry. 

There is no Sessions Court in Anantapar and the Superintendent of Police did 
not attend the Bellary Sessions. There is no Assistant Superintendent of Police 
in the District. 

There are 57 Stations including Anantapur Town Station ; they were all inspected 
by the Superintendent. 

The Cusbah Stations of Gooty, Penkonda and Tadpatry were frequently visitd. 
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Mr. Ainslie was in charge of the DIstriot from the 9th January to tho 6th 
February. From the 6th February to the wd o£ the year Mr. Fullerton acted 
as Superintendent. 

There has been no difficulty in procuring recruits of good physique, bat though 

^ ,. ^ men of the required standard are to be got^ there are few 

Coddapali. o V 

really intelligent scholars amongst them. 

There were 5 vacancies on the 31st December. 

One Probationary 5th class Inspector Gungooloo» was dismissed for gross mis« 
behaviour in the Court of a Sub«Magistrate ; he was undergoing preliminary enquiry 
in a charge of murder at the time, and losing his head grossly insulted both the Sub- 
Ma^trate and the Assistant Superintendent of Police. 

2 Sub-Inspectors were entertained in March 1882 ; one of them is a sncoess ; 
the other has not yet shown himself to be a desirable addition. 

The conduct of the officers and men was not altogether satisfactory ; some of the 
Inspectors displayed a marked lack of zeal in the performance of their duties, whilst 
the behaviour of one or two has been decidedly suspicious. 

The Head Constables are as a body wanting in zeal and intelligence. 

12 men were convicted by the Criminal Courts of the District; viz. 4 under the 
Police Act, and 8 under the Indian Penal Code; 1 Constable received 1 yearns 
rigorous imprisonment for robbery ; he got drunk, and attacked some women from 
whom he stole a few articles ; 1 was sentenced to 2 years* rigorous imprisonment for 
house-breaking in Cuddapah Town. One Constable was awarded 6 months* rigorous 
imprisonment for enticing away a married woman (Section 498.) 

None were punished by the Sessions Court, Under departmental punishments 
the total are:— 

** Dismissed" 1 Inspector 8 Head Cons : 28 Constables. 
^* Degraded** 20 Head Cons : 16 Constables. 

'' Fined'* 2 Head Cons : 15S Constables. 

Total amount of fines Bs. 83-8-1 1» the fines for misconduct were in no [cases heavy, 
but the total is swollen somewhat by the extra fines, or loss of pay, adjudged fdr 
absence without leave, under aggravated circumstances. 

In addition to the above, 6 Head Constables and 126 Constables were fined for 
absence without leave. f?^^ i ^"7": 

The number of illiterate Head Constables has been reduced to 6 ; of the 85 men 
enlisted during the year, 48, or over 56 per cent, were able to read and write. 

The experiment of separating the Revenue from the Police Taliary and keeping 

each man to his distinctive sphere of duty was commenced in 1882 in the Taluq of 

Jammalmudgu ; though it cannot be said to have been perfectly successful yet it 

would be idle to expect grand results in so short a time^ 

u 
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18 murders : 9 culpable homicide oases : 18 Daooities : 21 Robberies : 24 House 
breakings by day: 195 House-breakings by night: total 280 cases; remain on our 
file for the year 1882; of these 101 or over 36 percent, were detected : in the pre- 
vious year there were 302 cases with 96 or 81 per cent, detected ; thus there were alto- 
gether 22 cases less in 1882 than in 1881, whilst detection results show an improvement 
on the past year of 5 per cent. 

7 cases of murder were oonvioted by the Sessions Judge; in the 8th case the 
murderer committed suicide before he oould be arrested ; in the 9th case the murderer 
was declared to be a lunatic and was sent to the Asylum : thus 9 or 50 per cent, of the 
oases are bo far as Police exertions could go, satisfactorily accounted for. 

6 other cases were committed to, and thrown out by, the Sessions Court; in 3 
of these 6 cases death was alleged to have been caused by the administration oi 
poison, (arsenic) ; all the 8 cases were of a doubtful nature ; in one the Court observed 
'* the deceased may have died from an overdoseof arsenio given by the native doctor;' 
in another the Court stated that •* poison may have accidentally got mixed up witi 
the food partaken of by the deceased/' 

The 13th case from Patnam station of the Kadiri Taluq was thrown out on the 
^rounds that the complainant, the husband of the deceased, and not the accused, her 
paramour, was the murderer ; but a lengthened investigation subsequently made 
showed that such was not the case, and that the Police had charged, and the Magis* 
trate had committed, the real criminal. 

The 14th case from the Podatur Taluq was carefully worked out by the Sub. 
Magistrate and Police, an approver was admitted, but the Court believed the evidence 
io have been concocted. 

lu the 15th case from the Voilpaud Taluq a Head Constable, 2 Constables anc 
2 villagers were charged with killing a man by beating him disposing of the bodj 
by throwing it into a well; the Assistant Superintendent spent nearly 6 weeks in 
working out this case and took much trouble over it ; unfortunately that officer va? 
invalided before the trial came on, or the result might have been different ; the Cour; 
thought it a concoction. 

The 16th murder is from a village of the Cuddapah Taluq ; a young Komaty wko 
was in debt to a merchant at VanupuUy in the Pulivendla Taluq, was being escortd 
by the latter's servant, a Mahomedan, to his master's home at VanupuUy to make some 
arrangements about the payment of the monies due ; they halted en route, when the 
Komaty youth whose age is about 20, placed poison in the Mahomedan's food; the 
man was seized with violent purging and vomiting immediately after partakin? 
of the food, and died ; the Komaty got away and has not yet been arrested ; this 
occurred in December : thwe are hopes that the man will be captured ere long. 

The 17th case is from the Podatur Taluq; a widow was foimd sj;rangled in a 
cholum field ; the man with whom she was living accused another man of having 
murdered her, because she refused to have connexion with him ; on the other haii<i 
the man accused declares that the complainant committed the deed in anger at having 
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discovered him, the aoeused, in company with the deceased. The enquiry was a long 
and patient one, but eventually after 5 days* investigation, the Sub-Magistrate and 
Police Inspector found that the evidence pointed strongly against the man accused 
by the complainant and so directed that he should bo arrested and charged : on 
preliminary enquiry he was after much consideration by the Lower Court, released, 
but the complainant has not been idle and has moved the Sessions Court, who have 
ordered the case to be committed for trial 

In the 18th case, Kadiri Taluq, a woman, who had left her husband some 10 years, 

and who had been living with the village Kumam, died, not suddenly, but after along 

and severe illness : all the village evidence tends to show that the death was a natural 

one, but the husband of the deceased, his brother, and the village Magistrate, also a 

relative, after failing in their attempt to induce the £umam to give up some Rupees 

250 worth of property, which he is supposed to have acquired from the deceased 

charged him with murdering her. Beyond the medical evidence, there i9 not a tittle 

of evidence against any one, but that evidence talks of ruptured liver and spleen, 

and says the deceased was probably laid flat on her face and trampled upon ; the 

Police say, if this was so, her husband and his company of would-be extortioners 

procured these appearances after death, the medical opinion of these Local Fund 

Dispensary subordinates is by no means infallible, and the interest evinced by the 

accusing husband and brother-in-law in following the corpse of the deceased woman 

(with whom they had been at variance for years) to the Kadiri dispensary, 

remaining there till the medical subordinate certified according to their desires, 

tends to raise some additional doubts as to its value in this instance. The Police 

believe that no murder was committed. 

9 cases of Culpable Homicide : 8 detected. 

There were 13 cases of Dacoity; none detected; it would be useless to write 
an elaborate account of all the labors and privations endured by the Police of this Dis- 
trict during the fearful heat of April and May last year, when for days and nights, the 
Taluq men, reinforced by every available man from the Reserve were engaged in 
hunting after the gang responsible for the bulk of these Dacoities ; a gang consisting 
of 10 or 12 men, who hid themselves in the extensive hill ranges, and defied all our 
efforts: some of those attacked by them, said they were like Vodders; others 
that they resembled Yerkalas, and SoogaliesJ none could say exactly what they were 
though all agreed that they were from the east and that their Telugu was not that 
spoken in Cuddapah. 

This gang haunted several roads, in fact all in the neighbourhood of the vast 
block of Hills lying amongst the Sidhout, Cuddapah and Budwail Taluqa : all devices 
were resorted to to get information of their movements, and many a raid was made 
on intillegence from shepherds and others, which generally turned out to be false, 
in fact most of the jungle frequenters were afraid to give the village Magistrates or 
the Police any news about the marauders ; but after committing 9 Dacoities they were 
eventually hunted down, U of them being arrested early in 1883, 6 of these have 
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been convicted ; the case against tlie remaining 6 is still pending. Thej ^ 
sieves Denga DasareeSi but they look like Wudders. No one seems to biot 
what they are. 

The District was free from House Dacoify. 

Of 21 cases of robbery reported 9 or 42*8 per cent, were detected. 

There were 219 cases of House breaking by day and nlg^ht with 77 (i\\ 
cent, detected. 

No cases reported of kidnapping. 
No cases of drugging. 
No cases of infanticide. 

38 thefts of cattle were reported, of which 20 or 62*6 per cent, weresuetsj 
prosecuted. Of 63 persons accused 33 were convicted. 

There were 424 thefts; detected 150 or 35*3 per cent; arrested 710 ; conyir^ 
or 32 per cent. ' 

The conclusions to be drawn from the above data are briefly tiiese ^ 
in murders the Police have done all in their power and that the number afij 
convicted is rather above than below the average : that in culpable homici^ 
detection was good ; in robberies very fair indeed ; in house-breaking abo?6 tk 
age, and good ; in thefts no marked alteration but poor; in cattle thefts ded 
satisfactory : whilst in Dacoity^ though nothing resulted from the long andh&Ri 
efforts made in 1882^ yet that there is every reason to hope that tbe c;:^ 
yearns work has broken up the gang, which caused the District returns rmk 
«« Dacoity'' head to be so disastrously bad in the year under review. 

69*5 per cent, of the cases sent up were convicted by the Court, and 60*4 p^s 
of persons committed were sentenced. 

No prisoners effected their escape from the District Jail, notorious]/ ^ 
as it is: 5 got away from other custody, 3 of whom were recaptured j in 
this, 2 men who escaped in 1879 were caught in 1882. 

On the 31st December 1882 there were 662 known depredators and 
pected characters on the rolls ; the lists of these people are being carefallj t^^ 
and by degrees many names are being eliminated. 

At the instance of the District Magistrate, both the Magistracy and 
Police devoted more than usual care to accidental deaths and suicides; a 
inquest form was introduced containing information on every possible point ^ 
the blood relatives (whenever there were any) of the person on whom the putc-? 
was held, were invariably examined. 

125 peoples, viz., 29 males and 96 females committed suicide in 1882. Theyeni^^^' 
prefer drowning as a method of self destruction, and the means for putting ai^^*' 
to their lives in this way are close at hand in every village, 

There were 392 accidental deaths. 
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269 accidental fires occurred, causing the destruction of 1,609 houses and of 
property valued at Rupees 77,619. 1 man, 1 woman and 2 boys lost their lives by 
them. 

There are two Hospitals, one at Cuddapah and the other at MudanapuUy. During 
the year there were 401 in-patients and 349 out-patients, total 750. Policemen who are 
not seriously ill, frequently receive treatment at the various Local Fund Dispensaries 
which are established throughout the District— 4 men died in Hospital and 9 at 
stations or during absence on sick leave. 

The District is still very badly off for Station House accommodation and huts. 

Including recruits, 170 men underwent instruction during the year. 8 Head 
Constables and 5 Constables passed the Station House Officer's Test, and 127 men 
passed a satisfactory examination in the Constable's Catechism. 

Major Wilton was Superintendent throughout the year except for a short period 
during which Captain Hodgson was in charge. Mr. Henderson was relieved by Mr. 
Ainslie as Assistant in January, but was invalided in December, when he was succeed- 
ed by Mr. Smith. 

Inspection of stations was complete. 

The season has been a fair one. Although the south west monsoon did not afford 
the usual supply of rain in July and Augusti the total 
fall for the year was 41*8 inches against 35*3 in 18S2. 
Most of the dry crops failed, but the wet crops promise well. 

The force consisting of 1,352 men was up to full strength during the months of 
August and September and was 32 short on 31st December. 

3rd Class Inspector K. Sundara Row was received from Kurnool in exchange 
for 4th class Inspector M. Vurdah Chari. Inspector Mr. Bailey resigned. Inspector 
Mr. Hill was transferred to Salem on promotion and Mr. Douglas was enlisted in his 
place. 1st Class Inspector Muthucarapa Pillay was reduced to 2nd class for bad 
detection and general neglect of his duties ; and 2 ad class Inspector Kistnasawmy 
Nayadu was promoted in his place. 

The Sub-Inspectors have all done fair work with the exception of Ghulam Nukhi 
Husain Saib. It has been recommended that his probation should cease. K. Sub- 
ramier was enlisted and C. Cooppu Row promoted from 2nd grade Head Constable 
to Sub-Inspector. 

25 Head Constables were reduced, one was transferred to another District ; 
8 were pensioned, 3 resigned, one died and 39 were rewarded with promotion. 

24 Constables were dismissed* 50 were reduced, 44 resigned, 15 died, 30 were 
invalided, 13 were received from other Districts, 5 were transferred and 283 received 
promotion. 

62 Constables studied in School of whom 17 passed Station House Officers' Test* 

15 
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There were 14 cases of murder reported of whioli 3 were convicted. Only 
oases of infanticide were registered. In both of these the mothers (widows,) kilW 
their newly born children dreading the consequences of discovery and exposure 
In one case a conviction was obtained. None of the other murders call for commeat. 

26 cases of Dacoity were reported against 21 in 1831 and 29 in 1880. 8 of \k 
26 were struck off as false, one was transferred to Sections 458, 511, and one 
Section 147, leaving 16 on the file which were disposed of as follows. 

One case was convicted under section S79, one under section 392, one unde: 
section 394, one under section 412 and only one was convicted under section 391 
leaving 11 undetected in two of which prisoners were sent up for trial but acquitted 
The returns therefore show 13 cases reported and but one detected. 71 persoci 
were arrested in these 7 cases and sent up for trial but only 18 were convicted 
The value of property lost was Rs. 1,202 and of that recovered Rs. 203. 

The alteration of the Sections as shown above is due to the vagaries of tb 
juries before whom the cases were sent up. We cannot expect to be able to show atrs: 
statement of our work under Dacoity until this crime is made an assessor's case. 

For the purpose of checking Dacoity, 35 Ghat roads are watched by Police aL( 
216 by Taliaries. 27 Taliaries are in course of enlistment for the protection of li 
unguarded ghats and it is proposed to extend the system to 92 more if the monf 
should be forthcoming. 

18 cases of robbery (including 2 attempts) were reported, of which 9 wer 
detected. The value of property lost was Rupees 707 and of that recovered Rs. 11- 
Out of 35 persons arrested 16 were convicted. 

There were 355 cases of House-breaking with 135 detected, and of 284 pe: 
sons arrested 147 were convicted, 

189 cattle thefts were recorded with 71 detected. 208 persons were arrestedan 
108 convicted. 

1,181 cases of ordinary theft occurred, of which 418 were detected. 2,194 persor:: 
were arrested and 624 convicted. 

There were 8 cases of offences relating to coin with 7 detected. 

One case of kidnapping was reported. It was committed to Sessions where ' 
was discharged. Application has been made for permission to strike it off the file. 

16 prisoners escaped from custody of whom 15 were recaptured ; of these ^ 
escaped from Jails, 5 from Police Constables and 7 from Village Police. In most 
cases the escape and recapture were almost simultaneous and so only 2 Constable? 
were punished for negligence ;. all the 15 recaptured prisoners were charged ai 
punished for escape. 

803 cases of accidental death were reported against 769 of last year. Of these 6- 
were by drowning, 92 by snake bite, one by a wild beast and 69 from other causes. 
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Out of 100 cases of suicide against 109 cases in 1881, 73 were by drowning, 25 
>7 hanging, one was by poison and in one deceased placed his head on the railway 
ine in front of an advancing train. 

The children's school contains 30 names with an average daily attendance of 25. 
Education is of a purely elementary character. A 4th Grade Head Constable is in 
c^Iiarge of the school. 

The number of patients during the year in the Chittoor and Nellore Hospitals, 
was 602. 

Major Blaxland on return from furlough assumed charge as District Superin- 
tendent on the 2nd May up to which time Mr. Agar had been acting as Superintendent. 
Messrs, Agar, Arbuthnott, Henderson and Fersse were Assistant Suprintendants at 
diferent times during the year. 

Inspection was not complete in the Superintendent's range but was so in that of 
the Assistant Superintendent. 

Major Blaxland having just returned from furlough had necessaraily to provide 
himself with tents and horses before he could commence inspection. Some 2 months 
were thus lost. 

The fall strength of the Force as it stood in 1881 was maintained during the 
first month of the year under review, but from February f or- 

"* *^^ ' ward reductions were gradually made in the strength of the 

Salt Police of the District as the Commissioner of Salt Revenue by degrees took 
over the guarding of the Salt stations in accordance with Q. O. No. 564, dated 1st 
April 1881. The reductions were in the order of their occurrence as follows :— 

In February there was a reduction of 1 third Class Inspector, 1 European Chief 
Constable, 5 Head Constables and 41 Constables, owing to the handing over of the 
entire guarding of the Salt factories at Covelong with the exception of that of the 
export platforms, where 2 Heads and 15 Constables were retained until October. 

In May there was a small reduction of 3 Constables from the strength of the 
Cheyoor Salt Police, the Commissioner having made his own arrangments for guard- 
ing the Salt Treasury there. 

The next and the largest reduction was in October when 1 first Class Inspector,

services could be dispensed with as proposed by the 
Commissioner of Salt Revenue, was transferred on promotion to the Salt Department : 
the guarding of the export platforms at Covelong mentioned above was also handed 
over at this time, and the salt strength was in consequence further reduced by 2 
Heads and 15 men. 
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In the above transfers not one of the Police officers elected to go over to tie 
Salt Department except the 3rd Glass Inspector and the Chief Constable who had do 
alternative^ and they had all in consequence to be absorbed in the General Police bj 
the dismissal of a corresponding number of last-enlisted recruits as ordered in 6. 
dated 14th May 1 88 1 , No. 965 . Some of the recruits were, however, transferred to the 
Salem Punitive Police^ and some were sent to fill vacancies in the North Arco; 
District and Madras Town. 

The last reduction in the year took place in December, when the strength of the 
Cheyoor Salt Police was further diminished by 3 Constables representing the guar: 
over a platform from which the salt had been cleared away, and as the excise syskr: 
is to be introduced no further demand for their services exists. 

One Sub-Inspector was transferred to Madura District. 

One Sub-Inspector completed the Inspector's Test. 

The health of the Force was on the whole good. Although in the beginning o:

During the year seven deaths occurred in the Force, The causes are given below 

3 of Cholera. 
1 of Fever, 
1 of Dysentery. 
1 of General debility. 
1. of Abscess in liver. 

There were only 4 permanent enlistments and the usual temporary entertaiDmenti 
were made for the guarding of salt during the manufacturing season. One 5th Class 
Inspector was transferred from Tanjore in exchange for a 5th Class Inspector from 
this District. 

The casualties were as follows : one 1st class and one 3rd class Inspector and one 
Chief Constable were transferred to the Salt Department. One Sub-Inspector wa^ 
transferred to the Madura District. One 2nd grade East Indian Head Constable 
was transferred, as Inspector, to Coimbatore District; and 34 Constables were trans- 
ferred to other Districts owing to the reduction in the Salt strength, 

39 Constables were dismissed for misconduct. 

There were 22 Resignations. 
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9 Head Constables and 31 Constables were discHarged on pension or gratuity. 1 
Head and 7 Constables died. 3 Constables were struck off as deserters^ 

The conduct of the men appears to have been fairly good with oertain excep- 
tions. 

Inspector Annasawmy Moodelly was sent before a Medical Invaliding Committee 
in January 1883, but was pronounced fit for further duty. 

The average number of prisoners in the District Jail was 104 against 128 in 
188 1. The number in the Subsidiary Jails was 1,071. 

52 escorts were supplied to the District Tahsildars to guard treasure sent to 
the Huzoor Treasury ; 49 were furnished to the Accountant-General, 26 to the Treasury 
Deputy CoUectori 24 to the Bank of Madras* and 4 to the Superintendent of Stamps. 
The total amount of treasure escorted including stamped paper was Bs. 1,97|16»518. 
Besides the above 7 escorts were supplied to the Chief Office for the protection of 
stores, 5 to the Commissioner of FoUoe for escorting prisoners, 7 for the same 
purpose to the Superintendent of Jails ; and 2 to the Superintendent of the Lunatic 
Asylum for the safe custody of criminal and other lunatics. 

The total number of escorts of all kinds was 176 against 173 in 1881, The same 
remarks that were made last year still apply regarding the difficulty of meeting this 
increased demand for escorts from the scanty Reserve of 43 men, from which number 
9 orderlies also have to be forthcoming. 

There were 5 escapes in the year 
District wi. Look^np. otiier ciistody. (agaiust 12 in 1881) the three shewn in 

the margin were followed by recapture. 

The escape from the District Jail occurred on the 14th February. A gang of 
prisoners was working near a tank outside Chingleput town, one of them seeing an 
opportunity escaped, but was recaptured on the third day by two villagers very near 
Conjeveram. The Constable who was in charge of the part of the gang to which the 
escaped prisoner belonged, apparently was absent from his post, for the prisoner 
stated that he escaped by the very path on which the Constable ought to have been 
standing. The Constable was charged for negligently suffering an escape to be 
D£fected, and was sentenced to a fine equivalent to two months' pay. The Head Cons- 
table who had the supervision of the whole gang was reduced for negligence. 

The escape from the Lock-up occurred at Ponnary. Here also it was attribu- 
table to the carelessness of the Constable on guard, who instead of watching the 
prisoner was seated reading under a tree and the warder was away on business in the 
Sub-Magistrate's Cutcherry. The prisoner was recaptured on the following day by 
the same Constable, who however was punished by reduction.

There were 19 cases of salt-thefts of the value of Rupees 49 against 21 cases u 
1881. 11 cases were detected and 34 Rupees worthof salt was recovered ; 21 persons 
were arrested and 15 convicted. All the thefts were of a trifling nature ; only one case 
occurred in which the value of salt stolen amounted to 10 Rupees : this was detected 
A reference to the figures of preceding years shows a marked decrease in I881-82i 
doubtless attributable to increased supervision in the north and south of the district 

ThovQ were 231 breaches of the Salt Law, of which 219 were detected. 

The transfer of the guarding of Covelong and a portion of the Northern Salt baa 
been described in the beginning of the Report. 

AH the new works * sanctioned for 1881-82 at a cost of Rupees 2,373 which were 

in progress at this time last year were completed

cognizable and miscellaneous cases against 22,218 in the preceding year. 

328 cases were referred by the Police to the Magistracy for orders under SectioM 
117 and 125, C. 0. P., and 319 were struck off as false, the remaining 9 cases havioi 
been considered to be true. 

248 cases were referred by the Magistracy to the Police under Sections 110 ani 
146, 0. C. P : 182 were struck off as false and the rest reported to be genuine.

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Of the 3 cases of murder, one was detectedi one undetectedi and the third was 
followed by suicide. 

In the first, which occurred in the village of Ekadoo in the Trivellore Station 
limits, a Pariah cooly murdered his wife aged about 18 years. He had long sus- 
pected her of criminal intimacy with his cousin, and a few days before the murder 
he learnt that she was on equally friendly terms with another Pariah cooly. On 
the 14th of March when he, his wife and the cooly in question were working in a 
paddy field, his jealousy was aroused by observing the cooly sitting near his wife and 
chatting with her. He told his wife to put some salt in his conjee, and when sbe 
was bending over the conjee- pot mixing the salt, he dealt her a blow on the head 
with his mamooty and continued striking her till life was extinct. He then surrender- 
ed to the Police. He was sentenced to transportation for life. 

The second cade was committed in the village of Bomarajpuram in the Sadras 
station limits. A dhoby suspecting his wife of adultery murdered her by cutting her 
neck with a scythe and put an end to his own life immediately afterwards. 

The third occurred within the Wallajabad Station limits (Conjeveram Taluq). A 
boy about 8 years old was murdered on account of a jewel which he wore. It appears 
that on his return in the morning from school he was given some description of food 
and was then carried away, and thrown into a well. Certain Pariahs were charged 
with the offence but were acquitted, the evidence being insufScient to warrant a 
conviction* 

There were 5 Dacoities, of which two were detected. Two were committed in 
houses and 3 on the highway. The total amount of property lost was Rupees 1,726, of 
which only Rupees 194 worth was recovered. The non-detection of the Buckingham 
Canal dacoity swells the unrecovered amoimt. 

There were 241 cases of House-breaking with 93 detected, which reflects credit 
upon the Police, although they were baffled in 3 grave cases in which it would have 
been highly satisfactory to have obtained convictions. The total value of property 
lost was 12,374, out of which 1,295 Rupees worth was recovered. ^ 

There were 40 cases of House-breaking in the Towns of the Mount, Palaveram, 
Poonamalee and Conjeveram, of which 18 were detected. 



4 cases of robbery occurred in the year 
against 8 in 1881 with results as shewn 
in the margin. No cases of kidnapping 
were reported^ There were 730 cases of 
ordinary thefts with 3 53 detected; the total 
value of property lost was 12,283, of which 
3,384 Rupees worth was recovered. 

139 cases of cattle thefts were reported and 48 were detected. The value of 
cattle lost was 1,891 Rupees and that of the recoveries amounted to 528 Rupees. 

There were 14 cases of passing false coin.

During the year under review 105 Known Depredators were convicted. 

There were 362 cases of accidental deaths against 414 in 1881. 

55 cases of suicides occurred in the year against 45 in 1881. 

There were 87 natural deaths amongst strangers and friendless travellers. 

There were 187 cases of fires against 138 in 1881 ; 329 houses, &c., were burnt anl 
property worth 15,344 Rupees was destroyed ; 1 life was lost. 

There were 66 snake-bites. In 3 oases treatment by Liquor Ammonia was adoptel

The usual staff of 3 Heads and 3 Constables was employed in connection wiA

There were 41 women on the Bolls in the 3 Cantonments. 

There were 89 admissions with venereal complaints into the European 
or nearly 18 per cent, of the European Force. In 1881 there were 94 admissions. 

With reference to District Magistrate's remarks of last year the Police officer 
present at inquests has been ordered to initial each entry in the Death Register. 

There has been no case of sale of kits by soldiers at the Mount since the trans- 
fer of O Battery 1st Brigade. Inspector Daines is now in temporary charge of tbe 
Mount Police during the absence of Inspecter Cameron on leave. Application will be 
made to the Commissioner of Police, Madras» for lists of the known depredator 
of the Town for the use of Saidapet and Sembiem Divisions. Efforts will be made to 
carry out the District Magistrate's suggestions regarding the watching of suspected 
characters. 

Colonel Cunliffe was Superintendent throughout the year, except for two shori 
intervals of leave, when Mr. Bagshawe acted for him. Superintendent's inspectiot 
was complete. 

The fall of rain during the year was 36 inches, nearl] 
South Arcot' . i <■ <• . i ^ ^ 

the same as the average for the last 5 years. 

The prices of the different articles of food have been lower than the average o 
the past 5 years. 
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Cholera was prevalent in Bome parts of the District at the oommenoement of the 
year. 

The strength of the Force at the close of the year was 1,154 of all ranks ; there 
^were 11 vacancies. 

Eplistment was stopped from July as it was expected the Salt Department would 
take over the guarding of the Platforms. The Goondalam and Manambady Platforms 
were taken over, the former on Ist December and the latter on S 1st October 1882, 
the permanent Salt Police being relieved at both stations. The Preventive force is 
gradually being withdrawn from the Salt Circles, The Merkanum Salt guarding will 
Bhiortlj be taken over by the Salt Department. 

There were 302 admissions as in-patients and out-patients iuto the Hospitals 
at Cuddalore and Trinomalai. 2 deaths occurred, 1 from cholera and the other from 
diarrhoea* Ten Constables died out of Hospital, 2 of them from cholera and 2 from 
snakebite. 5th Class Inspector Shaik Abdool Cauder also died duriqg the year« 

The health of the Force on the whole was good. 

1 Head and 24 Constables passed the Test prescribed for Station House Officer 
and 1 Inspector completed the Inspector's Test. 

Of 1^154 Police Officers present on Slsjb December^ 799 or nearly 70 percent, can 
read and write^ 

4 Constables were punished by the Magistracy during the year, 1 of them was 
sentenced to 1 day's rigorous imprisonment for theft of sugar in a Distillery,* and 
the remaining 3 were fined ; 2 for assault and 1 under the Abkarry Act^ 

1 Inspector and 2 Contables were tried by the Sessions Court, Trichinppdiy, for 
alleged offences under Sections 384 and 342i I. F. C, while engaged in arresting 
offenders in that District. The cases nnder sanction of the District Magistrate were 
committed jto the Sessions Court by the Deputy Magistrate on general duties, 
Trichinopoly District, but were thrown out by the Sessions Judge^ the Inspector 
being honorably acquitted^ 

6 Police Officers were rewarded by promotion «nd 326 by money rewards for 
good service riendered in detecting cases^ &o. 

No escape took place from the District Jail* 2 prisoners who got away from the 
Sub- Jail were recaptured. 6 prisoners escaped from other custody, viz., 2 from 
Constables and 4 from Talaries. 5 of them were recaptured. On the 31st Decem- 
ber there were 174 convicts in the Jail against 24i5 in 1381 ^ 

A reduction oflHead '.Constable and 5 Constables was effected in the Sayer Police 
on the withdrawal of import duties on articles passing from French into English 
Territory. The collections nnder all heads except that of liquor were much less than 
those of 1881. This is owing to the import duty on all goods e^ccept liquors opium, 
Ammunition^ ^c.^ having been abolished during the year. 

17 
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Several of the outgates being no longer required ^ere abolished. This enabii 
a second Constable to be sent to gates where up till then single Constables hadbe^ 
posted. Increased eflBciency was thus imparted to the patrol duty. 

In consequence of the irregular line of frontier, a large force of Police is neceji 
sary to put a stop to smuggling. 

429 persons are reported to have died accidentally, viz., 327 by drowning, t 
greater part of them in wells with which this District abounds. These wells e 
small tanks are used chiefly for agricultural purposes, and the absence of any propi- 
fence round them is the cause of many deaths. 4 people were killed by wild beasts 
51 died from snake bite, 2 by Railway accidents, (coolies run over by Ballast Traini 
and 45 lost their lives from other causes. 

Out of 54 suicides, 37 were caused by drowning, 15 by hanging, and 2 by poisci 
In addition to the above 5 persons were found dead, the cause of death being n:? 
known ; but in most instances it^was probably the result of natural causes. 5 peo;! 
died from excessive drinking and 2 from exposure. 

224 cases of accidental fire were reported, the same number as in 1 881. 601 lloa^r 
and 31 straw heaps were burnt and property valued at Bs. 74,496-10-4 was 
troyed 3 children were burnt to death. 

There are 18 Sub-Jails and look-ups in the District, in which 930 short-senteiice: 
prisoners were confined during the year, the average duration of imprisonment beis 
10 days. 

Sanction was obtained for the construction of 1 station and 4 huts at Valatt: 
The whole amount (Rs. 600) granted for repairs was expended. Out of this sumi 
new Station House was built at Ginjee; the room occupied hitherto by the Police:: 
the Sub-Magistrate's Cutcherry being resumed by the Revenue Department. Ke 
stations and huts are much required in this District, but little can be done withsau 
a small annual allotment. 

There are now 1,446 Known Depredators and 435 suspected persons on the Dl^ 
trict Registers against 1,600 Known Depredators and 456 Suspects in 1881. 

Under instructions received from the Inspector-General all persons concersed n 
other than grave crimes and brought on the Registers as Known Depredatori 
during the famine, and suspected persons registered during that period were struck 
off the returns during the year. 

67 Known Depredators and 5 suspected persons were convicted. 

5 time-expired convicts returned to South Arcot from the Andaman Island 
besides 47 Known Depredators from Central Jails. They belong to old Dacoitj 
gangs of the District and are carefully watched by the Police. It is to be hope* 
the favourable season and comparatively cheap prices may keep them from their 
former habits. 
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57 cases were tried bj the Session Court, la 35 of which conviction followed. But 
of 1 42 persons put on their trial only 61 wore found guilty. 

869 cases were referred as false by the Police to the Magistrates, of which 866 
Avere ordered to be struck off. 

652 cases were referred by Magistrates to the Police for enquiry, 

450 cases which were proved to be false were ordered to be struck off the file. 
A Ifchough crime is lighter than in the preceding year, the number of cases referred by the 
Magistrates to the Police is on the increase. 

2,393 warrants and 25,955 summonses issued by Magistrates and Courts both in 
grave and petty cases wore executed by tbe Police, besides 2,141 miscellaneous 
processes. 

No cases of kidnapping for immoral purposes were reported and there were none 
of women murdering their infant children. 

The total number of offences against the Indian Penal Code (Cognizable and 
Non cognizable) reported during the year was 3,770. Of these 1,355 or nearly 36 per 
cent, were convicted. Under Special and Local Laws there were 3,318 cases, of which 
8,042 or 91 per cent, were detected. 

There were 5 cases of murder during tho year, of which 3 or 60 per cent, were 
detected. The other two cases were committed for trial but discharged at the Session 
Court. 

In one of the two undetected cases upon a reference to Government by the 
District Magistrate regarding the finding of the Judge, orders were issued to arrest 
the accused again and to put him before the Court for re- trial. The prisoner has 
since been convicted and sentenced to death. 

The following is a brief account of this crime. 

The victim was a boy of about 1 1 years of age with whose father the accused 
had quarrelled. The latter desiring to be revenged against the father, administered 
arsenic enveloped in jaggery to the son. The latter ate it and died* and the culprit 
when produced before the Committing Magistrate confessed the whole affair, saying 
among other things that he had purchased the arsenic from a certain shop, in company • 
with one Pavaday, that he gave it mixed with jaggery to a boy who was the servant 
of the deceased's father and caused it through his agency to be given to the deceased. 

The above confession was corroborated by the evidence of the shop-keeper who 
sold the arsenic as well as by the statement of Pavaday and of the boy who gave 
the poisoned jaggery to the deceased. 
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The body was sent in to the Zillah Surgeon who opened it and sent the Btomact 
and contents to the Chemical Examiner, also the earth on which deceased had vomit. 
ed. The Chemical Examiner discovered the presence of arsenic but the Judge dis- 
believing the other evidence acquitted the accused, who before the SessioDg Cour. 
had retracted his confession, stating that he had been persuaded by the Police b 
confess before the Assistant Magistrate who committed the case for trial. 

6 cases of Dacoity were reported during the year. 3 occurred in houses 
two in fields. Four of the five caseS) viz., two iu houses and two in fields were committed 
to the Sessions Court, where the accused were acquitted. In two cases in houses sooif 
of the dacoits were recognized by the inmates. The Police arrested 6 persons mi 
a portion of stolen property, 4 of whom were qommitt^d to thp Sessio^s, where tie; 
were acquitted. 

The complainants in the two cases in the field were shepherds, who were attackei 
at night while engaged in watching their flocks. These offences were committed h 
one and the same gang, 5 of whom w^re pursued and arrested by the Police, assii 
by the Village Magistrate and other villagers who upon an alarm being raised M 
run to the spot. The prisoners were committed to the Sessions but were releasee 
the evidence being disbelieved by the Judge. 

Puring the past year no highway dacoities were reported, This orime was Terr 
rife in South Arcot in former years, 

19 cases of robbery were reported during the year, of these 10 or 53 percent 
were detected. 

House-breaking continues to be prevalent and is generally the most difficiii 
of crimes to detect 153 cases were reported, 44 of which or 29 per cent, were detec 
ed. 71 persons were arrested and 55 or 77 per cent, couvicted. Ba. 13,634 wefi 
lost and 4,343 or just a little oyer 31 per cent, recovered, 

202 cases of cattle-theft occurred, of which 84 or 42 pep cent, were detectec 
178 persons were arrested and 134 or 75 per cent, were convicted. Out of Bj 
3,721 worth lost, 1,966 or 53 per cent, were recovered. 

The conduct of the Police during the j^ar i^w been on the whole good, d 
does not pall for any special notice, 

Lieut.-Oolonel Jenkins was Superintendent and Mr. Stoddard, Aflsiataiii 
Superintendent, throughout the year. Inspection pf stations by both oflScers was 
thorough and complete. 

The fall of rain was both copious and timely; the season has consequently bee^ 
favorable ; the prices of all articles of food have fallen cor. 
* siderably; the crops have been fair average ones and tin 

people generally appear tp bp quiet and contented.. 

The general health of the District however has not been such as could have beefl 
expected during a good season ; fever has to some extent been prevalent and cholera 
also appeared ; the Police returns give a total of 4,632 deaths from the latter cause alooei 
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The Districb force during the year under review has been adequate to all its 
requirements ; at times it was under the sanctioned strength, but this was owing to 
the complete stoppage of enlistments in consequence of the Salt Department taking 
over some of the Factories* 

The service still continues to be popular, and candidates when required are 
always available ; no man is entertained unless he can read and write and is able to 
produce testimonials of character and respectability. 

2 Police OflGicers were convicted during the year. They were found guilty under 
Section 323 of the Penal Code and fined each 2 Rupees by the Joint Magistrate in 
one case and by the Bench Magistrates in the other. 

The conduct of the Force has been fairly good and the duties devolving on it 
were generally well and efficiently performed. 

16 men were under instruction in the Station House Officer's class at Head 
Quarters and 15 recruits were drafted to out stations after passing in school and drill. 

13 house-dacoities occurred during the year; an increase of 3 cases as compared 
with the previous year ; and detection fell from 40 per cent, in 1881 to 23 per cent, 
in the year under report ; only one of the 13 cases can be compared in heinousness to 
those of former years ; it was committed close to Trivady by a party of Koravers and 
KuUars f rom the Trichinopoly District. The gang was traced principally from the 
act of one of them having dislocated his ankle, and being obliged to hire a bandy to 
carry him and two of his comrades who staid to look after him; they were tracked 
into Trichinopoly, and thence after considerable difficulty beyond that town to the 
westward ; in the end four of the gang were captured and convicted, but the others 
made good their escape. These dacoits had a gun with them, which they fired on 
being pursued, slightly wounding one of the villagers. 

The Kulamanikum case also calls for remark ; this however can scarcely be 
styled a dacoity. The attack was got up by an influential man upon a Ohetty more 
with a view of disgracing his family than of looting him. The crime wag committed 
by people in the neighbourhood who were not thieves, but were at the beck and call 
of the Mirassidar, the instigator of -the offence. It is satisfactory to report that 
he was sentenced to 3 years* imprisonment* 

The third Dacoity convicted took place in Tiruvedamardoor Cusba; it was commit- 
ted by some bad characters living in the Tanjore and Combaconum Taluqs. The Police 
of the Papanasam and Trivady Divisions followed up the case and did very good 
work in it. 

The lyaramuUoor case was committed for trial with 8 prisoners, but was lost at 
Sessions. Later in the year the Superintendent had occasion to visit the village ; and 
from what he could ascertain from the people he believes the Police had the right 
parties in custody. Five of the other cases were committed by Tanjore Taluq and 
Poodoocotah KuUars, and two more by dacoits from Karikal ; beyond beating a few 
people with sticks, in none was any great violence used. The remaining 2 cases 
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were evidently the work of local bad characters and nob that o! dacoits ; in factoce 
of them was to all intents and purposes a house-breaking. There is every pro- 
bability of one and perhaps of both the cases, committed by the Karikal dacoits 
being brought to light. 

This report is for the calendar year only, but it may be remarked that since tie 
5th of November up to the close of the oflficial year, there has not been a sir 
dacoity in the District, 

There was only one Highway Dacoity during the year, 2 people were attacked os 
the road and robbed of their jewels. In 1881 there were 5 such cases. There vaj 
no Field dacoity during 1882. 

In robbery there is also considerable improvement. 

In 1881 there were 11 cases and in 1882 there were 8. 

Cattle thefts have fallen from 179 in 1881 to 153 in 1882 ; the detection haw 
also improved in the latter year by more than 1 1 per cent. 

Ordinary thefts have fallen from 1,455 to 1,130; and the detection has risenS 
per cent. 

The chief crime of the District is House-breaking. There is a decrease of 71 casa 
under this head in 1882 as compared with the previous year ; but the detectioaii 
about the same. The crime of burglary is a very difficult one to trace and detect. 
It is matter for surprise that even this little in the way of detection is achieved. ^^ 
have no Village Police in the District ; and the first intelligence of the occurrence 
of a burglary either reaches the Station House hours after it has been committed, 
or it may happen that a Beat Constable gets news of it some hours after daj-light, 
when the perpetrators are miles away, having left no trace whatever behind them. 1^ 
is very hard to obtain clues in such cases. 

There were 4 cases of murder reported during the year, of which 3 were detected 
In these 3 offences two men were sentenced to death, and one was transported 
for life. One of the crimes was committed in Tanjore Town ; it was marked b; 
great brutality, and there was no apparent motive for it beyond a mere woraj 
quarrel. The accused was a lazy, thriftless individual, who instead of working fo^ 
his own support lived on the bounty of his sister's husband ; the sister got tired oi 
his intrusion and spoke to him on the subject j they parted in anger, she leaving ^, 
in the house. On her return she found him seated near the door, and one of t^ 
children lying inside the house with its throat cut from ear to ear. 

Another case occurred in the Sheally Taluq in a village named Achapooram 
attached to Anikaran-Chutram Station House. In this case, which is one of ^^^^^ 
instances in which valuable jewellery worn by young people afford an incentive to 
murder ; a boy of 1 5 years of age was killed for the sake of a pair of gold bangles, the 
murderer was a goldsmith and used to work for deceased's father ; the bangles were 
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found in the goldsmith's house, where also the knife with which the murder had been 
committed was discovered. The accused was sentenced to death. 

In a third case a man murdered his step-mother with whom he had for some time 
constantly quarrelled. After hacking her to death with a knife, he ran to the Police 
station and gave information that two men had killed her; a very little inquiry 
however disclosed the real facts and the man was arrested. At the Sessions Court 
it appeared that he was insane, but after some time spent in the Lunatic Asylum in 
Madras he was sent back, tried and sentenced to transportation for life. 

The fourth case remains undetected. A man whose name and residence could 
not be ascertained was found dead in a field with his hands tied together ; there were 
also marks of violence on different parts of his body ; and a stick stained with blood 
was found near him; there were some suspicions against one man and he was 
arrested, but the offence could not be brought home to him. 

One caiise celebre happened during the year. The Superintendent of Police 
received 2 telegrams about the 11th of November stating that the Pundara Sunnadi of 
the Surianar Covil Mutt bad been murdered, but that at the inquest a verdict of 
suicide had been brought in. The Superintendent at once proceeded to the spot and 
found the Mutt in possession of the people of a neighbouring and rival Mutt. From 
the position and dimensions of the room in which the body had been found the 
Superintendent satisfied himself that it could not have been a case of suicide* The 
facts elicited at subsequent enquiries tended to prove that a murder had been com* 
mitted, but the Police encountered great difficulty in arriving at the truth. The 
body was exhumed but as this was 16 or 17 days after death, the examination gave no 
satisfactory result. The rope from which the corpse was found hanging had been 
made away with. 

One man who had been arrested seeing evidence gradually coming out against 
him at last offered to make a confession on the condition of being pardoned ; he 
was admitted an approver, and with himself he implicated 3 others. 

The case was committed on this and other evidence ; but in the Sessions Court 
some of the prosecution witnesses contradicted themselves and each other, so the 
prisoners were discharged. 

The verdict at the inquest being that it was a suicide and the Judge and asses- 
sors inclining to this belief the case has not been registered as a murder ; but the 
Superintendent who personally investigated the affair following it through all its 
intricacies still holds to the belief that it was a murder. 

There were 2 cases of culpable homicide, both of which were convicted. These 
cases call for no particular remarks. In one a man killed his vnfe in a fit of jealousy; 
and in the other the death of a man resulted from a quarrel and fight between him, his 
uncle and the latter's 2 sons. In the course of the fight the deceased was beaten with 
the yoke of a plough from the effects of which he died. 
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In the former case the husband was sentenced to 10 years rigorous impriRonineal 
in the latter 2 of the combatants were sentenced to transportation for life, 

466 cases of accidental deaths were reported during the year. Of these 173 men 
and 143 women were drowned ; 62 men and 44 women died from snake-bite. Tic 
men were accidentally run over by trains and the deaths of 32 males and 10 festak 
are shown under the head of other causes. 

There was a decrease of 567 in the number of warrants issued in 1882 u 
compared with 1881 ; the numbers being respectively 7,107 and 7»674. In summooj 
es there was however a large increase during 1882 upon the figures of the prevk 
year, the numbers being respectively 52,760 and 49,689. 

511 cases of accidental fires were reported, in which 854 houses m 
burnt ; the value of property destroyed was Rupees 16,021-14-8. One child, n 
burnt to death. 

There are 15 Sub- Jails in the District in which 1,249 short«sentenced prisons; 
were confined during the year. The average duration of the confinement of ead 
convict was 1045 days. 

There were no escapes from the Jail or the Sub- Jails. There were 15 escapes fros 
other custody with 14 recaptures. 

There were no cases of kidnapping for immoral purposes. 

During the year there were 11 Sessions held in the South Tanjore Court, andtb 
Superintendent attended 6 of them; the Assistant Superintendent did not attend tb 
Court. 

In the North Tanjore Court there were 10 Sessions during the year. The Assista: 
Superintendent was present at one of them and the Superintendent at 3. 

A Marine Force was organized from the 1st of August. The merchants i: 
Negapatam were opposed to it ; and after its organization and on an appeal to Got 
emment by the merchants, it was considerably reduced in strength, a party of 2Bd 
Constbles and 10 Constables being retained for passenger boats. 

There have been no cases this year in which women were found guiltj i 
murdering their infant children. 

Colonel RoUand the Superintendent of the District, returned ftom furlooj: 
and resumed charge of the District on the 20th of May from Captain Hodgson wt 
acted during his absence. The Assistant Superintendent, Mr, G. A. Stanley Thomp 
son, was transferred from this to the Kumool District in the middle of August 
Mr. L. G. Arbuthnot was appointed in his place. He assumed charge of the Sub-dirisfe 
on the 10th September 1882. 

Inspection by Superintendent was not quite complete. He was unable to tIs. 
7 stations on account of the floods. The Assistant Superintendent visited all k^^ 
stations. 
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TricUaopoly. Daring the year 1882 there was abundant rain and the 

wet crops were as plentiful as in 1881 ; the price of food 
was low. 

The south-west monsoon commenced later than in the previous year. Dry crops 
were good. Some damage was caused to a few of the Police buildings in con- 
sequence of heavy rain and sufficient funds were not available for repairs. 

The number of cases of dacoity reported during the year was 7 and the num- 
ber of cases detected 4. There were 4 house dacoities» of which 3 were detected ; 
ind 3 field dacoi ties, of which 1 was detected. The number of persons arrested was 
16 ; the number convicted 16. Rupees 893 worth of property was lost. Seven cases 
>f robbery were reported with 2 detections and 3 oases of murder with no 
letection. One case of culpable homicide occurred ; it remains undetected. 

Cholera in an epidemic form broke out at the end of the year 1881 and prevailed 
bill the month of March 1882, during which time 2 Policemen were attacked; one 
recovered and the other died. The disease again broke out on the 4th November 1882 
3tnd was present in the town and suburbSi and in many taluqs of the District till the 
end of February 1883. Two Constables died from its effects before the close of 
the year ; neither of these men went to Hospital. Seven cases of venereal disease 
were admitted into the Hospital. 

The average strength of the Force was 838. 

The strength of the Force on the 31st December 1882 was 14 Inspectors^ 3 
Sub-Inspectors, 4 European Head Constables, 90 Head Constables and 636 Constables* 
There were several vacancies in the grade of Constable during the past year conse- 
quent upon the difficulty experienced in getting recruits passed by the Zillah Surgeon 
who rejects about 75 per cent of the candidates sent for Medical examination. This 
materially affects the efficient working of the Police. The District was nevertheless 
up to its full strength throughout the year under review. 

As a rule illiterate men are not enlisted. 

Out of 14 Inspectors 11 have completed tbe Inspector's Test. 

2 Mahomedans, Meer Hoossain Ally and Shore Ally Beg, both members of res-^ 
pectable families, were nominated Sub-Inspectora by the Inspector-GFeneral of Police 
and joined the District in the month of July 1882. They are at present under 
instruction and are found willing and intelligent. Meer Hoossain Ally had very little 
knowledge of any language except his own when he joined, but has applied himself 
to the task and is making fair progress in acquiring Tamil. He appeared for the 
Departmental Test, but failed. Shere Ally Beg has a sufficient knowledge of Tamil 
and English to enable him to transact his duties in either language. He would have 
appeared for the Departmental Test, but was prevented by illness. 

There are 61 illiterate men in the District^ but they are men of long servioe and 
are employed at Jails and Treasury guards. 

X9 
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The Black mark system lias been for several years in force in this District and 
is found to work well. Red marks are awarded for instances of good service, Durinj 
the year 8 Constables passed the Station House Officers' eicamination j 94 men in 
all have passed this test. 

32 Constables were discharged on Medical certificates. 

7 members of the Force were prosecuted during the year. 

The great annual festival at Sreerungham commenced on the llth Deoember 
1882 and closed on the 31st idem. The 21«t was the principal day. The gatheriDgol 
pilgrims at the shrine this year was estimated at about 12,000 against 7,000 in 1881. 
These figures are far below those of past years, probably owing to the out-break d 
cholera in 1881 and 1882, and a timely warning published in consequence by tie 
District Magistrate. Sanitary and Police arrangements were successfully carrieJ 
out. There were 36 cases of cholera against 26 in the previous year, of which 15 
proved fatal. The disease was prevalent in the town as well as in several parh 
of the District. Only one Constable was attacked but recovered ; he M 
come on duty from North Arcot There were no accidents of any kind darin; 
the festival, which passed off quietly. Only 6 cases of theft were reported with a 
loss of property valued at Rupees 126; all the cases were detected and Rupees IK 
worth of property was recovered. Seven persons were arrested and convicted* 

An extra force of about 100 men from other Districts was obtained to assist tb 
local Police* 



The Mohorrum festival came off in the month of November. Care was exi 
in granting permission in the case of processions passing by temples and especii 
when the route lay along the main Bazaar street and Tailors* street^ which thorougli' 
fares were the scene of a collision between Mussulmans and Hindoos in 1880. 

The Mussulmans declined to carry out the Mohorrum unless they were allowed 
to pass by temples without stopping their music. The Magistrate delegated the duty 
of regulating all music and processions to the Superintendent of Police under Section 
49, Police Act ; but as the promulgation of any general order on the subject was not 
approved by Government, every procession was dealt with separately. After tie 
disturbances which took place in Salem, there was an increased feeling of antagonism 
and disquietude in the town, which rose to such a pitch that grave apprehensions 
were entertaitjed that a rising of the people would take place during the celebratioa 
of the Hindoo festival called the Poolyar Chavoty, which took place on the 16tli 
September, and that a serious disturbance would ensue. Special measures were accord- 
ingly adopted ; a large number of Police was called in for duty from Taluqs; strongi 
bodies of armed men with loaded carbines were located at the CutwalChawdy, the Bock; 
Fort and the Prince of Wales' gateway ; close communication was kept up with the^ 
parties from aU the main streets so that immediate information might reach them of 
any manifestation cf uneasiness. This extra Force was detained in the Towu iJn^ 
the Mohorrum had passed over; as there was no indication of the existing feeling of 
antagonism being likely to subside, it was thought desirable that a special guarf 
should be established at the Cutwal Chawdy. 
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The Superintendent accordingly addressed the District Magistrate on the subject, 
and on his concurrence the Inspector-General of Police obtained the sanction of 
Government for the application of Madras Act No, III of 1882 to a certain portion 
of the town, for the maintenance of a Punitive Force to C3nsist of 2 European Head 
Constables, 2 Native Head Constables and 26 Constables. 

One Police station was built during the year at Andimuddum at a cost of Bb. 
975 ; the village of Kajendrampatam where the station used to be having been trans- 
erred to South Arcot by departmental arrangements. No new huts were construct- 
ed during the year, A lightning conductor was fixed to the Head-Quarter Office Maga- 
zine at a cost of Rupees 98. Several stations and huts greatly needed repair, but as 
funds were limited only the most urgent cases could be taken in hand. 

A portion of the Garrison Hospital is still occupied as a Police Hospital under 
the supervision of the Civil Surgeon. Steps have been taken to secure a separate 
building, and arrangements will be made, as soon as it is known what decision 
has been arrived at about a Base Hospital in Trichinopoly* The number of men 
treated during the year was 287, 

The average number of convicts confined in the Central Jail during the year 
was 880. The average number of convicts confined in the District Jail was 
120. The average Police guard employed consisted of 13 Head Constables 
and 77 men under the supervision of a European Head Constable. The average 
Police guard at the District Jail was 8 Head Constables and 22 men. No disturbances 
of any kind occurred in either of the Jails during the year. 

The Military pensioners enlkted for the cholera camp were discharged at the 
beginning of the year. 

There were 2 escapes, one from Central and one from Distriot Jail. Botli 
prisoners were recaptured. 

There are 9 Sub-Jails in the District for the confinement of short-sentenced 
prisoners. The number of prisoners confined during the year was 892, the average 
term of imprisonment was ten days. 

1,627 warrants and 18,177 summonses were executed and served by Police. 

The Village Police are generally available to assist the regular Police and 
make themselves useful for night rounds ; they are no longer employed on Revenue 
duties. 

There were 310 accidental fires. 1,800 houses were burnt involving a 
loss of Rupees 32,943, and 4 lives were lost. 

The total number of suicides was 44. 

65 cases of breach of Abkarry Law were prosecuted, 60 of which were convicted. 

601 cases of breach of Salt Regulations were prosecuted and convictions were 
obtained in 526 cases. 
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No cases of dragginj; were reported daring the year. There were 126 cases ol 
cattle theft, of which 42 were coDvicted. 

43 cases were referred by Magistrates ; 43 were stmck off as false ; 788 cases 
were referred by Police Officers under Sections 117 and 125»C. P. C.^ and all wen 
ordered to be struck off. 145 cases were prosecuted by Police and found to be false 
after enquiry and trial by Criminal Courts. 

38 cases with 80 persons were tried by the Sessions ; out of which conyictioDfl 
were obtained in 27 cases with 48 persons convicted. 

There was no case of kidnapping for immoral purposes, 

682 known depredators and 167 suspects were on the lists at the end of jev, 
during the course of which 39 of the former and 1 of the latter were conyicted. 

2nd Class Inspector Gurusawmy Mudali was charged with haying wrongfullr 
confined a Taluq peon in order to make him giye certain eyidence against the Taloii 
Daffadar. The charge was manifestly a falra one and the Inspector was acquitted. 
There had been much ill-feeling between this Inspector and the Taluq officials, whicii 
no doubt led to the charge against him. The Inspector was disliked because k 
had brought yarious irregularities to notice. He has been transferred as it would be 
inexpedient to allow him to remain risking a recurrence of similar accusations. 

Fourth grade Head Constable No. 375» Soobbaroya Pillay, 4tl|L grade E^ 
Constable No. 751» Goyindasawmy, and Constable Nullappa Beddy and two otber 
Constables of Arealore diyision were charged with extorti(m. The case was enquirei 
into by the Assistant Magistrate, who sentenced each of the Head Constables ani 
Constable Nullappa Beddy to one yearns rigorous imprisonment and released \}» 
other two Constables. On appeal to the Session Court the prisoners were at m 
released on bail and on a subsequent hearing the conyiction by the Assistant Magii* 
trate was reyersed. 

No case was reported of women murdering their infant children • 

187 Police Officers obtained salt rewards during the year. 

The sums thus receiyed by them amounted to Bs. 879-1-3. 

The number of stations in the District is 61 ; all were inspected once and someo! 
them more frequently by Lieut.- Colonel Court, who was Superintendent throughon; 
the year. 

jl^^^ The ramfall amounted to 30*29 inches. 

Mr. G. E. Baudry, Acting Assistant Superintendent, left the District en l^i- 
February 1882 ; he was succeeded by Mr. J. P. Sulliyan. 

The sanctioned strength of the district for all seryices was : Inspectors 24; 
Sub-Inspectors 5 ; Head Constables 152 ; Constables 1)079. 

The actual strength on the 31st December 1882 was : Inspectors 22; Sub-Ic' 
specters 5; Head Constables 1 42; Constables 992. 
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33 men were enlisted during the year. Since June 1882, all enlistments were 
stopped to oreate vacancies for the reception of the Police relieved by the 
Salt Department. 9 Heads and 53 Constables had to be provided for. All have been 
absorbed with the exception of 3 Head Constables. 

80 per cent, of the entire Force can read and write, 

353 men were treated in Hospital as in-patients and 369 as out-patients ; of these 
6 died. The general health of the PoUce has been good. 



There were 125 casualties, namely, 23 discharged on gratuity and pension, 29 
eaigned, 23 were dismissed and 1 1 died ; 39 temporary salt men were discharged.

There were 15 murders; of these 2 were detected. Of 2 persons convicted 
1 was transported for life and 1 was sentenced to death. The most interest- 
ing case occurred at Bameswaram and is described by the District Magistrate in iiii 
remarks. It need not therefore be repeated here ; there can be very little doubt ate 
its being a human sacrifice. 

The murderers in 3 cases committed suicide. 

6 cases of culpable homicide were committed during the year; 3 were detect- 
ed and 3 persons were convicted, 

11 cases of dacoily were repoited and 2 cases of the previous year were brougl 
under enquiry ; 5 of these cases were detected. Of 67 persons arrested, 23 m 
convicted and 5 were under trial on 31st December 1882. Of property, valued Rs. l^t 
losti only Rs. 57 were recovered. 

2 cases of dacoity in houses were committed during the year ; of these 1 cai 
with 5 persons remained under trial on Slst December 1882, and was committed 
the Sessions in January 1883. The other case has been referred as false. Of proper 
valued Rs. 572 lost, Rs. 225 were recovered. 

8 cases of dacoity on highways were reported, and 1 case of the previous je^ 
was brought to trial j of these 4 cases were detected.

10 cases of robbery were committed with 4 cases detected ; of 18 perso' 
arrested, 9 persons were convicted ; of Rs. 447 lost, 150 Rs. were recovered. Tb^

4 others with 2 detected. 

26 cases of criminal trespass in Towns, Sections 447 to 462, were repo* 
and 14 were detected ; of 37 persons arrested, 26 were convicted ; of ^^

708 cases of criminal trespass in villages were reported, and 18 cases of Ibepr^ 
vious year were brought to trial ; of these 159 cases were detected ; of 1,083 per'^ 
arrested, 247 persons were convicted ; and of Rs. 24,526 lost, Rs. 2,554 were recovers 
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3J6 cases of cattle-theft were reported and 14 cases of the previous year were 
brought under enquiry. In 126 cases detected, 336 persons were arrested, and 173 
convicted. Of Bs. 5,397 lost, Rs. 2,768 were recovered. 

776 cases of ordinary theft were reported and 32 cases of the previous year 
were brought under enquiry. In 355 oases detected, 1,299 persons were arrested 
and 555 were convicted. Of Es. 17,421 lost, Ks. 4,305 were recovered. 

There were no cases of kidnapping for immoral purposes. 

1 case of drugging was reported, and in this 2 persons were convicted. 

223 cases of all kinds were referred by Magistrates for Police enquiry under 
Section ] 10, 0.0. P. 

Of these 1 case was found to be true and the rest false ; Magistrate's orders 
were received to strike off 212 of them. No orders have been received regarding 
the remaining 10 cases. 

The Police referred as false 1,564 cases under Sections 117 and 125, 0. 0, P.; 
of these 1,466 were ordered by the Magistrates to be removed from the Police file. 
Of the other 98 cases. Magistrates considered 17 cases should be retained on the file 
and 13 cases were convicted. No orders were received in 68 cases. 

107 cases were tried by Sessions Court and 63 or 58-8 per cent, were convicted ; 
of 190 persons tried, 103 persons were convicted. 

There was one case of infanticide, particulars as follows : — 

On the 29th May 1882 it was reported to Yellamallai Police Station, Ooslamputty 
Division, that a female child, a month old, had been found dead in a well. On en- 
quiry, it turned out that the child's mother Alagammal having had a quarrel with 
her husband and mother-in-law on the 27th, left the house with her infant, threw the 
child into the well and went away to a neighbouring village where she lived by begging. 
The Police arrested her and she at once made a full confession of the crime. She 
was committed to the Court of Sessions and transported for life. 

Inspection by the Superintendent was not quite complete ; he did not visit 5 
stations owing to an outbreak of cholera and to his presence being required at 
Rameseram ii^ the pilgrim- murd er case. The Assistant Superintendent was unable to 
visit one station on account of heavy rain. 

28 inches of rain fell during the year ; the average rain- 
inneve y. ^^j during the last 6 years was 31 inches. 

The prices of staple articles of food declined in a marked degree. 
The sanctioned strength of the Force has been maintained and no difficulty having 
been experienced in enlisting able-bodied and educated youths as Constables. 

2 European Head Constables, 2 Native Head Constables and 6 Constables, in all 
10, were dismissed, 

8 Constables resigned, 
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The general conduct of Inspectors has been satisfactory, but very few have proTeJ 
themselves equal to the task of detecting grave cases against property. They are no 
match for the professional criminals, of whom men of the Maraver class form the 
majority. 

The Sub-Inspectors, of whom 4 are allotted to this district, are intelligent young 
men, and have performed their duties fairly well. 

All Head Constables who have charge of stations have passed the prescribed test- 
Beat duties have on the whole been weU performed by Constables, several oi 

whom did good service in picking up information which eventually led to tit 

apprehension and conviction of offenders. 



The fines of the year amounted .to Rs. 134-2-8. In the cases of Constable^ 
who are poorly paid, fines are objectionable, and the punishment was rarely resorteJ 
to by the Superintendent. In addition to the above sum, Rs. 80-3-0 were stoppe^i 
from the pay of men who absented themselves without leave. 

1 Head Constable was convicted by a Magistrate under Section 202, P. C, an: 
1 Constable under Section 44 of the Police Act, the sentences being fines of Ks. 2" 
and Rs. 10 respectively. 

14 men were promoted by the Superintendent for good service in detecting cases, 
and 12 were rewarded by the Inspector-Greneral on theSuperintendent's recommenda- 
tion. The rewards amounted to Rs. 28, of which Rs. 10 were granted to 2 Head 
Constables, and Rs. 18 to 4 Constables. 

For the detection of offences under the Abkarry Act, a sum of Rs. 45-12-0 wa> 
paid by Sub-Magistrates, the recipients being 1 European Head Constable Rs. i 
1 Native Head Constable Rs. 10-2-0, and 4 Constables Rs. 27-10-0. 

Illiterate men are being gradually weeded out ; but 167 still remain in the Force; 
756 men can read and write. 1 Sub-Inspector and 22 Constables passed the Station 
House Officer's Test, and 1 European Head Constable and 14 Recruits qualified ii 
Constable's Catechism. 2 newly appointed Head Constables remained under instructioi 
at the end of the year. 

53 Officers and men were enlisted during the year. Of these 1 was entertained as a 
Sub-Inspector, 3 as European Head Constables, 2 as Native Head Constables and 4* 
as Constables. 

1 Inspector, 7 Head Constables and 16 Constables were pensioned. 

8 Constables were discharged with gratuity. 

1 Constable deserted and 7 died. 

224 men were treated in the Police Dispensary at Palamcottah, and 517 wer*^ 
admitted as out-patients in Taluq Dispensaries ; 1 Constable died in hospital. 

The Salt stations of the District were transferred to the Salt Department in 
March 1882. 43 Salt thefts were reported and convictions were obtained ; in all r' 
persons were arrested and 63 convicted. 
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The Police were entrusted with the duty of executing 2,677 warrants of arrest. 

There were also 18 Search warrants, 160 Remand warrants, 347 Distress war- 
rants,' and 3,217 Miscellaneous processes. 

24,893 summonses were served, 9,588 having been issued by Magistrates in Grave 
offences and 15,305 in Petty cases. 

The average number of convicts in the District Jail was a fraction over 181 : 
none escaped. 

406 prisoners were confined in the 16 subsidiary Jails of the District. The 
average duration of their confinement was about 2^ days. 

A few remarks must be made with regard to two escapes of prisoners 
from the Sub-Jail at Tenkasi. The first occurred on the 7th October. On the 
morning of that date the warder without either the Head Constable of the guard 
or the sentry being present unlocked the door of a cell in which 2 prisoners 
were confined. He took one of the prisoners with him to the back of the Sub-Jail 
to move some pots, leaving the other alone in the verandah. The latter finding no 
one to prevent his exit quietly walked away, and has not since been traced. He 
was a Pullen, 25 years of age, and was in custody on a charge of poisoning. The Head 
Constable, Sentry and other Constables of the guard were at the time inside the 
Taluq Cutcherry near the Treasury, and the excuse they gave was that they re- 
ceived no intimation from the warder that he was about to unlock the door of the 
cell. This the warder denied. Be this as it may ; it was an excuse that could not 
be accepted, for had the sentry walked as he ought to have done to and from the 
Treasury and Sub- Juil, he would have seen what the warder was doing and the Head 
Constable was to blame for having taken no notice of the sentry's neglect. Both 
were placed under suspension by the Superintendent and the Constable was prose- 
cuted before the Head Assistant Magistrate under Section 223 P. C. The evidence 
given before the Magistrate was very conflicting ; the Police threw the blame on the 
warder for not warning them that the prisoners were about to be taken out by him, and 
the warder to screen himself swore that several Policemen including the Head Con- 
stable and sei;Ltry were present when the door of the cell was opened. The most 
important witness in the case was the prisoner who was confined with the one who 
escaped. When examined by the Magistrate his evidence was favourable to the 
sentry ; it was evide;nt that he had been tampered with. The evidence was too doubt- 
ful to make a conviction safe, and on that ground the Constable was acquitted. 
There can be no doubt that, as remarked by the Head .Assistant Magistrate, the 
guarding at Tenkasi Jail was very Jax. This was the second instance of a prisoner 
escaping from it, The first one occurred in November 1881. 

The Superintendent placed the above facts before the Inspector-^Gteneral, who 

issued instructions that the Divisional Inspector and Cusbah Head Constable should be 

reduced one grade eqrch for 6 months ; that the Head Constable of the Treasury guard 

should be reduced one grade permanently, and the sentry be suspended for 3 months. 

The Inspector was transferred to another Division and the Inspector of Palamcottah 

took his place. The Head Constable and Constables were ^o removed to other Divisions.

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The blame for the next escape falls entirely on the Police. On the 20th Decci. 
ber between 3 and 4 a. m. a convicted prisoner effected his escape from the mt 
Sub- Jail by breaking one of the iron-bars and wrenching off another from the fraot 
work of the front door, getting through the gap thus effected. He was last sa: 
by the Head Constable in charge of the guard at 3 a. m. and the sentry was the 
alert, but at 4 a. m. when the sentry had to be relieved, the Head Constable fod 
the cell empty and the two bars on the floor. It would appear that the light in front rf 
the Sub-Jail went out at 2-30 a. m. from want of oil, and the prisoner availed lun. 
self of the darkness and the sentry's negligence to escape. He was a honse-breake 
and had been sentenced by the Taluk Magistrate on the previous day to 6 montln 
rigorous imprisonment and a fine of Rupees 200. It was impossible for him to krc 
carried out his plan so successfully without making a good deal of noise. It is 
evident therefore that the sentry relying on the apparent security of the Sub-Jai 
sat down and dozed in front of the Treasury inside the Cutcherry, instead of wallis 
from the Treasury to the Sub- Jail and back. He was suspended and his prosecntid 
under Section 223 P. C. was ordered. The case remained under enquiry at the end if 
the year. It has since been disposed of by the Taluk Magistrate, who sentenced tk 
Constable to simple imprisonment for 3 months. 

Several men were told off for the duty of recapturing the escaped prisoner, te 
nothing was heard of him until the morning of the 24th when his lifeless bodj n 
found hanging from the branch of a tree on the Courtallum road. This branch wasfouai 
to be about 13 feet from the ground. An inquest was held and the verdict, supporuc 
by the certificate of the medical practitioner of Tenkasi, was that the prisoner te 
committed suicide by hanging. Starvation and fear of recapture were believed to b 
the causes that led him to put an end to his life. 

There can be no doubt that the construction of the Sub- Jail was faulty d 
measures are being taken to make it secure. An additional safeguard would be afforded 
by the establishment of a Station house in the open space of ground in front of thei 
Jail ; at present the space allotted to the Police in the Taluk Cutcherry is very limits 

There were 14 escapes from other custody, for 13 of which the village auth* 
rities were responsible. The prisoner in the remaining one was concerned in no les^ 
than 12 cases of House-breaking. He effected his escape before day-break, when i^ 
Head Constable and 2 Constables who had charge of him imprudently allowed him ^ 
go some distance off for the calls of nature. He was afterwards recaptured and con- 
victed at the Sessions for four of the above mentioned cases, the others hsrai 
with the consent of the Court been withdrawn under Section 459, C. C. P. 

The Head Constable and Constable were charged before the Head Assistant Ma- 
gistrate for allowing the escape, but they were discharged. Their neglect was rt 
disposed of departmentaUy by each of them being suspended for 3 months. 

147 persons committed suicide ; 41 were males and 106 females ; 89 resorted < 
drowning, 13 to poison and 45 to hanging. 
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374 cases 6f accidental death occurred. They are classified as follows :— - 
316 by drowning. 

12 from snake-bites. 

13 from falls from trees. 

8 persons were crushed by walls falling on them. 

10 died of injuries from fire. 
1 from the bite of a shark.

No deaths from exposure were reported. 

344 fires involving the loss of property valued at Bs. 81,752»9«7 ^took place 
luring the year. 3,147 houses and 141 straw heaps were thus destroyed. 

Of known depredators 783 males and 3 females were registered, and 208 males 
were classified as suspected characters. 

51 known depredators and 9 suspected persons were convicted. 

46 males and 1 female were brought under the category of " Receivers.'* 

11 toddy shops, 30 gambling houses and 21 houses in which stolen property 
was disposed of, were watched by the Police. 

3,912 cases under the Penal Code were investigated, of which 1,207 (nearly 81 
per cent.) were detected. 

The cases which fell under Special and Local Laws nimibered 3,027 and 5,101 
persons were arrested. 

No cases of Dacoity by torch-light occurred. 

There were 3 Dacoities in houses, 2 of which were cases of aggravated house- 
breaking ; the third was a premeditated offence committed by a gang of 9 men on 
the very night that complainant received a sum of money from some persons who 
had come to his house to arrange about a marriage. The offenders in this case and 
in one of the others were brought to justice; 8 persons were arrested and 6 convicted^ 

9 Dacoities on Highways were committed and 4 were detected. 

The Police were not so successful in their action respecting Dacoities in Fieldg, 
It is true that only 3 such cases were reported, but one alone was detected, and out 
of 12 persons arrested only 1 was convicted. 

7 Bobberies were reported, and 3 detected. 

51 cases of House-breaking by day were registered. 23 were detected mid 25 
persons were convicted. 

There were 336 cases of House-breaking by night. 67 were detected and 101 
persons were convicted. 
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Cattle thefts have steadily decreased since 1879. In that year there were 
c asea. In the year under review 105 were reported, 34 were detected ; 64 persons n^ 
arretted and 53 convicted. 

The Police investigated 650 cases of ordinary theft, and took into custody ^. 
persons, of whom 353 were convicted. 

No cases of Robbery by drugging were reported. 

None of the murders call for special notice. 9 were reported and 5 detected,! 
persons were arrested, and 7 convicted. 

It is believed that several cases of infanticide occurred, but no cases w 
reported. The mothers were invariably screened by interested persons, and the boic 
of the infants were secretly disposed of. 

One case of Eadnapping for immoral purposes was brought to the notice: 
the Police. The offender was convicted. 

Cattle-poisoning is rarely resorted to in Tinnevelly; no cases were repom 
during the year. 

62 cases were tried by the Sessions Court, and convictions were obtained : 
38 cases. 155 persons were tried, and 78 convicted. 

The Police were entrusted with the duty of investigating 133 cases which ^^ 
referred to them by Magistrates. 92 of these were found to be false. 

The tendency of the people to make false complaints continues to be as prevale: 
as ever, but curiously enough, the injured parties are unwilling to prosecute tbei 
accusers and the disputes are generally compounded. The number of cases referred 
by Police to Magistrates was 846, of which 831 were struck off. 

144 cases, with 522 persons, were prosecuted by the Police and found false b 
Jdagistrates. This is a large number, and the only conclusions that can be arrived s 
are either that the Police consciously supported complainants in their tsiae chai^ 
or that ihey were not clever enough to perceive the true nature of the compUiiitsi 
their preliminary investigations, or that the Magistrates erred in their judgments. 

There were no cases under the Vagrancy Act, 

The sum of Bupees 3,624 was sanctioned for the consteuction of huts at ^

All the stations in the Superintendent's range were inspected by Major Whitloclc 
id Colonel Coningham, and the former Officer also inspected 9 stations in the 
ssistsjit Superintendent's range. 

Inspection in the Sub-Division was not very regularly conducted. This was partly 
ving to frequent changes of officers. By the end of the year, however, inspection 
as complete. 

It is necessary that the state of the Village Police should be touched upon. The 
rstem undoubtedly requires to be remodelled. At present there is little or no 
ipervision over Taliaries, and in the Maraver-ridden Taluqs they hamper rather 
lan aid the regular Police in their investigations. Being mostly Maravers them- 
jlves they sympathize with Maraver criminals and frequently aid them in 
leir depredations. It seems advisable that they should be brought under the 
Lrect control of the District Superintendent. That they should be provided with 
jnnuds bearing that officer's signature, and with badges of office to distinguish 
lem from Vetteyans. Their names also should be enrolled in the District Police 
office. 

Whether the arrangements sketched above would have the effect of putting down 
arglaries time alone would show. The principal stumbling block to successful working 
ould be the black-mail system which is apparently ineradicable. 

The rain-fall for 1882 was 39-01 inches against an average of 33-72 for the 5 
preceding years, and the prices of food grains were conse- 
quently lower than in 1881.

The Gleneral Police was 7 Head Constables and 62 Constables and the Special 
^olice 1 Head Constable and 52 Constables below sanctioned strength on the 31st 
)ecember 1882. 

One Inspector, 9 Head Constables (including one European Head Constable 
£ the Punitive Force dismissed for drunkenness) and 47 Constables were dismissed, 
,nd 1 Sub-Inspector and 45 Constables resigned the service during the year. The 
otal number of dismissals and resignations was 57 and 46 against 24 and 83 respec- 
ively in the previous year. The increase under the former head was owing to the 
Jalem riots, when 1 Inspector, 8 Head Constables and 26 Constables were compelled 
o leave the service under circumstances the particulars of which are related further on. 

3 Inspectors and 48 men were punished by reduction* Of these reductions 
hose of 1 Inspector and 4 men were in connection with the riots.

The Inspector-General also sanctioned rewards of Rupees (10) to 2 Koraversi: 
services rendered in the arrest of an escaped prisoner. 

The number of men of all grades able to read and write was 773 and of illiten^ 
men 418. 

One Inspector, 1 Sub-Inspector (unpassed), 1 Head Constable (unpassed)!: 
29 Constables went through the school in the year. Out of the 29 Constables, 6 k 
passed Station House Officers' Test. There were in all 97 recruits in the school. 

School was held but irregularly during the latter six months of the year ovi 
to the disturbances in Salem in July and August when every available manw 
required for duty. 

One Inspector, 1 Sub-Inspector, 4 Head Constables and 93 Constables v&' 
enlisted for the General Police, and 1 Special Inspector, 8 European Head Comt^ 
bles, 7 Native Head Constables and 162 Constables for the Special Police. This Foi« 
has since been brought up to its full strength. 

One Head Constable and 19 Constables were discharged from the service 
pension and 2 Constables on gratuity. 

2 Constables were struck off as deserters ; and one European Head Constable 
the Special Police and 13 Constables of the General Police died. 

There were 652 patients treated in Police Hospitals and 252 in out-disp<5 
saries ; 6 men died in Hospital. 

Only 2 cases of Salt theft were reported, one of which was detected. Tb' 
persons were arrested and 2 convicted.

On 
light of the 15th August 1882 a gang of 20 dacoits (Lumbadies) appeared before 
louses of two brothers, Kothan and Beeman, in Manickal village of Mathooconda- 
r Station. Kothan while sleeping on his pial was attacked and seriously wounded 
lis forehead and mouth. The gang then entered into the house, plundered it 
tried to kill Kothan*s wife with a bill-hook. Kothan effected his escape to his 
her Beeman's house, and on the gang attempting to follow him Beeman fired 
isketinto the crowd killing two of them. The case was committed to the Sessions, 
the accused were released for want of evidence. 

28 robberies were reported and 14 detected; 37 peirsons were arrested, 18 

victed. 

413 House-breakings were reported. 135 were detected, 767 persons were arrest- 
and 194 convicted, 

231 cases of cattle theft were reported, of which 100 were detected; 238 persons 
re arrested and 170 convicted. This description of crime is most prevalent in 
lem Taluq. Great dijB&culty exists in dealing with it as the perpetrators before the 
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cattle are even missed, kill them and take their skins to the tanneries where & 
tanning process at once removes all possibility of identification. In some cases tk 
atrocity has been perpetrated of flaying the animals alive. With a view to supprei. 
this crime the District Magistrate has issued instructions to the owners of tannen 
to preserve the skins in the state in which they are brought to them for 48 hours. 

594 cases of theft were reported^ out of which 257 were detected ; 915 perso: 
were arrested and 429 convicted. Property was lost to the value of Bs. 9,689, c 
which Rs. 1,761 worth was recovered. 

No cases of robbery by drugging were reported during the year. 

14 otoes of murder were reported and 7 of them were detected. In 
instances the murderers committed suicide, thus rendering detection impossible. T^ 
actual number of cases therefore which the Police had to deal with was 12, of wlk 
7 were detected. 24 persons were arrested and 14 convicted. 

The following murder was committed within the limits of Taramangalam Statk 
6i Womalore Division. On the 24th September 1882, one Arunachella Moodi 
Kora Sithfli^n and 6 others went to the Atyampatty weekly market and on the retc 
journey they attacked one Arunachella Moodaly, and after beating him to d 
thriBw.iiis body into a stream. Information was given by the Village Moonsiff tot 
Police who traced the crime to Kora Sithan and his companions. One of the par 
having been admitted as approver, 5 of the prisoners were sentenced to death by 4 
Sessions Court and the other to transportation for life. The High Court on appe 
commuted the sentence of death in the case of 4 of the accused into transportatks 
for life, but confirmed the judgment of the Lower Court in regard to the 5th, Amk 
yeram,.whom the Government on further appeal directed to be hanged at Atyampai 
6u a^'weiekly market day. The execution was carried out on 28th February- 
presence of the Joint Magistrate and Superintendent of Police accompanied by 
special Police Guard. 

A large number of people assembled from the surrounding villages to witness ti 
execution. The crowd was orderly throughout the proceedings and left the villa? 
quietly immediately after all was over. The approver having withheld his evidens 
before the Sessions Court was tried and sentenced to transportation for life.

The daily attendance during the year at the Children's school averaged 43. ^ 
has been found necessary to limit the pupils to this number as there are only tr 
teachers and the building is much too small for the requirements. An old hut has to' 
utilized for some of the classes. Increased accommodation would certainly result ii 
larger attendance. 

The detection of grave crime has improved in comparison with last year. Tit 
detections for 1882 were 73 out of 178 cases or 41 per cent. ; out of 214 cases:

Cattle thefts also are cases which involve much trouble in their detection, chiefly

Cattle-thefts occur chiefly in the frontier taluqs of Oaroor, Dharapuram 
Oodamalepetta, which border on the Districts of Trichinopoly and Madura, and 
Scullers and Maravers are in the habit of taking advantage of the neighbourhood 
oming across and lifting the cattle. Toodialur market in Coimbatore Taluq 
g in the immediate vicinity of the Hills, is notorious for the sale of stolen cattle, 
lers from the Palghaut side come there and cattle once taken in that direction 
seldom traced. 

In 1882, 252 cases of cattle lifting were reported and 98 or 38*9 per cent, 
cted. 187 persons were arrested and 133 or 71 "1 per cent, convicted. The property 

was valued at Rs. 3,639, of which 1»655 or 45*5 per cent, was recovered. In the 
3eding year 235 cases were reported and 74 or 31*5 per cent, were detected.

It will thus be seen that during the past year there has been an improvement in 
) prevention and detection of crime of every description. 

The number of referred cases of 1882 is less than usual. 

1,137 known depredators are now registered in the District against 1,012 in 
81. Of this number 22 were convicted as well as 4 receivers of stolen goods, 14 
sp9cted persons and 9 vagrants. 
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No cases were reported of kidnapping for immoral purposes ; but two instancs 
of abducting girls for the purpose of compulsory marriage occurred, in which ti: 
persons were charged under Section 366, 1. P. 0. ; one was convicted by the Sesb 
Court and the other was released. 

There were 501 accidental deaths in the last year against 661 in 1881.

Only 89 were registe^ 
this year against 117 in 1881« Of these 69 were by drowning, the greater niEW 
being females. 

During the year 222 fires occurred, 988 houses were burnt, and 19,408 Bip 
worth of property was destroyed. 

There were 8 escapes with 7 recaptures. 

22,721 processes were served by the Police. 

88 cases were referred by the Magistracy to the Police for enquiry under Sect.^ 
109 and 110, C. P. C, of which 66 were struck off as false. 

64 cases were tried at Sessions, in 43 of which convictions were obtained, ^^^ 
a percentage of 67 '2. 

10 Sessions were held. The Superintendent attended five and the Assir.2 
Superintendent one. 

The registration of wandering gangs passing through the District is notj 
quite as complete as could be desired. 

There are 7 notorious .gambling houses in the District and 4 arrack and toi 
shops resorted to by thieves. 

One Station House was built during the year at Bolamputty. Station Hoii 
are still very much required throughout the District, and owing to want of fc 
many are sadly out of repair. The alterations to the Head-Quarter Office were co 
pleted during the year. 

The heavy rains occasioned much damage to the huts. 4 permanent huts ^ 
built for the Reserve, making 8 in all; but as 54 are required a considerable t> 
will elapse before the work is completed. 

There are 28 Stations (excluding theNilgiris) in the Superintendent's range* 
of which were visited. In the Assistant Superintendent's range there are 42 StatJ^ 
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25 TV-ere visited. Tte reason for the non-inspection of 17 stations is to be

During the year one Inspector, one Head Constable and 19 Consuri 
under instruction at the Head-Quarter School, Coimbatore ; 1 Head and 3 Ca 
passed Station House Officers' Test, and Sub-Inspector Davarajooloo K^doo 
Part II, Inspector Test. 

With the exception of 2 murders, both detected, Grave crime throng:: 
District has been light. There were 11 House-breakings witli 4 detected or^^ 
cent against 14 with 8 detected or 21*4 per cent in 1881. 

One of the murders is of peculiar interest as it shows that the Badar^ 
entertain the belief that the Kooroombers are capable of exercising* tie po*^ 
witchcraft over them. ;, 

The following account of the crime, which may be termed a massacre, isfr? 
evidence of Thaas (an Irula), the headman of Seroor. " About midnight on al 
1st May my family and myself were roused by cries of " lyo 1 Appa 1" brom tk ^ 
of Moolla Sivana which was 20 yards from ours. We (my brother-in-law, sm- 
others) were frightened and left our houses and hid in the jungle near to see 
was happening.'* 

•* We saw two Todas, Theervan and Kookay or Moolcoraven and Badsgi^' 
and Bella carrying the body of deceased Sivana, suspended in a carpet froma 
pole. The Todas carried the body in front and Dhona and Bella behiBi 
thought it was the body of Sivana as his wife and children ^ere foik^ 
The wife Chenny was held by the arms on either side by Munja and Hoock 
eldest and second child followed the mother. The youngest child was cam?- 
Badaga Molla Sivana of Nagaramoodi ; Badaga Peria Hoocha had with him a tea^ 
box belonging to Sivana, and Peria Dhona was carrying another small box^' 
shoulders and driving Sivana* s 18 buffalos and a bull. Badaga Kulabetta was(^ 
ing a brass pot. It was clear moonlight, and I could see well ; we io\ff n 
followed these people at a distance of about 300 yards until they came to the l^ 
burning-ground, and we hid ourselves in some bushes 50 yards from the o^ 
place where a large fire had been lighted. 

" When the Badagas and Todas arrived at the burning place they flung Si^ 
body into the fire. Then Nunja stabbed Sivana*s wife in her stomach with a^^' 
sharp pointed stick; when he lifted up the stick to stab her, she begged W/^ 
Jiim to let her go, but without saying a word he ran his stick through her stois*^* 
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she crying loudly " lyo I Appa !** The two Todas and Nunja then lifted her up and 
threw her into the fire. I cannot say if she was dead then, she made no noise after. 
The three children were then taken one by one. The eldest child was held by the 
hands by Dhona and Bella, and Nunja stabbed him by running his long sharp stick 
through his stomach. The three who threw the mother into the fire then did the same 
to this child. The other two children were similarly treated. When they arrived at 
the burning place it was about 4 a. m. When the burning was all completed it was 
about 8 A. M. After they left we went home and kept quiet through fear." 

For some days, nothing was reported about this till one EaUakurumba, a relative 
of Sivana, went to pay him a visit at Seroor and finding his house empty reported the 
fact to Mr. Vemede, the Magistrate. The PoUce were put on the track, but it was not 
till Inspector Franks conceived the idea of going with some Constables disguised as 
his servants on a shikar expedition to Ebanad that anything came out. Mr. Franks 
arrived at Ebanad on 14th May, and gave out that he wanted beaters on payment. 
Upon this the Siroor people who had been hiding in the jungles lost all sus- 
picion and came to beat for game. The Inspector succeeded in directing the beat 
into the neighbourhood of Sivana's house, and enquired of Thasa, the Siroor head- 
man, why it was empty. This question at once put the villagers on their guard, but 
Mr. Franks made the Constables don their uniforms, and entered the house. He 
found a small bloodstain on the verandah stone, and observed that the floor had 
been dug about. This led him to suspect that Sivana and his family had received 
foul play. There was no doubt that his house had been plundered and his cattle 
stolen. The villagers (Irulas) were frightened and would not speak ; but the 1st 
witness Thasa, the headman, afforded the information detailed above. On 
this Mr. Franks at once proceeded to Vickapathimund and there arrested Todas 
Theervan and Kookey, and then went on to Ebanad where he apprehended Badaga 
Nunja. He also searched the Badaga burning place, and found the bones of a 
child as well as pieces of glass and tinsel bangles such as are worn only by Irulas 
and KurunJ)ers. Finally the undermentioned persons were arrested and committed 
to Sessions :—

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Of these one man, Monigar TJjja Growda, died of dysentery at Ooonoor on his ^ray to 
Coimbatore for trial, and another a Badaga, Halubetta^ died of dysentery befon 
inquiry by the Committing Magistrate. At the Sessions Court the remaining prisoners 
were conyicted and sentenced to be hanged* On appeal to the High Court the sentence: 
passed upon the 2 Todas and 2 Badagas were confirmed, but the extreme penalty i: 
the case of the others was commuted to transportation for life. 

Of the 4s capitally condemned prisoners one, a Toda, died in Jail at Coimbatore. 
the others were hanged last September in front of the Ootacamund Jail. 

No women were convicted of the murder of their infant children. 

11 cases were referred and the same number struck off in 1882 against 11 
referred and 11 struck ofE in 1881. 

There were 3 cases of accidental death by drowning and 9 from other causes. 

One case of suicide by drowning and one by hanging were reported. 

There were 10 jBres in which 37 houses were burnt and 419 Rupees worti c: 
property destroyed. 

There was one escape from Police custody. The prisoner was recaptured. There 
were no escapes from Jails. 

122 warrants and 1,633 summonses were issued in cognizable and non-cogniza. 
ble cases. 

One Sessions was held during the year. 

There are 20 brothels in the Wellington Cantonment, 3 receivers of stoler 
property and 3 notorious gambling houses. 

As was pointed out last year a Station House is urgently required at Kota- 
gharry where a Bench of Magistrates sits weekly. It is hoped that funds for this work 
may be forthcoming next year. 

A Station house also is needed at Neduvuttam. The D, P. W. are now framing 
estimates for building 4 permanent Station Houses which have been sanctioned for 
South-East Wynaad, where the want of them is much felt. 44 huts also have beeL 
sanctioned for South-East Wynaad and the D. P, W. are preparing the estimates. 

Permanent huts are required at Kotagherry. The existing huts could be re- 
novated if funds were available, but new structures of a durable nature would be themes: 
economical in the end. The men can obtain no dwelling accommodation there but that 
which is provided by this department. 2 extra huts are required at Pykara, two also 
at Kulhutty on the Hills. And screen walls are wanted for the lines at Musnagoodv. 

There are 13 stations in theJN'ilgiri District including South-Bast Wynaad. All 
were inspected by Major Blah-, the Superintendent, some more than once, others 
several times. The area of the District is 989 square miles and the population 100 OOO. 
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. The strength of the District on 31st December 1882 

inclusive of Jail Guards was as follows : — 

25 Inspectors, 5 Sub-Inspectors, 173 Head Constables and 1,219 Constables, 
being 2 Head Constables and 2 men short of sanctioned strength. 

3 Inspectors were transferred to the Salt Department during the year. 12 
Head Constables and 86 Constables who were employed in the Salt Police elected 
to join the Salt Department, and were accordingly transferred. 

The rainfall during the jrear was much heavier than has been known for many 
years past. At the beginning of the monsoon a very heavy downpour of 26 inches 
fell within 16 hours along the coast which caused much damage to property, and 
some loss of life. 

Food was sold at ordinary rates. 

An extra force of one 5th Class Inspector, and 16 Constables was sanctioned 
as a tentative measure under G. O., No. 512, dated 15th March 1882, for 12 months 
for the purpose of preventing the smuggling of liquor from the French Territory at 
Mahe. The party was sent to Mahe on 15th September 1882. 

Candidates for enlistment are numerous and there is no difficulty whatever in 
filling vacancies. The recruits are finer and more able-bodied men than were for- 
merly procurable* 

8 Head Constables and 25 Constables were convicted during the year. 
As a rule all ranks have behaved well. 

The chief Police offence in Malabar is absence without leave. This is now 
decreasing, and though it is still far too frequent, the Constables do not as a rule 
absent themselves for such long periods as formerly. 

22 Police Officers were rewarded by the Inspector-General of Police with Rs. 
158-4-0 for good service during the year. 

1 Sub-Inspector and 17 Constables passed the Station House Officers' Test. 

The health of the Force was not quite so good as it was in 1881. 

845 Police officers were treated at the different Hospitals as against 829 in 
1881. 7 deaths occurred in the Hospitals and 27 men died at their houses. 

The feverish climate of the Wynaad and of many Stations in the low country 
near the Hills is the chief cause of sickness. 

The Central Jail at Cannanore and the District Jails at Tellicherry and Calicut 
were successfuUy guarded. Not a single escape occurred from either of them. 

In the Subsidiary Jails 2,958 prisoners were guarded, of whom 2 escaped ; one 
v^as recaptured immediately, but the other is still at large,

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15 persons escaped from the custody of the Police as against 9 in 1881/::

AU pubKc and private treasure was safely escorted. 

Immense sums of money are sent up by private individuals from Cahcn: ■.

Grave crime during the year is nearly the same as in 1881. 

There was a slight increase under the heads of Murder and Housebreaiir? 
a decrease is observed under the heads of Robberies, Dacoities and Thefts. 

Detection particularly in Theft and House-breaking in Towns hsi 
improved. 

Excluding 1 case taken up direct by Magistrate and thrown out under U 
195 of the Criminal Procedure Code, 20 cases of murder were reported, of v 
10 or 50 per cent were detected. 

19 persons were placed on trial, of whom 10 were convicted. 

Of the remaining 10 undetected oases, 2 were thrown out by the Msff^ 
under Section 195. of the Criminal Procedure Code, 2 were acquitted by the&sj 
Court, and in 4 cases the murderers committed suicide. 2 cases were report 
the end of the year, and remain under inquiry. 

Amongst the worst of the cases of murder convicted by the SessioDS Co^^ 
the following : — 

(a) On the 29th March 1881 a Tien near Paulghaut chopped off his mot: 
head. He admitted his guilt and said that on returning from his work he fo^^^ 
rice so badly cooked that he got very angry and threw his plate of food^N 
She thereupon abused him, and he became so enraged with her that he t^ 
toddy knife, caught hold of her by the hair, threw her on the ground, and struck 
4 times on the neck with his knife thereby severing the head from the bodr. ^| 
story of his was corroborated by his sister who was in the house at the time. 

He was transported for life. 

(b) A young girl of about 16 years of age murdered her husband at Pa^^ 
on 5th February, i 
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Information was brought to the Police that the house in which she lived was 
.ocked up, and that as cries had been heard there before daybreak there was sus- 
picion of foul play. The Police forced their way in and found the corpse of the 
tiiisband partly concealed with a blood-stained cloth and 2 planks lying behind a 
door. 

There were in all no less than 20 wounds on the body and the head had been 
aearly cut off. In the same room was found the apparently lifeless body of the 
wife. At first she either pretended to be, or really was, unable to speak, but 
after a time she recoYered consciousness, and admitted that she had committed the 
crime. It seems that the deceased to whom she had been married about 10 months 
Tvas a drunkard and used to ill-treat her. On the previous night he got up in the 
middle of the night, lit a lamp and went out and sharpened his chopper on a stone.' 
She thinking that she was going to be murdered screamed and he lay down again 
with the chopper under his piQow, and went to sleep. When he was fast asleep she 
gently removed the chopper and struck him with it with all her might on the head 
and neck and killed him. She then dragged the body to where it was found, and wiped 
up the blood with his cloth, which she threw over the body. 

She was sentenced to transportation for life. 

(c.) A Tien at Oannanore on the 25th July cut the throat of another Tien, 
one of his friends, because he found that his friend had been stealing money from 
his desk, the key of which he had purloined sometime previously.' He had suspected 
his friend latterly of stealing the money, and on the night ia question when they were 
both lying down in the same room and the deceased was fast asleep he felt in the 
latter's waist cloth and found the key there. He was so enraged at his friend's dis- 
honesty that he cut his throat with a toddyman's knife and threw the body down a 
well. 

He was sentenced to transportation for life. 

(d.) On 6th December a Tien at Tirurangaddi murdered a Moplah and severely 
wounded 2 other Moplahs. 

This Tien had a son, who on the day in question had been given into custody 
by the brother of deceased on a charge of stealing areca nuts. The arrest of the 
son seems to have preyed on the mind of the Tien who in the evening went to the 
deceased's shop with the intention of killing the latter*s brother, but not finding 
him there he attacked the deceased and 2 other Moplahs who were sitting in the 
shop, and hacked them with his toddy knife. 

The 2 other Moplahs managed to escape but the deceased retreated into his 
shop, whither he was followed by the Tien who finished his bloody work, and then 
returned to his own house where he remained until the Police and some villagers 
came the next morning about 4 A. m., and arrested him. When the Police arrived he 
was standing in his court yard with his wife and defied them to take him and told 
them to send for the Special Assistant Magistrate and the Detachment. He was 
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sentenced to transportation for life. In his defence lie said that he had attacked i 
Moplahs because they abused him. 

The following are the cases of infanticide by mothers called for in G. 0. No. \li 
Judicial Department, 30th October 1882. 

1. A woman of the carpenter caste named Chella Kootti throttled her ne?: 
bom infant. She killed the child because, as it was illegitimate, she would betei 
out of caste if its birth became known;

n the large Municipalities of Calicut and Palghat, with the limited number of 
) sanctioned for them, it is quite impossible to work the sanitation laws efficiently 
at allowing the criminal work to suffer. 
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The Sessiona Courts of North and South Malabar together tried 94 cases. 
these 69 or 73 per cent, were convicted with 130 persons. 

The appointment of an Inspector for the Land Customs at Mahe seems to 1> 
turning out a success. Within 16 days of his taking over charge he may be said; 
have saved Government more than the whole of his year's pay owing to a hear 
seizure of liquor which was made at Cochin chiefly through his instrumentalitj. E 
had been iuBtructed by the Superintendent to keep a strict watch on all boas 
leaving Mahe with liquor, and to telegraph to wherever the boats might be goi:^ 
Accordingly at the end of September he tele;;raphed to the Cochin Police that ate 
had left for that port. The Police at Cochin informed the Sea Customs Su] 
tendent and a look out was kept. On the night of 1st October the boat arrived, ai 
as the boatmen were landing the liquor, the Sea Customs men pounced upon Ik 
and seized the whole of it. It consisted of 3 casks and 42 dozen cases of bm 
equal to 200 gallons. 

The actual value of the liquor was 700 Rs. and the duty on it came to 8001 
The man who attempted to smuggle it, and the chief boatmen were tried and ^ 
tenced to pay a fine of 201 Rs. each, or in default to suffer 6 months' rigoroiK 
prisonment. The whole of the liquor, and the boat conveying it were confistsa 
and the Joint Magistrate of Cochin who tried the case directed that one-fonrtl 
the proceeds of the sale of the liquor and of the fines should be paid to the Inspects 
one-fourth to the Sea Customs Superintendent! and the remaining half to tb 
Customs men who made the capture. 

Siuce then two other large seizures of liquor have been made at Cochin, ( 
owing to our Inspector putting the Police there on the alert whenever boats b 
Mahe. 

The smuggling that goes on by sea from Mahe is enormous. Not a vm 
passes without 2 or 3 boat loads of liquor starting from there, and nearly all of tli^ 
go south towards Cochin and Travancore, 

What becomes of all the liquor is difficult to say. The seizures are nothing' 
comparison with the amount that leaves Mahe, nearly the whole of which the Sup^ 
intendent believes is taken out to be smi^Ied, 

This is qnite clear from the Statement of Exports furnished to the Collector 
Malabar by the Chef-de-^service at Mahe, The Superintendent who is furnished ^ 
copies of these statements has forwarded them in all instances to the Cochin ^ 
Travancore authorities (who have cordially offered all possible assistance to put 
smuggling), md to others, and requested them to find out whether the liquor, wta 
is usually shown in the statements as having been exported to persons residing | 
ports belonging to Cochin or Travancore, has arrived or not, and in not a sii^l 
instance has he found that the liquor has arrived at the port or that there are any s^^ 
persons there as are named in the statements. The smugglers evidently ^ 
that these statements are furnished to the Collector of Malabar, and they give ^1 
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aames both of ports and consignees, as they know full well that inquiries will be 
Enade as to whether duty is paid on the liquor. 

The smuggling by sea requires most serious attention, as not only the Madras 
Grovernment but the Cochin and Travancore Sircars are great losers by it. So long 
as a good Inspector is kept at Mahe there is some check, but if he were removed 
there would be none at all. 

The Magistracy referred to the Police for investigation according to Sections 110 
and 146 of Criminal Procedure Code, 964 cases under the Penal Code. Of these 647 
cases were struck off as false. 

Under Special and Local Laws 40 cases were referred for investigation, and 8 
cases were struck off as false. 

The Police referred as false 861 cases under the Penal Code. Of these 791 cases 
i;vere struck off. 

Under Special and Local Laws the Police referred 71 cases as false, and the 
v^hole of them were struck off. 159 cases were ordered to be struck off as false after 
trial. 

640 persons are shown as having met their deaths by accident. 

The Children's School is held in one of the rooms in the Police lines. 20 boys 
are there being taught Hindustani, Malayalum, &c. 

Superintendent attended 5 Sessions in South Malabar, and the Assistant Super- 
intendent 6 in North Malabar. 

Major Hole was Superintendent throughout the year. Mr. Hadfiield was Assist- 
ant Superintendent in the Wynaad throughout the year. 

Mr. Baudry acted as Assistant Superintendent in North Malabar for nearly the 
whole year. Mr. Bagshawe being in charge for two months. Mr. Bobinson was 
Assistant Superintendent in South MiJabar throughout the year except when absent 
on leave. 

Inspection by all officers was complete. 

The strength of the Force on 31st December 1882 was 11 
South Caoara. Inspectors, 3 Sub-Inspectors, 77 Head Constables and 542 

men. 

The Special Salt Force was abolished in March and April and 1 Inspector, 7 
Head Constables and 40 Constables were transferred to the Salt Department. One 
Inspector and one Head Constable were discharged. 51 Constables were transferred 
on paper to other Districts, 25 Constables, the most recently enKsted for the 
General Force, and 19 undersized Constables received from the Special Salt Force 
were discharged in the months of March and June respectively, and by this means and 
by casualties the number of Constables nominally borne on the strength of other 
Pisl riots and remaining unabsorbed was reduced by the end of the year to 9. 
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368 men of all ranks can read and write. 
The number of illiterate Head Constables (3) remains the same. 

2 Head Constables and 5 Constables died during the year, one from I 
plaint, one from phthisis, 2 from dysentery and 2 from venereal disorders, i 
bers of the Force were under medical treatment, viz., 132 in Mangalore hht 
and 157 in the Taluq Dispensaries. 

On the abolition of the Special Salt Force the probation of 5tli Gass 1 
S. F. X. Saldanha was ordered to cease sa he had proved incompetent i 
duties and was refused employment in the Salt Department. 

Maxim Brito was appointed a Sub-Inspector in October to fill tk osl 
in the grade. 

No Head Constable was prosecuted. One was dismissed and 13 
nently reduced. There were also 3 temporary reductions. One Constable 
and one belonging to the Special Salt Force having on its abolition refosei 
either the Police or the Salt Department was discharged. On the aboliti( 
Special Salt Force the 6 last promoted Head Constables of the Oeneral Fomi 
to the rank of 1st Class Constable, but five of the Special Salt Force Head C< 
having been considered unfit to hold that grade in the General Force were 
though subsequently re-promoted. 3 junior Head Constables of the S] 
Force joined the general Force as 1st Class Constables. 6 Constables were 
during the year, viz : — 1 under Section 385, 1 under Sections 225, 506, and: 
Sections 342, 352. The convictions, however, were all quashed on appeal exce? 
cases under Sections 379 and 385. The man convicted under the latter Seed 
dismissed the service, but the accused in the case under Section 379 being ci^ 
a man of good character and having been punished only with fine was fk^' 
remain in the Force. While on leave of absence he had with the assets 
others carried away the crop from the field of one of his relatives. 

6 Constables were dismissed, 19 were permanently and 5 temporarilj n 
8 were struck off as deserters and 12 discharged on pension or gratuity; 
transferred to Malabar at his own request and 12 resigned. 

51 first and second Class Constables of the Special Salt Force joined the 
Force in the third class. 

2 Constables were promoted by the Superintendent for good service 
detection of cases. A third was promoted by the Superintendent for descend 
a well full of water and rescuing a man who was attempting to drown 
2 Constables received a reward of Rs. 5 from the Military authorities for ti 
of a deserter from the 33rd Regiment M. N. I. 

The rain-fall during the year was 168 inches. 

There were 16 murders in 1882 against 15 in 1881. Of 11 tried by thei 
Court, 9 were convicted. In 3 undetected cases the offenders committed suic 
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one of these a woman suffering from a severe type of disease di:owned herself and 
her infant child^ but no case of infanticide of the class referred to in G. O.j dated 
30th October 1882, No. 1746, Judicial, was reported. 

The most noteworthy murders were the following. Timmanna Bhutta, a Brahmin 
living in Vittal station range, contracted an intimacy with his mother-in-law, who be- 
came pregnant by him. The circumstance became known to the caste authorities, and 
in order to prevent any attempt at abortion it was reported to the station by the 
woman's eldest son, a lad of 18. The result was that she was turned out of the caste, 
knd Timmanna unable to bear the disgrace which attached to him determined upon a 
desperate measure. During the night of the 6th August he murdered his wife and 
2 young children by cutting their throats, after having in vain attempted to strangle 
the wife and elder child by pressing their necks with an iron bar, one end of which 
he had inserted in a hole in the wall by the side of their sleeping place. The next 
morning before it was light he induced the lad who had given information to the 
Police to open the door of the house in which he lived with a younger brother-in-law, a 
boy of 6 or 6. He dangerously wounded the former, and after hacking the latter severely 
about the neck left him for dead. He also slightly wounded a third man who attempted 
to interpose. He then proceeded to a village in the adjoining Station range, whither 
his mother-in-law had taken up her abode with her brother-in-law, and having passed 
some hours in the neighbouring jungles reached her house at 4 o'clock in the 
morning of the 8th, and telling her that she was required at the Vittal Sub- 
Begistrar's Office in connection with the preparation of a document, he prevailed 
upon her to leave the house with him. But when they arrived at one Subbraya's 
bathing shed, he murdered his unfortunate companion by cutting her throat. 
This completed the catalogue of his crimes. On the morning of the 10th he was 
found seated, knife in hand, on a branch of a large tree overhanging the Netramitty 
river, but after much difficulty he was persuaded to throw down his knife and sur- 
render. He admitted his guilt before the Committing Magistrate, and when examined 
by the Judge at the close of the case for the prosecution, he still adhered to his con- 
fession. Motives of revenge, he said, impelled him to murder the kinsman who had 
brought disgrace upon him, but kindness alone dictated his action towards the others. 
Being disgraced he intended to commit suicide, his mother-in-law would have to lead 
a miserable life in consequence of her exposure, and after his death his wife and 
children would be poor and wretched, the orphan yoimger brother-in-law likewise 
^vvould be neglected, it was clearly charity therefore to murder them all, and he aban- 
doned the intention of suicide solely because he feared that, if the mother-in-law's 
murder at Subbraya's shed were not duly accounted for, Subbraya, for whom he had 
great regard, might get into trouble. 

In another case the murderer and his victim were Pariahs. For some three 
years a marriage between the two had been talked of, but it was opposed by certain 
members of the girl's family and was at last indefinitely postponed. Meanwhile 
too close an intimacy arose between the lovers. On the afternoon of 16th September 
the accused and the girl accompanied some women of the latter's family to gather 
firewood, and having made up their bundles quickly left their companions. These 

27 
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however on returning home found that the girl had not returned, and that Komi 
the young man, was absent. He had been seen to go to his father's house fros 
which he took a cloth and an umbrella leaving again immediately. It was therefore 
suspected that the pair had started for the Mysore Coffee plantations, and soi 
of the girl's relatives going in the direction of the Charmadi ghaut found Konri 
who, upon being questioned, admitted after some prevarication that he had W, 
the girl, and pointed out where her body was lying concealed among some ksk 
in the jungle. Nobody witnessed the murder, nor was anything elicited toshewasi 
cause of quarrel between Koraja and the deceased. The culprit's story was as foflow^ 
As they returned with their bundles of firewood, the girl expressing a fear that tie 
intimacy might result in her becoming pregnant and being brought to shame, prt- 
posed to him as the prospects of their marriage were uncertain, to kill her and tie 
drown himself. He consented, and having cut her throat went to a well not far fm 
his father's house and threw himself into it, but when in the water, he reflected tk 
life on the Coffee plantations might yet be bearable and so got out of the well with ii- 
loss of a cloth and the bill hook with which he had effected the murder and st^^^ 
for Mysore. This story was so far confirmed that a cloth and a bill hook were foni 
in the well, but the appearance of the corpse which had four wounds on the nea 
several on the hands, and 4 fingers cut off, proved that the girl had not submiiir: 
to her fate without a severe struggle. 

No case of Dacoity occurred during the year. 

There were 114 House-breakers against 120 in 1881. 23 cases were committfr: 
by day and 91 by night. Of the former 13 and of the latter 36 were detected. 

13 cases of House-breaking were committed in Municipal limits and 6 we.^ 
detected. 

60 thefts were reported and 35 detected. 

The suicides numbered 32 in 1882 against 58 in 1881, and the accidental deaii- 
amounted to 411 in 1882 against 408 in 1881. There were two deaths from excess^ 
drinking. No case of death from neglect, exposure, or want was reported, but t 
usual, the bodies (to the number of 21) of sundry strangers, apparently coolies rett- 
ing sick from Mysore and Coorg, were found at or near the sides of the high r# 
leading from the Ghauts. 

There were 387 accidental fires with a loss of Rs. 44,167 against 471 with ate 
of Rs. 81,846 in 1881. Four lives were lost in different fires. In the report for 18S1 
was suggested that the large increase in the number of fires might have beent^- 
great extent attributable to the scanty rain-fall and prolonged period of dry weatl ' 
Similarly to the unusually heavy rain-fall of 1882 may perhaps be ascribed u 
diminution in the number recorded in 1882. 

There were 43 cases tried at Sessions, and in 30 convictions were obtained. Of' 
persons tried 47 were convicted.

The Superintendent visited and inspected all stations and guards in the District 
risited a second time all Cusbah stations and 14 out-stations.

The Coffee Stealing Prevention Act also was introduced during the year, but as 
me into force only at the close of the coffee traffic season, no experience of its 
ling was obtainable. 

In 1881 the Heggade of Darmastal built at his own expense a commodious and 
tantial station at that place. In 1882 he furnished 5 excellent huts for the same 
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locality at a cost of Rupees 750, thus setting an excellent example to the ot 
wealthy landowners of the District. The allotment of funds for new works is ali 
so small that the building requirements of the District are very inadequately!! 
New Stations are emergently required at Kodlamogar and Beikul, but it has pre 
possible to grant funds for the re-construction in 1883-84 of only that at Kodlamo^ 
Sanction has been accorded to abandon that at Beikul upon the commencement of 
ensuing monsoon, the Station work being conducted in a hut to be yacated for 
purpose. The Station at Kao is in a very decayed state, and the men at Pui 
suffer much from want of huts since the transfer to that place of the HeadQuan 
of the TJppinangadi Taluq.

The Madura Police did good work, and they are 
quite alive to the importance of putting it down ; but have great difficulties to deal 
with. Some of the criminal classes being notorious cattle lifters, and when once the 
hair of a stolen animal is removed by the tanning process, all hope of identification 
is gone. 

45. The subjoined table shows 85 cases of cattle poisoning againsi 54 in 1881. 
There were 133 cases in 1879. The increase this year was chiefly in North Arcot, 
which had only 1 case in 1881 and 22 in 1882.

Bemarks on the Police Administration Report of Kistna District for the year 1852. 

The Kistna District again stands very low in point of detection. This is dne no doubt to «c>sr 
extent to the ease with which criminals may cross the frontier from the Nizam's Dominiii^l 

It is excessively difficult to follow them up successfully. Poor detection in the two tor 
of Masulipatam and Jaggayapet has also materially added to this result. At Masulipatac'i'l 
Town Inspector who used to be an efficient detective has been suffering from ill health, andcbl 
may partly accoimt for the want of success. In Jaggayapet the Inspector is wanting in im- 
tive ability. 

One of the cases entered as " Murder" is very doubtful. A child left to play on the baci- 
of the Kistna whilst its mother was bathing in the river at one of the numerous fest^'l 
disappeared without a trace. I am inclined to think that the child vras taken away by schtj 
wandering band into the Nizam's Dominions. 

In the torch-light dacoity that occurred in the Vinukonda Taluq, which was unfortunarc.; 
attended with deaths the criminals came from the adjoining District of Kumool ; every effort w» 
made both by the Magistracy and Police to detect the case. The evidence obtained^ hoveT? 
did not satisfy the Sessions Court. 

There has been again a decrease in the number of prisoners confined in the District sti 
Subsidiary Jails. 

I am in communication with the Resident at Hyderabad regarding the suspects residing 
the border villages of the Nizam^ and have recently furnished him with a list of them. 

Village Magistrates generally in this District are illiterate ; they hold office hereditaH|| 
under Regulation YI of 1831^ but with the present spread of education this will be gradnalf 
remedied^ except in the Zemindari villages where improvement can only be effected by legislau t

Remarks on the Police Administration Report of the Kwmool District far 1882. 

1. Though I was absent for half the year, I have a very fair knowledge of the Police 
tory of the District throughout the year. 

2. Upon the whole I think the history is rather encouraging and the Police have done very 
ly. The percentage of detection in ordinary robberies is very good indeed. Thirty-seven is 
trom a bad percentage of detection in house-breakings in the District generally. More 
:lit to have been done with the house-breakings in towns : but to my knowledge it is not on 

Police that all blame is to be laid in this matter. In one town they are not duly supported 
the Magistracy. 
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3. An evil noyeliy 10 tliat we an no longer able to bIiow a clean bill in lums4« 
Dacoity generally has now became a sore subject with us. That detection has hm 
course the first fact to lament. But what is most irritating is that we now (as our pi^ 
did forty years ago) find our District regarded as a preserve for periodical rassiiia hji^ 
foreign scoundrels* For my part I regard it as simply intolerable that^ recurring U)i7 
dating back to days previous to our assumpticMi of the Kumool Jaghire^ parties are ibsvi 
formed by Lambadies (in their slack season, and when our jungles are practicable,) vk: 
or three detachments converge upon us from the Nizam's country and tiie Kistna Dislhr 
make a rapid expedition from top to bottom of our District along the skirts of the Nalka 
They have confederates in our District, whose quarters are near Atmakur on the w^ten-^ 
the Hills and BoUapally and Papinenipalli on the eastern side. 

4. I do not intend to go asleep over this niatter, but shall address Government as ts 
measures. What form these should, in my opinion, take will be sufficiently apparent «e 
remark first that it is simply by rapidity of locomotion that these people now baSes 
secondly f that our old records show that the Kumool Horse and the Mounted Polioe tk 
their place from 1863 till 1867 were able to cut these raiders ofE on several occasions^of iil.' 
have the history preserved. 

5. The general bearing of the Kumool Police is decidedly smart. The men are wd kj 
Arms are weU kept. So are records. The stations are kept remarkably neat. Beawdstj:; 
well performed as the weakness of the force permits ; but the force is very inadequate. Ostc 
one finds in a station the number of beats within one or two of the number of men. 

6. I am not in accord with Captain Hodgson as to the proposal to tnuasfer the n^:^ 
the Village Police from the Head men to the Police Officers. The minor occasional inconTse^ 
(remediable very easily for the most part) of the present system I prefer to endure ratkr^: 
weaken the hands of the Village Head. 

7. The Inspectors are of a generally tair stamp : the Town and Reserve Inspectors srt n 
steady good men. 

8. On the whole, if we could get rid of the exotic dacoities and of a remnant of tie 
tendency towardsf Zulm as a means of detection, we should have a right to hold oar ie^ 
among any of our neighbours.

I think it necessary to state my opinion that the failure of the Police to detect the BroctT 
tah (Lalakaman) dacoity case was chiefly due to their inertia at the time of the occurrence, i^ 
were on the spot a few minutes after the occurrence, but no attempt appears to have been i^'- 
pursue the dacoits. The Station House Officer is under trial for his conduct on the occ^ 
The perpetration of a dacoity of this character with impunity within 200 or 800 yards of the P' 
Station, must have a very bad effect, and appears to me to cast much discredit upon the 
force. 

I would strongly advocate the increase of the force by a number sufficient to pto'nis^ 
station with a Head Constable.

He gives a faithful statement of what they are 
thout extenuating their faults, or exaggerating their virtues, and the general impression 
educed may be somewhat unfavourable to the Police. It is my duty as Magistrate to correct 
is possible misunderstanding. On the whole the conduct and the efficiency of the Force during 
e year have been satisfactory.

BemarJcs by District Magistrate. 

1. Dacoity ; 16 cases against 21 in last year shows a decided improvement, as does 5 con- 
victions against 1 of the previous year. The remarks in the Administration Report of last year, 
t think, lose sight of the fact that the nature of the country in the Northern Taluqs of North Arcot 
IS very much more passable for this crime than in the Sub-Division, and past history shows that 
the crime has always given more trouble in the main Division, full as it is of nigged ranges and 
ghauts. 

C-2 
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2. The absence of the crime in the Sub-Division is, I think, to be attributed to thes^: 
open country and to the gpreater length of time daring which those parts have been andera s^r.: 
and civilized Government rather than to the nnmber of Taliary guards. I do not think ik . 
gang of dacoits cares very much for a Taliary escort, and I am not sanguine as to the ben^ 
effects of largely multiplying them. Detection of the crimes committed will do more than §i- 
thing to suppress it, and this can only result from steady PoHce work of the regtilar kind. 

3. I do not think there is anything to be scandalised at in the nnmber of these o&dt^ 
when the circumstances are all taken into consideration; but on the contrary prevention isai : 
considered as satisfactory where but 16 cases occur in a year in a large District, half of whid: 
full of wild country affording every opportunity for robbers. 

4. Doubtless the scantiness of the Village Police and the irregularity and amaU amosn: 
their pay especially in great Zemindaries is a difficulty, but I fear that the cost of any efiera 
reform would be out of proportion to the advantage, taking the existing state of crimes into cl 
sideration. In the present state of the country, there is no doubt that the assistance or U: 
people is readily given in the detection of dacoity, and when this is so I do not think thas tl 
crime can ever be more than occasional and desultory, which in country of this kind is at tlie W 
to be expected. 

5. I am preparing information as complete as can be obtained on the Village Police L-- 
blishment with the intention of submitting it to Government, but I do not see any vay 
recommending any considerable outlay on the part of Government. 



6. As regards the trial of dacoity cases by Juries or Assessors, it does not appear to r^ 
that any case has yet been made out from the facts for a change, and the District Judge is. I 
believe, of opinion that the Juries have on the whole done substantial justice. Moreover unik 
the new Criminal Procedure Code there is a provision for cases being referred to the High Ccc 
in which the Judge thinks there has been a serious miscarriage of justice (Vide Section 307.) 

On the other hand there can be no doubt that there is more of uniform certainty in prostc- 
tion conducted before assessors and so more encouragement to the Police, it may be douk?: 
whether a District such as this which in its natural features affords special &cilities for dacoity,: 
crime which its history shows was formerly very rife and troublesome, is one for placing tb: 
crime under a Jury, where it is dealt with with more certainty by means of assessors. 

7. Of 18 cases of robbery 9 are detected against 30 cases and 10 detections and 51 ci^:= 
and 13 detections in the previous two years, this result appears very satisfactory. 

8. Accidental deaths especially by drowning (641) continue very numerous. I am aboutt 
make another effort to get the fencing of wells and providing of floats, frequently ordered c; 
rarely carried out, attended to. and propose for the present to limit the orders to such as s.-^ 
within quarter of a mile of any village or main road. The wells in this District are innumersb 
and cannot all be dealt with at once) while those near villages and roads being most resorted to arc 
no doubt the scenes of most of the accidents.

2. I notice that it is inaccurately stated that cholera was prevalent in Foonamallee and 
le Mount Cantonments. There were exceedingly few cases of this disease in either. Where 
lolera was prevalent, was at Fattu^ a village between the Mount and Foonamallee, and about 
vo miles from the latter and well outside of it. 

3. The working and conduct of the Felice were, on the whole, fair. I note that you 
lention most of the more important instances in which remarks upon members of the force 
ave been considered necessary. I regret to have to observe that the Folice of this District 
3em still given to failing to arrest offenders where private influence to prevent their doing so 
on be brought to bear. There is now at large, and a proclaimed offender, a Monigar^ one 
!hinna Narayanasami Naidoo who is very well known and who, I believe, could have been 
asily arrested when I first issued a warrant for his apprehension, had the Folice been so minded, 
mother man wanted in connection with the Yadakapattu case has not yet been captured. I 
ave two or three times privately heard that he is stiU in the District. 

4. As regards the cases to which you allude xmder the head of '' Conduct,'' I am of the 
lecided opinion that Inspector Munisami Moodelly and Sub-Inspector Kandasami Moodelly 
^ot up an entirely false charge against the late Tahsildar of Conjeeveram. This opinion is 
>ased upon a very careful and searching departmental enquiry held by me, under the orders of 
he Board of Revenue. I regret to see that Inspector Munisami Moodelly has returned to duty, 
le is, in my opinion^ utterly unfit for the appointment which he holds. In the case of the 
lead Constable convicted at Fonneri, the punishment inflicted by the Lower Court was certainly 
00 heavy, but, having gone caref &lly into the records of the whole case, I am of opinion that 
he Appellate Court erred on the side of leniency in reducing the fine imposed to the amount 
hat it did. In a case where a Constable who forged the signatures in his beat books of certain 
tf oonsif s of villages which he did not ybat, the exceedingly light fine of RiqpQefi 5 was imposed 
)y the 2nd Class Magistrate of Utramelur. The man should not have been prosecuted under 
Jectioa 44 of the Folice Act but under Section 177 I. F. C. I referred the case to the High 
3ourt which agreed with me, but which did not interfere with the sentence on the ground that 
t was presumed that the conviction would carry with it dismissal from the force. Since the 
'oceipt of the Administration Report, I learn from you that, on a letter from me forwarding a 
;opy of the Froceedings of the High Court, his services have been dispensed with. The Police 
lo not appear to understand the Salt Law as regards searches as they should. I have addressed 
'he late Superintendent on the subject. During the early part of the year there were disturb- 
mces between the Vadagalis and Tengalis at Streepermattur which might have been dealt 
ivith more satisfactorily than they were, had the Folice been prompt and firm. They seemed 
io fear the peculiar '' screw*' which is to be found in this District, par excellence^ and the fact 
:)f the existence of which is very soon forced upon all European officials who take an interest 
in their work and do not see through other people's spectacles. There was, lately, a very dis- 
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gracefnl affair^ in wluch tiie Police were concerned^ at the Tnlnkanchuttrnm station, wlie!t* 
man who gave offence to a Constable was forced into the lock-np^ handcuffed and maUjea^ei 
The offenders were convicted. The case is now under appeal, and when it has been diqK^ad.f 
a copy of the Judgment will be in due course, forwarded to you. 

5, Of the Inspectors I continue to have a very poor opinion. New blood is dedded.; 
required. One or two are very respectable men. I refer to the Mahomedans, but they lack braiir. 
The only good men amongst the natives, excepting the Head Quater Inspector, is, I should ratk: 
say was, the Inspector of Madrantakum. He was with an exceedingly bad Magistrate, N. Kni- 
niengar, and seems to have, in consequence, fallen off very much. Inspector Saunders is very Isrr 
working and attentive to his duties and promises to make a very good officer. Inspector Dr. 

I should like to see continued at the Mount. I am not satisfied with Inspector Cameron. T^ 
Inspectors of Sembiam> Trivellore, Streepermattur, Tiruporoor and Utremelur are, in my opirie: 
useless. It is hopeless with such men to expect to get really good work out of the PoHoe. I 
have never been in a District so badly officered in the way of Inspectors as this.. 

6. I quite agree with you in the remarks made as regards escorts. The reserve shc^ 
certainly, be at least 80 if not 100 strong. 

7. The proportion of charges referred to the magistracy and which were considered tnsi 
exceedingly small and shows that the Police exercised considerable discretion. I however noticed 
during the year sundry cases which were put up for trial and which decidedly ought not to bsi? 
been. There is nothing which pleases a litigious native so much as to contrive to gee b 
adversary before a Magistrate on a got-up case. His pleasure is but little marred by the charge 
being thrown out, and it is often impossible, though there can be no doubt that l^e whole tkzt^ 
is false, to prosecute the complainant. I do not think that the Police should, for fear of incurrici 
remark from higher authorty, hesitate to refer any such case. Their justification lies in \h 
proportion of instances in which the magistracy throw the charge out. I have done all that I cc 
to put down the system of referring cases to the Police. It is a resource of lasy Magistrates, lik 
will not be troubled with examining complainants properly. Of course there are instances i^hm 
one may feel certain enough that the charge is false, but where the deponent is such an adept &: 
lying that it is impossible, until his witnesses are questioned to ascertain the truths and whe?f 
the Magistrate feels that if to do this he summons the accused and hears the case, the object c: 
the complainant, the infliction of disgrace upon his opponent has been attained and in such^ & 
reference is desirable and proper ; but the figures given by you show that there is still too msi 
referring though there is considerable improvement, for in 1881 there were 378 cases referrei 
and 184 pronounced to be true, whereas in 1882 there were 248 such cases and only 66 wers 
considered worthy of belief. I am strongly opposed to the system of referring and have alvap 
been. I will again call attention to the orders (vide Proceedings No. 182 of 1882) which I hart 
issued on the subject, and would repeat the request made to your predecessor, viz., that tbr 
iiame of any Magistrate who is unduly referring cases to the Police may be brought to my notice 

8, As regards crimes I would make the following observations. 

In the Wallajabad murder, the offence was certainly not brought home to any one. I 
considered it a most rubbishing case. The Police were anxious to do something, as it was a hi 
afEair, and they put together about as '' cock and bull*' a story as I ever saw. I canDo: 
imagine how the committing Magistrate could have believed it. There can be no mori 
doubt as to who committed the Buckingham Canal dacoity. Mr. Smith's servants weiM 
at the bottom of it and it is to be regretted that the accident of the thieves having select^ 
a place a very short distance indeed from the limits of Madras, as the spot suited for the commis- 
sion of the crime should have added to our list of dacoities, a case in which no one in our district 
had a hand. There is an improvement in the actual number of house-breakings, but there docs 
not seem to have been much in the way of detection. Many of the smaller House-breakings ai« 
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teclinically only; the criminals are caught red-handed by the aggrieved parties, or the village 
!;horities, and the Police are not entitled to any credit for the detection. The large affairs are 
3 test of their efficiency, and in these the results must be acknowledged to be veiy poor. I am 
bd to see from the concluding portion of the report, that you are taking steps to ensure a more 
»se acquaintance with the criminal population of Madras Town than our Police seem, at present, 
have. It is these men, I feel certain, who are chiefly concerned in the professional House- 
3akiiig«. I admit the &cilities for their being able to slip out of the warren which exists in 
r midst and to get back again unobserved, and I admit too the difficulty of our being able^ 
th the small force of Police at our disposal, to watch them as they should be, but this is all 
a more reason why every precaution that can be suggested to keep an ^e upon them and to 
-'.nre their being known by sight to our men, should be adopted. I am much in favour of 
Lotographs of leading burglars being kept in all the stations around Madras. The Descriptive 
)lls of men ''wanted,'* which appear, frome time to time, in the Police Weekly Circular are 
casionally, most curious and quite useless for the purposes of identification. A personal know- 
ige of the appearance of an offender, or suspect, is, of course, the best, but failing that, a pho- 
graph, which is constantly used by the Police in Europe is in order of excellence, the next 

Bans of following and identifying a man. Saidapet naturally, being between two fires, ^the 

cunt and Madras,— heads the list of burglaries and Conjeeveram, being a large town comes 
»xt ; bnt Tiruporoor and Madrantakum are both small places, and in the latter the number of de- 
ctions is discreditably small. With so incompetent an Inspector as Annasami Moodelly no other 
suit coTild be fairly expected. I observe that, as in the case of House-breakings, the number of 
lefts of large amounts in which the offenders were discovered is very small. 

9. I am veiy much inclined to think that the lists of Receivers is by no means perfect. I 
dow of three in Saidapet alone, who were brought before a Magistrate. I am quite certain that 
lere are several in the Mount, and there must be others elsewhere, e, g, at Conjeveram and 
hinglepnt. It is these persons who should be hunted out, noted and watched, and I fear that 
le Police have hitherto not attended to this branch of their duties as they should. There must 
irely be more than 500 K. Ds. in the District. In Cheyur alone, there is a large body of them 
ad in the Mount which has some 13,000 inhabitants and in Conjeveram which has 37,000 and 
eculiar attractions for persons of this class there must be not a few. 

10. There must surely be something wrong in the return of ''Killed by wild beasts.'' 
generally know of all cases of this kind, and I can call to mind but two, both in the Chingleput 

^aluq, where one man was Idlled by a cheetah and another so seriously injured that he not long 
f terwards, died. Both cases occurred owing to the fool-hardiness and stupidity of the persons 
oncemed. I foxmd one year to my astonishment, an entry in my return of persons kiUed by 
vild beasts, and knowing that there had been no cases, caDed for explanation, the result 
)eing that I ascertained that the deaths were caused by cattle goring the persons killed. This 
nay be the cause of error in your statement. There seems to have been a &lling-off in the deaths 
Tom snakebite, as compared with 1881. I always suspect these returns. Watching the registra- 
tion of vital statistics and the practice introduced of making the Constable present at an inquest 
initial the entry in the Register, has perhaps had something to do with the decrease. 

11. It is to be regretted that there were so many fires, but I do not see how one is to 
prevent them; many of the people are poor and cannot afford to build tiled houses ; they are 
vilely careless with fire and do not attend to advice. The high winds and very dry weather of 
the year were, probably, the cause of the increase, as compared with 1881. 

12. I consider that the looking-up of prostitutes in the cantonments is not attended to as 

much as it should be. The figures given as regards women on the rolls is exceedingly small, 

and I think that but one instance of a woman, exercising the calling of a prostitute without 

being licensed, was brought before a Magistrate during the year. 
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13. Battery 0/1 B. A. did not move from the Mount nntil the end of the year. Tkq 
probably did away with more kits as they were older soldiers and had been much longer i::^ 
Mount and knew the ways of the place better than those of the other Battery. That tls?i 
not so much of selling of kits as heretofore, is, in my opinion, due in a great measure to &! 
made, not long ago, upon supposed or real receivers, and to there being, at present, an h^ 
who has himself been a soldier and who knows the tricks of the trade. 

14. I am much indebted to you for the notice which has been taken of my previous lesij 
Ishould be glad if Inspectors and Station House Officers could be directed to, when Tki 
villages, inspect the Birth and Death Begisters. I believe that an order to this efied i 
issued by Colonel Cunliffe. If one was, it has been generally neglected.

2. The Joint Magistrate and the Head Assistant Magistrate say they have no speoi 
remarks to make on the working of the Police during the year in question. 

3. The Assistant Magistrate reports that on the whole he had no reason to be cliss8tis5fl 
with the Police while he considered that the Station House Officer at Kurinjipadi showed cc: 
siderable promptness and intelligence in the murder case sent up from that station. As yon&'i 
aware the accused in that case has been sentenced to death since you wrote your report I 
mentions one case of counterfeit coin at Beddichavadi which he thinks was got up by tlie Poii^ 

4. The Deputy Magistrate does not seem to be altogether satisfied with the workings 
the Police in his division. He remarks that in one or two cases of House-breaking he obser^ 
that the Station Officer had registered them after he had heard of them from him and tliatit: 
generally believed that there is no use reporting the occurrence of crime to the Police ^^■ 
the case is one of a very grave nature. 

5. So far as the working of the Police has come under my own observation dnriiig t^ 
year, I have nothing particular to say, except that I think they might be instructed so as to gi^' 
evidence better than they generally do. 

6. The annual return of the operations of the Magistracy is herewith forwarded.

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Remarks on the Police Administration Report of the Trichinopoly District for 1882. 

No crimes of special note occurred during the year. There were three cases of murder, in 

►ne of which was there a conviction, a principal cause in two of the cases being the difficulty of 

itting medical evidence owing to advanced decomposition of the bodies. This difficulty ought 

become less and less every year, as we extend our local Dispensaries. Cases of dacoity were 

w and convictions satis&ctory. In robberies the results were not so good. 

2. To turn to general matters of Administration — ^the Streerangam festival passed off 
detly. The number of pilgrims was larger than last year, but not so great as in former years. 

is^ however, very difficult to form a correct idea of the number on these occasions. Pilgrims 
^me from all parts of India to the festival, and remain there sometimes for a few days only, 
»inetimes for the whole festival. Then again, on the principal days of the feast, the numbers 
e largely supplemented by local visitors, who come for the day and return to their houses at 
ght, so the numbers are perpetually fluctuating throughout the feast. Cholera prevailed to 
me extent. Crime was light and of a petty character. 

3. As the Mohorrum festival approached there was considerable apprehension of an out- 
reak owing to the ill-feeling between Hindus and Mussulmans, which had been specially stirred 
3 by the Salem riots. The Police force was strengthened temporarily, and in consequence of 
le danger arising from the hostility of the two classes, application was made to Government to 
itertain an extra force permanently in the centre of the Town. This has been done, and I trust 
ill prevent the chance of outbreaks in future. The Police arrangements on this occasion were 
Ldicioos and were successful in preventing any disturbance. 

4. The conduct of the force generally has been satisfactory so far as it has come under 
otice of the Magistracy. Inspector Elder has justified his promotion by his conduct during the 
ear and especially at the very critical time alluded to just above. As regards Inspector Guru- 
imy, the only complaint that I remember being brought by him against Taluq officials was one 
bout the Treasury being kept open after the regulated hour. This he very properly brought to 
otice and orders were issued about it. The Inspector is undoubtedly a good officer especially 
s a detective, but he certainly has the reputation of not getting on well with the Taluk Sub- 
f agistrates with whom he has official relations. I am not prepared to admit that the fault is 
ntirely on one side.

: trying it during the September Sessions, though according to the rules issued by that 
the case could only be committed to the next Sessions ; but the representations made 
E no avail and the case was postponed to the end of the October Sessions. The Sessions 
discredited the evidence adduced by the prosecution and discharged the accused. 

The murder at Rameswaram stands pre-eminent, both on account of atrocity and the 
ry in which it is enveloped. The murdered man was named Bam Datt and belonged to 
nanakpur in Narasingapur District (North- Western Provinces). He visited Rameswaram 
grimage. From Trichinopoly he was taken to Rameswaram by the Gumastah or Agent 
^natha Panda, one of the Ariya-priests of Rameswaram. On the 23rd May, Ram Dutt 
),ken to the temple for worship. Next morning at dawn, he was found murdered. The 
was found lying on the beach with the throat cut from ear to ear, and a cloth with two brass 
and a *' Saligramam'^ (a small black stone worshipped as an emblem of Yishnu) used as a 
liquet to stop the effusion of blood.

The Superintendent of Police, the Assistant Superintendent, the 
Sub-Magistrate and the Head Assistant Magistrate remained for some time in the island 
made every effort to discover the murderers. A Special Inspector was also deputed to get 
rmation. At the instance of the Superintendent of Police, the Acting District Magistrate 
ed Government to sanction the offer of reward of Rs. 500 for information leading to the 
ction of the crime. The Government sanctioned the proposed reward (Vide G. O. No. 297,

Of the three other murders in the Head Assistant Magistrate's Division, two were committed in 
uahuli Division and one in Ramnad Division.

It is strange that the Police have not yet been able to find any clue 
bhe two murders committed in Tirushuli Division, one of these is the murder of a woman by her 
n husband, the other relates to the murder of Kannappa Samiyar in the village of Sivaperu- 
inendal owned by Tirugnana Sammanda Pandara Sannadi of Madura. There were also two cases 
attempt at murder from the same Division, both were convicted, but one of them was treated 
the Sessions Judge as criminal force and the accused sentenced to a day's simple imprison- 
3nt. In the other, the accused received six years' rigorous imprisonment. The other cases do 
►t require any special mention. 

7. 6 cases of culpable homicide were reported during the year, of 
which 3 or 50 per cent, were detected. They require no special remark. 

8. 20* cases were reported to the Magistracy, of which only 5 
cases were prosecuted to conviction during 1882. This class of crime

18. The Acting District Magistrate obseryes that there has been an increase in the number 
E cases referred by Magistrates to the Police. On the 20th of December last a standing Circular 
as issued to all Magistrates pointing out the evil of making needless references to the Police and 
Lstructing them to use more discretion in such cases. Their attention was also drawn to the fact 
lat Section 110 of Act X of 1872 should be reserved for special and exceptional cases only. It 

believed that the above Circular will have the desired effect. 

19. The Acting District Magistrate presumes that the 68 cases shown as pending receipt of 
pders from Magistrates must have been since disposed of, as the Circular Order directing Sub- 
[agistrates not to delay the disposal of referred charge sheets, except in unavoidable cases, for 
Lore than a fortnight, is being strictly enforced. It is to be observed also that by some over- 
Ight on the part of the Police, cases in which orders had long ago been issued by Magistrates 
ave been shewn as pending in the quarterly lists of undisposed-of cases received from the 
uperintendent of Police. The attention of the Superintendent of Police has been called to 
tich cases on receipt of explanations from Subordinate Magistrates. 

20. The work done by the Bench Magistrates of Madura and Dindigul has been shewn in 
lie statements which accompany this report. It consists mostly of nuisance cases which occur 
within the Municipal limits of the Town of Madura and Dindigul.

MEMO. 



My remarks on last year's report are almost equally applicable to this report, and I have 
othing special to add except, perhaps, that, as observed by the Superintendent, the Sub-Jails 
re not as secure as they ought to be and that steps are being taken to make them so. It is 
Iso time that the Police were taken out of the old Taluq Cutcherries every where and accom- 
Qodated with separate buildings. 

2. As usual the only two Division Officers who have sent in any report are new to the 
district and therefore incapable of offering any useful opinion as to the working of the Police. 
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3. With regard to the Village Police, however, the Joint Magistrate agrees witk t 
Superintendent in thinking that they do not work satisfactorily, and adds that it is hopeles 
expect efficiency from them unless their pay can be raised. I am inclined myself to air 
Colonel Coningham's suggestion and place the Taliyaries directly under the SuperintendeK - 
Police, but their subordination to the Village Munsif would probably give rise to some <mi 
cations, unless it were clearly understood that they were still to do duty as orderlies to the Mdll' 

4. With some few exceptions the Sub-Magistrates and Police have worked well dori; 
the year. Two Sub-Magistrates were reported to the Board of Revenue and one of them r 
be transferred to another District. Neither of them possesses the confidence of their 6uper!c: 
but the Board did not consider the evidence against them conclusive of guilt even of inefficie^r

Sir, 

I have the honor to return the Police Administration Report of the Nilgiris which accos 
panied your letter No. 4, dated 28th February 1883. 

2. The percentage of convictions to arrests is admirable as the table shows; and mti: 
cases of murder and cattle theft, the latter of which my experience elsewhere tells me is diffici 
the percentage of detections to report is excellent. As regards house-breaking, the detection:^ 
bad, under a half ; but the conviction good. As regards ordinary theft the detection is fair, ne^' 
ly 70 per cent, and the convictions good, nearly 90 per cent. This seems to show that, althosc- 
the detection may be improved in certain classes of cases, still that the cases sent up were e» 
and satisfactorily proved. 

3. My knowledge of the Nilgiris is too small and absences from Head Quarters so r- 
that I have not been able to see as much of the working of the Police as I should have wiss-: 
and should have seen in other circumstances. But from what I do know, and have seen, I ^^ 
of opinion that the force is quite fair wh^n the considerations of climate and of difficuitv 
communication are remembered. Notably in the Police activity in the late out-break of ckle* 
the force has given me entire satisfaction. 

4. The following points strike me :— 

(a.) The resignations (22) are large, nearly double (12), in 1831. 

(6.) In the stations which I have inspected I have found that the suspects were kcc^- 
and properly watched. 
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(c.) I have approved of the plan and alteration to the Station House and hats at Eotagir. 

(d.) I think that a closer watch should be kept on the liquor shops in view of, on report 
made, the licenses of notoriously badly conducted houses being cancelled, 

5. I am not certain of the steadiness of Sergeant Johnson at Coonoor ; but Sab-Inspector 
•ovarajulu Nayudu, the Chief Inspector, and Mr. Inspector Franks of Wellington are all excel- 
nt officers.

Note to the Police Administration Report for 1882. 

The Police Administration Report for 1882 received from the Superintendent of Police 
ith his letter dated 7th Instant, No 88, is herewith forwarded to the Inspector-General of 
olice, through the Deputy Inspector-General Southern Bange, Coimbatore. The prescribed 
atements of Criminal operations of the Magistracy also accompany. 

2. 21 cases of murder were reported during the year, of which 10 were convicted, 3 dis- 
larged by Magistrates under Section 195 of the Code of Criminal Procedure (old) and 2 
quitted by the Sessions Court. In 4 cases the murderers committed suicide and 2 were under 
iqoiry at the end of the year. There was thus an increase of 2 cases under murder as compared 
ith the previous year. 

3. Near Tirurangady there was a serious case of rioting attended with death, which is thus 
ascribed by the Special Assistant Magistrate: '' One of these cases calls for special notice owing 
to the reprehensible procedure of the Police and the inaction of the Magistrate concerned. 
The Tirurangady Police Sub-Inspector did his best to shift the responsibility of the occurrence 
from the real criminals. The case was worked out and the real delinquents committed for trial 
to the Sessions by the Special Assistant Magistrate. The &rcts of the case are briefly these. 
The accused are all relatives. The second witness for the prosecution purchased at a Court sale 
and obtained possession of a paramba and the house on it long occupied by one Kunhathen 
(1st accused) and his family, and placed his men in possession, the children of Kunhathen being 
at the same time ousted from the house. A few days afterwards Kunhathen and his followers 
attacked the three occupants of his old house about 9. p. m. and drove them out. One of these 
three was knocked down insensible at the spot and died before morning ; another was severely 
injured. The accused contended that the Civil decree in question was not executed and posses- 
sion of the property was not given to the purchaser in consequence of a subsequent order of 
the MonsiS to stay execution. Such an order was really passed but bears an endorsement that 
it was never given effect to, and it was not produced before me until the conclusion of a second 
enquiry into the case. The Police under this pretext (evidently to shield the accused) charged 
with house-trespass the said purchaser and his men as aggressors. They were, of course, 
discharged. I am of opinion that the Sub-Inspector committed perjury in this case. The 

Superintendent of Police thought a prosecution inadvisable.'' It is doubtful however if the 
viction was ever completely carried out, and if Kunhathen and his men knew of the issue of the 
)ourt order it would have been madness in them with the law already on their side to have 
Ebken the law into their own hands. The Superintendent's action in refraining from prosecuting 
he Sub-Inspector had my approval. 

4. There were 3 cases of infanticide by mothers who were all sentenced to transportation 
or life. The causes as usual were illicit intercourse of the mothers with their paramours 
kud desire to avoid disgrace. 
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5. 8 cases of culpable homicide were reported during the year under report, of wbich! 
50 per cent, were convicted. The number reported in the preceding year was 14. 

6. 3 cases of dacoity were reported against 4 of 1881 and 5 of 1880, and all these 3^.^ 
convicted. In one case, one of the defendants was made an approver owing to the disappears 
of the complainant. 

7. 13 cases of robbery were reported during the year, of which 6 were convicted, 3 i> 
charged and 1 acquitted. One case is stated to be under trial, one remaining undetected &^ 
the rest referred to Magistrates for orders. The number of cases of robbery in 1881 was : 
and not 18 as reported by the Police Superintendent (vide page XLII. et seq. of Appendii i 
of the Administration Report of the Madras Police for the year 1881.) 

8. The cases of house-breakings and thefts and of other offences were of the ordinary hi 
and call for no special remarks, beyond that they are becoming increasingly numerous, aii*: 
which was brought to the notice of Divisional Magistrates more than once during the ya: 
The only remedies that suggest themselves are increased efficiency of the Police and impi^T- 
ment in the condition of the lower classes of the people, especially those engaged in agricnltri 
On this latter point the Government are already in possession of my views as contained in r 
Special Commission Report. 

9. In regard to the conduct of the Police, the Joint Magistrate, Tellichery, sapik 
having joined the District only after the end of the year, he is not in a position, to gives: 
opinion, while the Deputy Magistrate, Wynaad, and the Joint Magistrate, Cocliin, are silent 
this point. 

The Head Assistant Magistrate says that none of the Sub-Magistrates of his Division sp'*» 
highly of the conduct of the Police and ''profess but little confidence in the uprightness andir- 
partiality of the Police generally as a body, " and that several Constables who were punished >; 
him were acquitted upon appeal to the Session^ Court. He fears that some estrangement li 
arisen between the Sub-Magistrates and the subordinate officers of the Police Department. Tb» 
is also remissness in the service of the Processes and much delay occurs in the retnn 
Summonses issued for service. And the Special Assistant Magistrate has remarked " B^sda 
'' the Police I cannot report favourably as a whole. No doubt some officers have dji 
'' good work, but I think the working of the force all round is capable of being grea:; 
" improved ; and I think that more frequent and unexpected inspections by superior offic-:? 
''would produce at once a great change for the better. Khan Bikhadur Ahamed Gnribi 
" the Manjeri Inspector, has, as always, done his work well. His son, the Walluvanad Inspects 
"has also worked well. The other two divisions, viz., Cherpulcherry and Timrarss 
"are both bad ones, and to my mind this must be the direct consequence of - 
" characters of the Divisional Inspectors. I have lately convicted Head Constable Atk 
" of Cherpulcherry Station and four Constables, and though I am hopeless of getting any reW' 
" evidence against the Inspector, yet I am morally certain that the facts disclosed, vie., wro:? 
" ful confinement and fabricating false evidence would never have occurred without either t 
" connivance or at least culpable and intentional inactivity. Numerous complaints were receiT? 
" against Police in the Cherpulcherry Division, and I cannot think they were groundless thoi? 
" not many were proved. There is a widespread rumour that the TirurangacK Inspector is '^ 
" quently drunk. I have heard it so often that I cannot but believe it. His conduct regarfe 
" the case noticed in para. 2 (i. e., the case of rioting mentioned in para. 3) showed at least cnlpali 
" inactivity, though I attach the chief blame to the Sub-Inspector. I have not seen the Inspect 
" for more than 5 minutes, and if my information concerning him is correct, his division woi 
" be greatly improved if he were replaced by another officer." 
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10. To these remarks I will only add my opinion tliat the Police force o£ this District is as 
Lcient an instrument as can be formed from the materials available for the purpose. Wher- 
&r there is a weak Magistrate (as at Cherpulcherry until lately) the Police take advantage of 
3 ^weakness. Wherever there is a strong man they know they cannot play pranks. 

11. Although the District is already provided with three Assistant Superintendents, I must 
cord my opinion that the eflBciency of the force would be increased by increasing the super- 
sing agency. Undoubtedly the force would benefit by more '' unexpected inspections by 
perior officers" as the Special Assistant Magistrate suggests^ but there is a limit even to a 
>lice Officer's energy. 

12. Where inadequate Police supervision exists, the Magistracy ought certainly to come 
tlie help of the Superintendent and his Assistants. This is done at present to some extent, but 

ere is room for improvement. I had to point out, in the course of the year, to a 1st class 
LvisionaJ Magistrate, that he had mistaken his position in regard to the Police, and that his 
ity '^ as a terror to evil doers " might even sometimes make it necessary for him to do the 
jtectives' business himself. There has undoubtedly been, as the Head Assistant remarks, 
•me estrangement between Sub-Magistrates and Police Inspectors^ due to the organisation 
id rules of the Department, The change long ago suggested by me but only recently inau- 
orated as -regards Superintendents and Assistant Superintendents' Diaries being submitted 
► the Inspector-General through District Magistrates, will, I feel sure, tend to draw the Depart- 
ents itiore closely together. Whether it will be sufficient for the purpose remains to be seen, 
t present I am not disposed to recommend anything further.

In returning your Administration Report for the year 1882, I have the honor to state that 
eyond noting with satisfaction the absence of any cases of dacoity, the general falling off in 
le number of grave crimes, and the improvement in detection as compared with last year, I 
ave but few remarks to offer. 

2. As long as we have a distinct wet and dry season, I am sceptical of any such connection 
etween rain&U and fires as is suggested in the report, and it is at any rate clear that the heavy 
linfall after May could not have afEected the number of fires in the months of the year when 
res are most common. 

3. With regard to the Inspectors, whose work has come directly under my notice, I have 
bserved nothing calling for remark. Mr. Bradley who acted as Head Assistant during the 
reater part of the year speaks in terms of warm commendation of Inspector Kamal Hammed.
